It is important to understand that there can never be such a 
thing as different versions of the truth. Every deviation from 
literal accuracy increases the risk of moving farther and farther 
away from trustworthy truth. Many Bible publishers have 
sponsored or created their own unique “All rights reserved” 
versions and paraphrases of the Bible. All of these very different 
versions cannot possibly be equally reliable and trustworthy. 


AV7 is different. It is nota product of commercial sponsorship 
or the result of any individual’s or committee’s interpretation of 
what the Word of God says. Instead, A V7is a present-day English 
update of the traditional English text that stood for more than 300 
years as the most widely accepted, literally accurate English 
language translation of the Bible. A V7 closely follows that text.

The Ten Commandments are the most readily recognizable of 
alltruths. They are unique in many ways, one of which is that when 
God established these Ten Commandments, that was the first time 
that He is reported to have spoken directly to all of mankind, rather 
than to and through certain individuals one at a time. 


The Ten Commandments are further distinguished by the fact 
that this was the only time in all of recorded history that God ever 
wrote ἃ message to mankind by His own hand. And it is significant 
that He wrote this message as an engraving carved in stone. 


Ever since that event some 3,300 years ago, the Ten Com- 
mandments have been almost universally acknowledged and ac- 
cepted as the foundation of all truth by people who believe in God. 


Very few people who acknowledge that there is a God will ever 
dispute the relevance, common sense, reasonableness, viability, 
practicality, and appropriateness of the Ten Commandments as 
wise words to live by and to govern and be governed by. 


Some people have claimed that the Ten Commandments were 
given only to the Jews, or that they were only meant for the ancient 
time and place in which they were given. Consequently, they say 
that only Jews are required to obey them. Some others suggest that 
God’s Ten Commandments are no longer applicable today. 


However, as you read these Ten Commandments, it will surely 
be very apparent that God meant what He said and that He fully 
intended for these Ten Commandments to remain in effect for all 
people and for all time.

All of the words and messages presented in the Bible are of 
great importance and great value, and no part of the Bible should 
be omitted, ignored, or disregarded. However, all of the words 
and messages in the Bible are not equal in importance. 


Some words and messages, such as the Ten Commandments, 
establish never-to-be-changed laws as benchmarks of bedrock 
importance. Other portions include historical narratives, eye- 
witness accounts of supernatural events, genealogical records, 
biographical data, personal testimonies, prophetic allegories, and 
various other types and categories of content. 


Interspersed among the 790,391 words in 31,089 verses in the 
66 books in the Bible, there are certain key verses — universal 
truths and declarative instructions — that God communicates to 
mankind. Sometimes He speaks with His own voice, sometimes 
through the mouths of prophets, and in certain places, God 
specifically speaks as “the Word of God.” The first words in the 
Book of John identify and introduce the Word of God in this way:

Jesus Christ is the most amazing person who ever lived and He is the 
central figure of the entire Bible. While the Old Testament is very unportant 
in setting the stage for and foretelling His arrival, we begin with the New 
Testament because it presents four accounts of His life on earth and a written 
record of the most important words that He spoke as the Word of God. 


While most Bibles have traditionally presented the first four books of 
the New Testament (called “The Gospels”) in the sequence Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John, this presentation begins with the book of John, 


followed by Matthew, Mark, and Luke.

What accusation do you bring against 
this man? 

They answered and said to him: If He 
were not an evil doer,* we would not 
have delivered Him up to you.

5 Then Jesus came out* wearing the 
crown of thors and the purple robe. And 
Pilate said to them: Behold the man. 

6 Therefore, when the chief priests and 
officers saw Him, they cried out saying: 
CracifyHim. CrucifyHim. Pilate said to 
them: You take Him and crucify Him, 
for I find no fault in Him. 

” The Jews answered Pilate: We have a 
law. and by our law He ought to die 
because He made Himself the Son of 
God. 

8 Therefore. when Pilate heard that 
word, he was even more afraid 

9 and went into the judgment hall again 
and said to Jesus: Where are you from? 
But Jesus gave him no answer. 

Then Pilate said to Him: Do you not 
speak to me? Do you not know that I 
have authority* and power to crucify you 
and authority * and power to release you? 
"Jesus answered: You could have no 
authority* or power at all against me 
unless* it was givento you from above. 
Therefore he who delivered me to you 
has the greater sin. 

"From that time on* Pilate sought to 
release Jesus. But the Jews cried out 
saying: If you let this man go, you are 
not Caesar’s friend.

In 
Hebrew, the place is called Golgotha.

'9Pilate wrote a title and put is on the 
cross, and the writing was: Jesus of 
Nazareth the King of the Jews.

21Then the chief pnests of the Jews 
said to Pilate: Do not write: The King 
of the Jews, but that He said: I am 
King of the Jews. 

Pilate answered: What I have writ- 
ten I have written. 

When the soldiers had crucified 
Jesus, they took His garments and 
made four parts, giving a part to each* 
soldier. They also took His coat. But 
His coat was seamless,* woven from 
the top throughout. 

*Therefore they said among them- 
selves: Let us not tear* it, but cast 
lots for it to decide whose it shall be. 
They did this so that the Scripture might 
be fulfilled that says: They divided* 
my clothing* among them and for my 
coat* they cast lots. Therefore the 
soldiers did these things.

Now Jesus’ mother stood there by 
the cross, along with His mother’s 
sister Mary, the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. 

26When Jesus saw His mother and the 
disciple standing by whom He loved, 
He said to His mother: Woman be- 
hold your son. 

71Then He said to the disciple: Behold 
your mother. From that hour, that 
disciple took Jesus’ mother to be his 
own. 

* After this, knowing that all things 
were now accomplished so the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, Jesus said: I 
thirst. Psalm 22:15 

Now a vessel full of vinegar was 
setting there. So they filled a sponge 
with vinegar and put it upona hyssop 
branch and put it to His mouth. 
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When Jesus had thus* received the 
vinegar, He said: It is finished. And 
He bowed His head and yielded* up 
His spirit.* 

3! Because it was the day of preparation 
for that great Sabbath day, and so that 
the bodies might not remain on the cross 
on the Sabbath, the Jews therefore 
hegged* Pilate that their legs might be 
broken and the bodies taken away.

This 
witness knows that what he has said is 
true, so that you might believe. 
For these things were done so the 
Scripture would be fulfilled that says: 
Notone of His bones shall be broken.

Again another Scripture says: They 
shall look upon Him whom they 
pierced. Zechariah 12:10 

“After this, Joseph of Arimathaea, 
being a disciple of Jesus but secretly 
for fear of the Jews, begged* Pilate 
that he might take away Jesus’ body.

*°Nicodemus also came forward. He had 
at first come to Jesus by night, but now 
he brought a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about a hundred pound weight.

'3They said to her: Woman, why are 
you weeping? She said to them: Because 
they have taken away my Lord and I do 
not know where they have laid Him. 
'4When she had thus said, she turned 
back, and saw Jesus standing, but did 
not understand* that it was Jesus. 

'5 Jesus said to her: Woman, why do you 
weep? Whom do you seek? Supposing 
Him to be the gardener, she said to Him:

2 Simon Peter, Thomas called Didymus, 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, thesons 
of Zebedee, and two others of Jesus’ 
disciples were together.

But the days 
will come when the Bridegroom will be 
taken from them and then they will fast. 
'SNo one puts a piece of new cloth onto 
an old garment, for what is put in to fill 
it up takes from the garment and the 
tear* is made worse. 

Nor do people* put new wine into old 
wineskins* or else the wineskins * break 
and the wine runs out and the wine- 
skins* perish. But they put new wine 
into new wineskins* and both are 
preserved. 

'8While He spoke these things to them, 
behold there came a certain ruler and 
worshiped Him saying: My daughter is 
even now dead, but come and lay your 
hand upon her and she will live. 
‘Jesus arose and followed him and so 
did His disciples. 

°0 And behold a woman who was diseased 
with an issue of blood for twelve years 
came behind Him and touched the hem 
of His garment. 

*1For she said within herself: If I may 
but touch His garment, I will be whole. 
22But Jesus turned around* and when 
He saw her He said: Daughter, be of 
good comfort. Your faith has made you 
whole. And the woman was made whole 
from that hour. 

3When Jesus came into the ruler’s 
house and saw the minstrels and the 
people making a noise, 

4He said to them: Withdraw. * For the 
maid is not dead but is sleeping. And 
they laughed at Him scornfully. 

*5But when the people were sent out, * 
Jesus went in and took her by the hand 
and the maid arose. 

6The report* of this* went throughout* 
all that land.- 

27When Jesus departed from there,* 
two blind men followed Him, crying 
and saying: Son of David, have mercy 
on us. 
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28When He had come into the house, the 
blind men came to Him and Jesus said to 
them: Do you believe that I am able to 
do this? They said to Him: Yes Lord. 
Then He touched their eyes saying: 
According to your faith be it to you. 
Their eyes were opened but Jesus 
strictly* charged them saying: See thar 
no one knows about this. 

31 But when they went away, * they spread 
His reputation* widely* throughour all 
that country. 

32 As they went out, behold they brought 
to Hima speechless* demon* possessed 


man. 

33When the demon* was cast out, the 
speechless* man spoke and the multi- 
tudes marveled saying: It was never so 
seen in Israel before. 

*But the Pharisees said: He casts out 
demons* through the prince of the

35 Jesus went to all the cities and villages, 
teaching in their synagogues, pro- 
claiming* the Gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing every sickness and every 
disease among the people. 

*But when He saw the multitudes, He 
was moved with compassion on them 
because they fainted and were scattered 
widely* like sheep having no shepherd. 
*1Then He said to His disciples: The 
harvest truly is plentiful, but the laborers 
are few. 

Pray therefore ro the Lord of the 
harvest, so that He will send forth 
laborers into His harvest.

at any time they should see with their 
eyes and hear with their ears and should 
understand with rheir hearts and should 
be converted, and I should heal them.

ΙΒ blessed are your eyes for they see 
and your ears for they hear.

For when tribulation or persecution 
arises because of the Word, immedi- 
ately* they are offended and disbelieve 
22 And the one who received seed among 
the thors is like those who hear the 
Word but the cares of this world and the 
deceitfulness of riches choke the Word 
and they become unfruitful. 

*3But the one who received seed into the 
good ground is like those who hear the 
Word and understand ir and who also 
bear fruit and bring forth, some a hun- 
dredfold, some sixty, and some thirty. 
*4Then another parable He put forth to 
them saying: The kingdom of heaven is 
compared* to a man who sowed good 
seed in his field. 

But while people* slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the wheat 
and went away*. 

26But when the blade was sprung up and 
brought forth fruit, then the tares 
appeared also. 

27So the servants of the property owner* 
came and said to him: Sir, did you not 
sow good seed in your field? From 
where then does it have tares? 

*8He said to them: An enemy has done 
this. The servants said to him: Do you 
want* us to go and gather them up? 
°But he said: No, lest while you gather 
up the tares you also root up the wheat 
with them. 

Let both grow together unal the harvest. 
In the time of harvest I will say to the 
reapers: Gather together first the tares 
and bind them in bundles to burn them, 
but gather the wheat into my barn. 
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3! Another parable He put forth to them 
saying: The kingdom of heaven is like a 
grain of mustard seed that a man sowed 
in his field. 

32Indeed it is the least of all seeds, but 
when it is grown, it is the greatest 
among herbs and becomes a tree so that 
the birds of the air come and lodge in its 
branches. Psaim 104:12 

3Then He spoke another parable to 
them: The kingdom of heaven is like 
leaven that a woman hid in three 
measures of meal until the whole was 
permeated*. 

All these things Jesus spoke to the 
multitude in parables and without a 
parable He did not speak to them. 
This fulfilled what the prophet had 
said: I will open my mouth in parables. 
I will utter things that have been kept 
secret from the foundation of the world. 
Psaim 78:2 

**Then Jesus sent the multitude away 
and went into the house, and His 
disciples came to Him saying: Declare 
to us the parable of the tares of the field. 
*‘He answered and said to them: He 
who sows the good seed is the Son of 
man. 
*The field is the world and the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom. 
But the tares are the children of the 
wicked one. 

%The enemy that sowed them is the 
devil. The harvest is the end of the 
world and the reapers are the angels. 
“Therefore as the tares are gathered 
and burned in the fire, so shall it be in 
the end of this world. 

The Son of man will send forth His 
angels and they will gather out of His 
kingdom all things that offend and 
cause people to sin ἀπά αἱ! those who do 
iniquity Zephaniah 1:3 

“and cast them into a furnace of fire and 
there will be wailing and gnashing of 
teeth. 

"Then the righteous will shine forth as 
the sun in the kingdom of their Father. 
Who has ears to hear, let them hear.

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“Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
treasure hid in a field. When someone* 
has found it, they hide it and with great 
joy go and sell all that they have and buy 
that field. 

45 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
a merchant seeking finet pearls. 
46When he found one pearl of great 
price, he sold all that he had and 
bought it. 

47 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
a net that was cast into the sea and 
gathered of every kind. 

48When it was full, they drewit to shore 
and sat down and gathered the good into 
vessels but cast the bad away. 

49So shall it be at the end of the world. 
The angels will come forth and sever the 
wicked from among the righteoust 
Sand they will cast the wicked into the 
furnace of fire and there will be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth.

Then He said to them: Therefore ev- 
ery scnbe who is instructed about the 
kingdom of heaven is like a property 
owner* who brings forth out of his 
treasure things new and old. 

And it came to pass when Jesus had 
finished these parables He departed from

4And when He had come into His 
own country, He taught them in their 
synagogue so that they were astonished 
and said: From where has this man 
acquired this wisdom and these mighty 
works? 

5515 this not the carpenter’s son? Is not 
His mother called Mary and His brothers 
James, Joses, Simon, and Jude? 
And His sisters, are they not all with 
us? From where then has this man 
acquired all these things? 

57They were offended by Him and disbe- 
lieved, but Jesus said to them: A prophet 
is not without honor, save in his own 
country and in his own house.

* And she, having been instructed by 
her mother, said: Give me here John the 
Baptist’s head on a platter. ἡ 

9 The king was sorry, nevertheless because 
of his oath and those who sat with him to 
eat, * he commanded it to be given to her 
'and he sent and beheaded John in the 
prison 

"and John’s head was brought on a 
platter* and given to the girl* and she 
gave* it to her mother. 

"Then John's disciples came and took 
away the body and buried it and then 
went and told Jesus. 

'3 When Jesus heard about it, He departed 
from there*+ by boat to a deserted* place 
apart. When the people heard about this, 
they followed Him on foot out of the cities. 
'4 Jesus went forth and saw a great multi- 
tude and was moved with compassion 
toward them and He healed their sick. 
''When it was evening, His disciples 
came to Him saying: This is a deserted* 
place and the time is now past. Send 
the multitude away so that they may 
go into the villages and buy food* for 
themselves. 


'6But Jesus said to them: They donot need 
to go away.* You give them food to eat. 
"7 They said to Him: We have here only* 
five loaves and two fish. 

'8He said: Bring them here to me. 
'9Then He commanded the multitude to 
sit down on the grass and He took the 
five loaves and the two fish and looking 
up to heaven, He blessed and broke them 
and gave the loaves to His disciples and 
the disciples to the multitude. 

0They all ate and were filled and of the 
fragments that remained they took up 
twelve baskets full. 

71 Those who had eaten were about five 
thousand men plus+ women and children. 
2Immediately* after thatJesus directed* 
His disciples to get into a boat and go 
ahead* of Him to the other side while 
He sent the multitudes away. 

3 And when He had sent the multitudes 
away, He went up into a mountain apart 
to pray and when the evening had come 
He was there alone. 

4But the boat was now in the midst of 
the sea and tossed with waves, for the 
wind was contrary. 

*5Then in the fourth watch of the night 
sometime after three o'clock in the morning 
Jesus went to them, walking on the sea.

It is a spirit, and they cried out for fear.

41Immediately, Jesus stretched forth His 
hand, caught him, and said to him: O 
you of little faith. Why did you doubt?

45When the people* of that place rec- 
ognized* Him, they sent word all 
around* that country and brought to 
Him all who were diseased. 

*They begged* Him that they might 
only touch the hem of His garment, and 
411" who touched Him were made per- 
fectly whole.

They said: Seven and a 
few little fish.

ΝΟΥ ὁ it came to pass, as Jesus sat 
down to eatt in Levi’s house, many 
worldly* people and sinners sat with 
Jesus and His disciples, for there were 
many and they followed Him. 

'°When the scribes and Pharisees saw 
Him eat with worldly* people and sin- 
hers, they said to His disciples: How is 
it that He eats and drinks with worldly 
people and sinners? 

'7When Jesus heard this, He said to 
them: Those who are whole have no need 
of a physician butthose who are sick do. 
I did not come to call the righteous but 
sinners to repentance. 

'8Now the disciples of John and of the 
Pharisees used to fast so they came and 
said to Him: Why do the disciples of 
John and of the Pharisees fast but your 
disciples do not fast? 

'° Jesus said to them: Can the children of 
the bride chamber fast while the bride- 
groom is with them? As long as they 
have the bridegroom with them, they 
cannot fast. 

°But the days will come when the 
Bridegroom will be taken away from 
them and then they will fast in those 
days.

No one sews a piece of new cloth on 
an old garment, or else the new piece 
that fills it up takes away from the old 
and the tear*+ is made worse. 

22And no one puts new wine into old 
wineskins,* or else the new wine will 
burst the wineskins* and the wine is 
spilled and the wineskins* will be 
destroyed.* But new wine must be put 
into new wineskins* . 

23Now? it came to pass that Jesus went 
through the com fields on the Sabbath 
day and His disciples began to pluck the 
ears of corn as they went.

25 Jesus said to them: Have you never read 
what David did when he had need and was 
hungry, he and those who were with him, 
how he went into the house of God in 
the days of Abiathar the high priest and 
ate the show bread that is not lawful for 
anyone but the priests to eat, and he also 
gave some to those who were with him.

And those 
from Tyre and Sidon, a great multitude, 
when they had heard what great things 
He did, they also came to Him. 

° He told His disciples that a small boat 
should wait for Him because of the multi- 
tude, lest they should overcrowd* Him.

''Unclean spirits, when they saw Him, 
fell down before Him and cried out 
saying: You are the Son of God.

᾿Ξ Then He went up into a mountain and 
called those whom He wanted* and they 
came to Hitn. 

'*He appointedt twelve to* be with 
Him, so that He might send them forth 
to proclaim* the Word 

'S and to have authority * and power to heal 
sicknesses and to cast out demons. ἡ 
'eSimon He surnamed Peter. 

'7 James the sun of Zebedee and John the 
brother of James He surnamed 
Boanerges, which is: the sons of thunder. 
'8The others were Andrew, Philip, 
Bartholomew, Matthew, Thomas, James 
the son of Alphaeus, Thaddaeus, Simon 
the Canaanite, 

'9and Judas Iscariot who also betrayed 
Him. Then they went into a house 
7°and the multitude came together 
again so that they could not so much 
as eat bread. 

2! When His friends heard about it, they 
went out to lay hold on Him, for they 
said: He is beside Himself. 

2 Then the scribes who came down from 
Jerusalem said: He has Beelzebub and 
by the prince of the demons* He casts 
out demons. * 
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23 Jesus called themto Himself and said to 
them in parables: How can Satan cast 
out Satan? 

“If a kingdom is divided against itself, 
that kingdom cannot stand. 

ΒΊΑ house is divided against itself, that 
house cannot stand. 

2610 Satan rise up against himself and is 
divided, he cannot stand but has mer his end. 
ΝΟ one can enter into a strong man’s 
house and spoil his goods unless* he 
first bind the strong man. Then he will 
spoil his house. 

*®Trulyt I say to you: All sins will be 
forgiven to the children* of people, * 
and blasphemies with which + they 
blaspheme; 

*but those who blaspheme against the 
Holy Spirit will have no forgiveness but 
are in danger of eternal damnation. 
He said this because they said: He has 
an unclean spirit. 

3'Then His brothers and mother came 
and, standing outside,* they sent for 
Him by calling out to Him. 

The multitude sat around+ Him and 
said to Him: Behold your mother and 
your brothers outside* seek you. 

33He answered them saying: Who are 
my mother or my brothers? 

4 And He looked around* at those who 
sat around* Him and said: Behold my 
mothcr and my brothers. 

35For whoever does the will of God, the 
same is my brother and my sister and 
mother. 


Mark Chapter 4 


| Then Jesus began again to teach by the 
seaside. There was gathered to Him a 
great multitude so that He entered a boat 
and sat out upon the sea, and the whole 
multitude was on the land by the sea. 
2 He taught them many things by parables 
and said to them in His doctrine: 

3 Listen. + Behold a sower went out to 
sow. 

4 Now ’* it care to pass as he sowed that 
some fell by the wayside and the birds* 
of the air came and devoured it up.

\Ofater, when He was alone, those who 
were around* Him with the twelve 
asked Him about the parable. 

ΠῊΚ said to them: Unto you it is given 
to know the mystery of the kingdom of 
God, but for those who are outside, * all 
these things are done in parables 

'2so that seeing they may see and not 
perceive, and hearing they may hear 
and not understand, lest at any time they 
should be converted and their sins should 
be forgiven them. Marthew 13:14 

'’He said to them: Do you not under- 
stand* this parable? How then will you 
understand* all the other parables? 
'4The sower sows the Word of God. 
‘These are the ones by the wayside 
where the Word is sown, but when they 
have heard, Satan comes immediately 
and takes away the Word that was sown 
in their hearts. 

' These are likewise sown on stony ground 
and when they hear the Word, they 
immediately receive it with gladness 
but they have no root in themselves 
and so they endure only for a time. Then 
later,* when affliction or persecution 
arises because of the Word, immedi- 
ately they are caused? to sin. 

'8These are the ones who are sown 
among thoms, such as hear the Word 
but the cares of this world and the 
deceitfulness of riches and the lusts of 
other things enter in and choke the Word 
and it becomes unfruitful.

2°These are the ones who are sown on 
good ground, such as hear the Word and 
receive it and bring forth fruit: some 
thirtyfold, some sixty, and some a 
hundred times more. 

*|He said to them: Is acandle brought to 
be put under a bushel or under a bed and 
not to be set on a candlestick? 

There is nothing hid that will not be 
revealed.* Neither has anything been 
kept secret but that it should eventually 
become known’*. Matthew 10:26 


23 If anyone has ears to hear, 
let them hear. 

*4He said to them: Take heed what you 
hear. With what gauge* you measure, it 
will be measured to you. To you who 
hear, more will be given. 
>For to those who have will more be 
given and from those who have nothing, 
from them will be taken away even 
what they have. 
6Then He said: The kingdom of God is 
like this: If a man should cast seed 
into the ground 
27and should sleep and rise night and day 
and the seed should spring and grow up, 
he does not understand* how. 
*®For the earth brings forth fruit by 
herself: First the blade, then the stalk,+* 
and after that the full ear of corn. 
2°>But when the fruit is brought forth, the 
farmer immediately puts in the sickle 
because the harvest time has come.

*3With many such parables He spoke the 
Word to them, as they were able to hear it. 
“But without a parable He did not speak 
to them, and when they were alone, He 
expounded everything to His disciples. 
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35The same day when the evening* had 
come, He said to them: Let us go* over 
to the other side. 

56 When they had sent away the multitude, 
they took Him as He was in the boat. 
And there were other little boats with 
Him also. 

1 Then a great windstorm* arose and the 
waves beat into the boat so that it was 
now full. 

34 Jesus was in the aft* of the boat asleep 
on a pillow. They awakened Him and 
said to Him: Master, do you not care 
that we might perish? 

% He arose and rebuked the wind and said 
to the sea: Peace. Be still. And the wind 
stopped* and there was a great calm. 
“He said to them: Why are you so 
fearful? How is it that you have no faith? 
‘And they were exceedingly fearful 
and said to one another: What kind* of 
man is this that even the wind and the sea 
obey Him?

| Then they came over to the other side 
of the sea to the country of the Gadarenes. 
2 When Jesus had come out of the boat, 
immediately coming out of the tombs, a 
man with an unclean spirit met Him. 

3 This man had his dwelling place among 
the tombs and no one could bind him. 
No, not with chains. 

4 He had often been bound with shack- 
les* and chains, and the chains had 
been pulled apartt by him, and the 
shackles’ broken in pieces. No one 
could subdue* him. 

> Always, night and day, he was in the 
mountains and in the tombs, crying and 
cutting himself with stones.

10And they begged’ Jesus greatly* that 
He would not send them away out of the 
country. 

1'Now a large herd of swine was there 
on the mountain feeding. 

'2And all the demons* begged* Him 
saying: Send us into the swine sothat we 
may enter into them. 

Immediately + Jesus allowed* them to 
got and the unclean spirits leftt and 
entered the swine, and theentire herd of 
about two thousand ran violently down 
a steep place into the sea and were 
choked in the sea. 

'4Those who fed the swine fled and told 
all about this in the city and in the 
country, and the people went out to see 
what it was that was done. 

'SAnd they came to Jesus and saw the 
one who had been demon* possessed 
and had the legion, dressed* and sitting 
still, in his right mind, and they were 
afraid. 

'6Those who saw it told what had hap- 
pened* to the one who had been demon* 
possessed, and concerning the swine, 
"and they began to beg* Him to depart 
out of their borders. * 

'8When Jesus had come into the boat, 
the one who had been demon* pos- 
sessed begged* Him that he might stay 
with Him.

050 he departed and began to tell* 
everyone in Decapolis how much* Jesus 
had done for him, and all the people 
marveled.

*2Immediately* the flow* of her blood 
was dried up and she felt in her body that 
she was healed of that plague. 

»*Jesus, immediately knowing in Himself 
that virtue had gone out of Him, turned 
around* in the crowd* and said: Who 
touched my clothes? 

3tHis disciples said to Him: You see the 
multitude crowding* in upon you and 
you say: Who touched me? 

“And He looked around* to see who 
had done this. 

But the woman, fearful and trembling 
knowing what was done in her, came 
and fell down before Him and told Him 
all the truth. 

*4He said to her: Daughter, your faith 
has made you whole. Go in peace and be 
healed* of your plague. 

35 While He spoke, someone* came from 
the house of the ruler of the synagogue 
who said: Your daughter is dead. Why 
trouble the Master any further? 

As soon as Jesus heard the word that 
was spoken, He said to the ruler of the 
synagogue:

' Then Jesus went from there* to His 
own country, and His disciples fol- 
lowed Him.

Many 
hearing Him were astonished saying: 
From where has this man acquired these 
things? What wisdom is this given to 
Himso that even such mighty works are 
worked* by His hands? 

3 Is this not the carpenter, the son of 
Mary, the brother of James and Joses 
and of Jude and Simon? Are His 
sisters not here with us? And they 
were offended by Him. 

4 But Jesus said to them: A prophet is 
not without honor, except in his own 
country and among his own relatives* 
and in his own house. 

> He could do no mighty works there 
except that He laid His hands on a few 
sick people* and healed them. 

¢ He marveled because of their un- 
belief. And He went al! around* the 
villages teaching. 

7 Then He called the twelve and began to 
send them forth twoby two and gave them 
authority * and power over unclean spirits. 
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8. He commanded them to take nothing 
for their journey except a staff only: No 
provision bag,* no bread, and no money 
in their purse. 

9 But to wear sandals, but not to put on 
two coats. 

'He said to them: In whatever place * 
you enter into a house, stay* there until 
you depart from that place. 
''Whoever will not receive you or 
hear you, when you depart from there * 
shake off the dust under your feet for 
a testimony against them. Truly* | 
say to you: It will be more tolerable 
for Sodom and Gomorrah in the day 
of judgment than for that city. 

[250 they went fortht and proclaimed* 
that people* should repent. 

They cast out many demons* and 
anointed many with oil who were sick 
and healed them. 

'1When king Herod heard about Jesus 
because His name was spread widely, + 
he said that John the Baptist was risen 
from the dead and therefore mighty 
works do show forth themselves in him. 
'SOthers said: It is Elijah. And others 
said: It is a prophet or someone like one 
of the prophets. 

'© But when Herod heard about it he said: 
It is John whom I beheaded. He is risen 
from the dead. 

'’For Herod himself had sent forth and 
seized* John and bound him in prison 
for the sake of Herodias, his brother 
Philip’s wife, for he had married her. 
'8For John had said to Herod: It is not 
lawful for you tu have your brother’s 
wife. 

"Therefore Herodias had a quarrel 
against John and would have killed him. 
But she could not. 

”For Herod feared John, knowing that 
he was a righteous*+ and holy man, 
therefore Herod protected* him. When 
Herod heard John, he did many things 
and heard John gladly. 

7'When a convenient day had come, 
Herod made his birthday supper for 
his lords, high captains, and chief 
estates of Galilee. 


22 And when the daughter of Herodias 
came in and danced and pleased Herod 
and those who sat with him, the king said 
to the girlt: Ask of me whatever you 
will and I will give it to you. 

23He swore to her: Whatever you ask of 
me, I will give it to you, to the half of 
my kingdom. 

24She said to her mother: What shall I 
ask? Her mother said: The head of John 
the Baptist. 

25 50 she came in to the king immediately 
and with haste and asked saying: I desire* 
that you give me the head of John the 
Baptist on a platter* immediately.* 
26The king was exceedingly sorry, bur 
because of his oath and for the sake of those 
who sat with him, he would not reject her. 
27 Therefore the king immediately sent an 
executioner and commanded John’s 
head to be brought, and the executioner 
beheaded him in the prison. 

*®Then he brought John's head on a 
platter* and gave it to the girl* and 
the girl* gave it to her mother. 
2°When John’s disciples heard about it, 
they came and took away his body* and 
laid it in a tomb. 

Then the apostles gathered themselves 
together to Jesus and told Him every- 
thing, both what they had done and what 
they had taught. 

3! Jesus said to them: Come ὁ apart to a 
deserted* place and rest a while. For 
there were many coming and going and 
they had no time* even to eat. 

52 50 they went to a deserted* place by 
boat privately. 

The people saw them departing and 
many knew Him and ran on foot there 
out of all cities and outran them and 
came together to Him. 

34When Jesus came, He saw many people 
and was moved with compassion toward 
them because they were like sheep not 
having a shepherd. So He began to teach 
them many things. 

35When the hourt was late,* Jesus’ 
disciples came to Him and said: This 
is a deserted* place and now the 
hourt is late. + 
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Send them away so that they may go 
into the country all around* and into the 
villages and buy bread for themselves, 
for they have nothing to eat. 

Jesus answered and said to them: 
You give them food to eat. And they 
said to Him: Shall we go and buy a 
half a year wages worth* of bread and 
give them to eat? 

38He said to them: How many loaves do 
you have? Go and see. When they 
knew, they said: Five, and two fish. 
Then Jesus directed* them all to sit 
down group* by group on the green 
grass. 

“And they sat down in groups* of 
hundreds and fifties. 

41 When He had taken the five loaves and 
the two fish, He looked up to heaven and 
blessed and broke the loaves and gave 
them to His disciples to set before them 
and the two fish He also divided among 
them all. 

* And they all ate and were filled. 

‘3 Afterward they took up twelve baskets 
full of the fragments and of the fish. 
“Those who ate of the loaves were about 
five thousand men. 

4SImmediately* after that Jesus directed* 
His disciples to get into the boat and to 
go before Him to the other side, to 
Bethsaida, while He sent away the 
people. 

“6When He had sent them away, He 
went to a mountain to pray. 

“7Then when evening*+ had come, the 
boat was in the midst of the sea andJesus 
was alone on the land. 

48He saw them toiling in rowing for the 
wind was contrary to them. About the 
fourth watch of the night sometime after 
three o'clock in the morning Jesus came to 
them walking upon the sea, and would 
have passed by them. 

“*But when they saw Him walking upon 
the sea, they supposed it had been a 
spirit and cried out. 

“For they all saw Him and were 
troubled. And immediately He talked 
with them and said to them: Be of good 
cheer. I am*+ with you. Do not be afraid. 
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5!Then He went up to them in the boat 
and the wind stopped.* They were 
greatly+ amazed within themselves 
beyond measure and wondered. 
52For they did not understand* the miracle 
of the loaves because their heart was 
hardened. 

5\When they had crossed* over the sea, 
they came to the land of Gennesaret and 
drew to the shore. 

54And when they had come out of the 
boat, immediately* the people recog- 
nized*+ Him 

Sand ran through that whole region 
all aroundt and began to carry those 
who were sick in bed to where they 
heard He was. 

°°>Wherever He entered into villages or 
cities or country, they laid the sick in the 
streets and begged* Him that they might 
touch, if it were possible, even just the 
border of His garment. As many as 
touched Him were made whole. 
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' Then the Pharisees came together to 
Him, andalso some* of the scribes who 
came from Jerusalem. 

2 When they saw some of His disciples 
eat bread with defiled, that is to say with 
unwashed hands, they found fault. 

3 For holding το the tradition of the 
elders, the Pharisees and all the Jews do 
not eat unless they wash their hands 
often. 

4 And when they come from the market, 
they do not eat unless they wash; and 
there are many other things that they 
have received to hold, such as the 
washing of cups and pots, brazen 
vessels, and tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes asked 
Him: Why do your disciples not walk 
according to the tradition of the elders, 
but eat bread with unwashed hands? 

6 He answered and said to them: Well 
has Isaiah prophesied of you hypocrites, 
as it is written: This people honors me 
with their lips, but their hearts are far 
from me. Matthew 15:8 
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7 However, in vain do they worship me, 
teaching as doctrines the command- 
ments of men. Matthew 15:9 

§ For laying aside the commandment of 
God, you hold the traditions of men: 
such as the washing of pots and cups and 
many other things like such you do. 

9 Then He said to them: Full well you 
reject the commandment of God so that 
you may keep your own tradition. 
'For Moses said: Honor your father 
and your mother. And whoever curses 
father or mother, let them die the death. 
'' But you say: If a person* says to their 
father or mother: Whatever benefit* 
you might have received from me was given 
as Corban, that is a temple gift, 

'24nd you allow* them to do no more for 
their father or their mother, 

'' by doing this, you are making the Word 
of God of no effect through your 
tradition which you have delivered. 
Many things like such you do. 

Δ When He had called all the people, He 
said to them: Listen* to me everyone of 
you and understand: 

'S There is nothing outside* ofa person, ἡ 
which by entering into them can defile 
them. But the things that come out of 
them, those are the things that defile a 
person‘. 

'°lf anyone has ears to hear, let them 
hear. 

'’When Jesus went into a house away 
from the people, His disciples asked 
Him aboutt the parable. 

'*He said to them: Are you so without 
understanding also? Do you not perceive 
that whatever thing from outside* enters 
into a person* cannot defile them. 
Because it does not enter into their 
heart but into the belly and then into the 
discard’ it goes, purging all foodst. 
"He said: It is what comes out of a 
person? that defiles them. 

"(For from within, out of the hearts of 
people* proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 
fornications, murders, Matthew 15:19 

ἐξ thefts, covetousness, wickedness, deceit, 
filthiness,* anevileye, blasphemy, pride, 
and foolishness. Matthew 15:19 
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23 All these evil things come from within 
and defile a person*. 

*4From there+ Jesus arose and went into 
the borders of Tyre and Sidon. He 
entered a house and wanted* no one to 
know it, but He could not be hid. 
*5For a certain woman whose young 
daughter had an unclean spirit heard of 
Him and came and fell at His feet. 
**The woman was a Greek of 
Syrophenician or mixed race nationality .* 
She begged* Jesus to cast the demont 
out of her daughter. 

27But Jesus said to her: Let the children 
first be filled, for it is not good* to 
take the children’s bread and to cast it 
to the dogs. 

*8She answered and said to Him: Yes 
Lord. Yet the dogs under the table eat of 
the children’s crumbs. 

*He said to her: For this saying, Go. * 
The demont is gone out of your daughter. 
3°When she had come to her house, 
she found the demon* gone and her 
daughter laying on the bed.

2|He said to them: How is it that you do 
not understand? 

2 Then Jesus came to Bethsaida and they 
brought a blind man to Him and begged* 
Him to touch the man. 

450, He took the blind man by the 
hand and led him out of the town. 
When He had spit on his eyes and put 
His hands upon him, He asked him if 
he saw anything.* 

*4The man looked up and said: I see 
people* like trees walking. 

4 After that, Jesus put His hands upon his 
eyes again and made him look up, and he 
was restored and saw everyone* clearly. 
*6 Then Jesus sent him away to his house 
saying: Do not go into the town or tell 
anyone in the town. 

*1Then Jesus and His disciples went to 
the towns of Caesarea Philippi. Alongt 
the way, He asked His disciples saying 
to them: Who do people* say that I am? 

But 
some say Elijah. And others say one of 
the prophets. 

*°He said to them: But who do you say 
that I am? Peter answered and said to 
Him: You are the Christ.

3! He began to teach them that the Son of 
man must suffer many things and be 
rejected by the elders and the chief 
priests and scribes and be killed, and 
after three days rise again.

22Jesus answering said to them: Have 
faith in God.

9 Therefore what will the lord of the 
vineyard do? He will come and destroy 
the tenant farmers* and will give the 
vineyard to others. 

'OHave you not read this Scripture: The 
stone that the builders rejected has be- 
come the head of the commer. Matthew 21:42 
''This was the Lord’s doing and it is 
marvelous in our eyes. 

12.530 they sought to lay hold on Him, but 
they feared the people for they knew that 
He had spoken the parable against them. 
So they left Him and went away.* 
"Then they sent some of the Pharisees 
and of the Herodians to Him to catch 
Him in His words. 

When they had come, they said to 
Him: Master, we know that you are true 
and do not have special care for any one 


person over another, for you do not re- 
gard the positions* people* hold, but 
teach the way of God in truth. Is it 
lawful to give tribute to Caesar or not? 
'5Shall we give or shall we not give? But 
knowing their hypocrisy, Jesus said to 
them: Why do you test* me?

19Master, Moses wrote to us: If a man’s 
brother die and leave his wife and leave 
no children, that his brother should take 
his wife and raise up seed to his brother. 
20Now there were seven brothers. The 
first took a wife and dying left no seed. 
21 Then the second took her and died and he 
also left no seed. And the third likewise. 
22The seven had her and left no seed. 
Last of all the woman also died. 
Therefore in the resurrection when 
they rise, whose wife will she be? For 
the seven had her as their wife. 

24Jesus answering said to them: Do you 
not therefore err because you do not 
know the Scriptures or the power of 
God? 

25For when they rise from the dead, they 
neither marry nor are given in marniage 
but are like* the angels in heaven. 

26 And regarding the dead, that they rise: 
Have you not read in the book of Moses, 
how in the bush God spoke to him 
saying: I am the God of Abraham and 
the God of Isaac and the God of Jacob. 
27He is not the God of the dead but the 
God of the living. You therefore do 
greatly err. 

*8Then one of the scribes came and, 
having heard them reasoning together 
and perceiving that He had answered 
them well, asked Him: Which is the first 
commandment of all? 
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*Jesus answered him: The first of all 
the commandments is this: Hear O 
Israel. The Lord our God is one Lord. 
Deuteronomy 6:4 

“You shall love the Lord your God 
with all your heart and with all your 
soul and with all your mind and with 
all your strength. This is the first 
commandment. Matthew 22:37 

1 And the second is like this: You shall 
love your neighbor as yourself. There is 
no other commandment greater than 
these. Matthew 19:19 

The scribe said to Him: Well said 
Master. You have spoken the truth. 
For there is one God and there is no 
other but He. 

%To love Him with all the heart and 
with all the understanding and with all 
the soul and with all the strength and to 
love neighbor as oneselft is more than 
all burnt offerings and sacrifices. 
“When Jesus saw that he answered with 
an understanding mind,‘ He said to 
him: You are not far from the kingdom 
of God. No one after that dared* ask 
Him any question. 

*’ While He was teaching in the temple, 
Jesus answering said: How is it that the 
scribes say that Christ is the son of 
David? 

**For David himself said by the Holy 
Spirit: The Lord said to my Lord: Sit at 
my right hand until I make your enemies 
your footstool.

And 
the common people heard Him gladly.

“3 Jesus called His disciples and said to 
them: Truly* I say to you that this poor 
widow has cast more in than all those 
who have cast into the treasury. 

“For they all cast in out of their abun- 
dance, but she even out of her lack* cast 
in everything* that she had, even all her 
means of livelihood *. 


Mark Chapter 13 


' As Jesus went out of the temple, one 
of His disciples said to Him: Master, 
see what manner of stones and what 
buildings are here. 

2 Jesus answering said to him: See 
these great buildings? There will not 
be left stone upon stone that will not 
be thrown down.

12Now brother will betray brother to 
death and father betray child. Children 
will rise up against their parents and 
cause them to be put to death. 

'3Y ou will be hated by all for my name’s 
sake, but those who endure to the end, 
the same will be saved. 

“Let those who read this understand: 
When you see the abomination of desola- 
tion spoken of by Daniel the prophet 
standing where it should not, then let thase 
who are in Judea flee to the mountains. 
'5Let those who are on the housetop not 
go down into the house nor enter there 
to take anything out of their house. 
'6Let those who are in the field not turn 
back again to take up their garments. 
'7But woe to those who are with child and 
to those who are nursing* in those days. 
'8Pray that your flight not be in the 
winter. 

'°Forin those days there will be affliction 
such as has notoccurred from the begin- 
ning of the creation which God created 
to this time, nor shall there beever again.

27 And then He will send His angels and 
gather together His elect from the four 
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winds, from the ends* of the earth to the 
endst of heaven. 

?8Now leam a parable from the fig tree. 
When its branch is yet tender and puts 
forth leaves, you know that summer 
is near. 

2950 in like manner, when you see these 
things come to pass, know that it is near, 
even at the doors. 

Truly Ὁ] say to you, that this genera- 
tion will! not pass, until all these 
things are done. 

3'Heaven and earth will pass away, but 
my words will not pass away. 

*2But of that day and that hour no one 
knows. No, not eventhe angels in heaven 
nor the Son, but the Father only. 
33Take heed, watch, and pray. For you 
do not know when the time is to be. 

34 For the Son of man is like* a man taking 
a far journey who left his house and 
gave authority to his servants, to every 
person‘ their work, and then commanded 
the doorkeeper* to watch. 

Watch, therefore. For you do not 
know when the master of the house is 
coming: Inthe evening,* at midnight, at 
the cock crowing, or in the morning, 
lest coming suddenly, he find you 
sleeping. 

37And what I say to you, I say to all: 
Watch. 


Mark Chapter 14 


| After two days was to be the Feast of the 
Passover and of unleavened bread. The 
chief priests and the scribes sought how 
they might take Him by craft and put 
Him to death. 

2 But they said: Not on the feast day, lest 
there be an uproar of the people. 

3 Now aS Jesus sat down to eatt in the 
house of Simon the leper in Bethany, a 
woman came to Him with an alabaster 
box of ointment of spikenard, very 
precious.

4 Bur there were some who had indignation 
within themselves and said: Why was 
this waste of the ointment made?

9 Truly* I say to you: Wherever this 
Gospel shall be proclaimed* throughout 
the whole world, this also that she has 
done will be spoken of for a memorial 
of her. 

0 Then Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went to the chief priests to betray Him 
to them. 

'' When they heard this, they were glad 
and promised to give him money. So 
Judas sought how he might conveniently 
betray Him. 

' The first day of the Feast of Unleavened 
Bread when they killed the Passover 
lamb, His disciples said to Him: Where 
do you want us to go and prepare so that 
you may eat the Passover? 

'? He sent forth two of His disciples and 
said to them: Go into the city and there 
a man bearing a pitcher of water will 
meet you. Follow him. 

4 Wherever he goes in, say to the head* 
of the house: The Master asks: Where is 
the guest chamber where I shall eat the 
Passover with my disciples? 

'SHe will show you a large upper room 
furnished andprepared. Make ready for 
us there. 

'©So His disciples went forth and came 
into the city and found as He had said to 
them, and they made preparations* for 
the Passover. 

'’ Then in the evening, He came with the 
twelve. 

'8 As they sat and ate, Jesus said: Truly* 
I say to you: One of you who eats with 
me will betray me. 

'? They began to be sorrowful and to say 
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to Him one by one: Js it me? And 
another said: Is it me? 

20He answered and said to them: Ir is 
one of the twelve who dips with me in 
the dish. 

ΣΤῊ Son of man indeed goes as it is 
written of Him. But woe to that man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed. It 
would be good for that man if he had 
never been born. 

22 As they ate, Jesus took bread, blessed, 
broke it, gave to them, and said: Take. 
Eat. This is my body. 

3Then He took the cup, and when He 
had given thanks, He gave irto them and 
they all drank of it. 

4He said to them: This is my blood of 
the new covenant,’ which is shed for 
many. 

*>Truly* I say to you: I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine until! the day 
that I drink it new in the kingdom of 
God. 

6 Then when they had sung a hymn, they 
went out to the Mount of Olives. 
‘7And Jesus said to them: All of you 
will be offended because of me this 
night. For it is written: I will strike* 
the shepherd and the sheep will be 
scattered. Matthew 26:31 

®But after I am risen, I will go before 
you into Galilee. 

**But Peter said to Him: Although all 
will be offended, yet I wil! not. 

Jesus said to him: Truly* I say to you: 
That this day, even in this night before 
the cock crows twice, you will deny me 
three times. 

*'But Peter spoke all the more force- 
fully* : ΠῚ should die with you, I will not 
deny you in any way.* And they all 
spoke* in the same manner. ἡ 

Then they came to a place named 
Gethsemane and He said to His disciples: 


- Sit here while I pray. 


33And He took Peter, James, and John 
with Him and began to be greatlyt 
amazed and to be very heavy. 

4He said to them: My soul is exceed- 
ingly sorrowful unto death. Stay* here 
and watch. 
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Then He went forward a little, fell on 
the ground, and prayed that, if it were 
possible, the hour might pass from Him. 
3He said: Abba, Father, all things are 
possible to you. Take away this cup 
from me. Nevertheless not what I will 
but what you will. 

Then He came and found them sleep- 
ing and said to Peter: Simon, are you 
sleeping? Could you not watch one 
hour? 

Watch and pray lest you enter into 
temptation. The spirit truly is ready but 
the flesh is weak. 

39 Again He went away and prayed and 
spoke the same words. 

4©When He returned, He found them 
asleep again, for their eyes were 
heavy. And they did not know how‘ to 
answer Him. 

4| Then He came the third time and said 
to them: Sleep on now and take your 
rest. It is enough. The hour has come. 
Behold the Son of man is betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. 

Rise up. Let us go. Behold, he who 
betrays me is near*. 

“Immediately, while He spoke, Judas, 
one of the twelve, came. With himcame 
a great multitude with swords and staves, 
coming from the chief priests and the 
scribes and the elders. 

“He who betrayed Jesus had given them 
a token saying: Whomever I kiss, that 
same is He. Take Him and lead Him 
away Safely. 

45As soon as Judas had come, he went 
toJesus.immediately* and said: Master, 
Master. And kissed Him. Mathew 26:48 
Then they laid their hands on Him and 
took Him. 

‘One of those who stood by drew a 
sword and struck* a servant of the high 
priest and cut off his ear. 

“Jesus answered and said to them: 
Have you come out as against a thief 
with swords and with staves to take me? 
49} was with you daily in the temple 
teaching and you did not take me. But 
the Scriptures must be fulfilled. 

Then they all left* Him and fled. 
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5'Now a certain young man followed 
Jesus. He had only alinen cloth around* his 
naked body. The young men seized* him 
5? but he left the linen cloth and fled from 
them naked. 

53.350 they led Jesus away to the high 
priest. With Him were assembled all the 
chief priests and the elders and the scribes. 
*4Peter followed Him from a distance, * 
even into the palace of the high priest. 
He sat with the servants and warmed 
himself at the fire. 

The chief priests and all the council 
sought a witness against Jesus to put 
Him to death, but they found none. 
56For many bore false testimony * against 
Him, but their testimonies* did not 
agree. 

5’ Then certain ones arose and bore false 
testimony* against Him saying: 

*8We heard Him say: I will destroy this 
temple that is made with hands and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands.

* Now the multitude began to cry aloud 
asking* Pilate to do as he had always* 
done for them. 
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9 But Pilate answered them saying: Do 
you want me to release the King of the 
Jews to you? 

0For he knew that the chief priests had 
delivered Jesus because* of envy. 
"But the chief priests stirred up the 
people so that Pilate would release 


. Barabbas to them instead. 


!2Pilate answered and said to them again: 
Then what do you want me to doto Him 
whom you call the King of the Jews? 
'3They cried out again: Crucify Him. 
'4Then Pilate said to them: Why? What 
evil has He done? And they cried out all 
the more exceedingly: Crucify Him. 
580 Pilate, choosing* to satisfyt the 
people, released Barabbas to them and 
delivered Jesus, when he had flogged* 
Him, to be crucified. 

‘The soldiers led Him away into the hall 
called Praetorium, and they called to- 
gether the whole company * of soldiers. 
They clothed Him with purple and 
made* a crown of thorns and put it 
around* His head. 

'* And they began to salute Him saying: 
Hail, King of the Jews. 

They struck* Him on the head with a 
reed and spit on Him and bowing their 
knees worshiped Him. 

*0When they had mocked Him, they 
took the purple off of Him, put His own 
clothes on Him, and led Him out to 
crucify Him. 

*! Then they compelled one called Simon, 
a Cyrenian who passed by coming out of 
the country, the father of Alexander and 
Rufus, to bear His cross.

*3They- gave Him wine mingled with 
myrth to drink, but He did not accept* ir. 
*4When they had crucified Him, they 
divided* His garments, casting lots upon 
them to decide what each one* would* 
take.

5It was nine o’clock* in the morning 
when* they crucified Him. 

**The title* of His accusation was 
written overHim: The King of the Jews. 
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27 And they crucified two thieves with 
Him: One at His right hand and the other 
at His left. Mamhew 27:38 

*8Thus the Scripture was fulfilled that 
says: He was numbered with the trans- 
QIeSSOTS. Isaiah 53:12 

*°Those who passed by railed at Him, 
shaking* their heads and saying: Ah, 
you who would destroy the temple and 
build it again in three days: Matthew 27:41 
Save yourself and come down from 
the cross. 

“Likewise also the chief priests, 
mocking, said among themselves with 
the scribes: He saved others, bur He 
cannot save Himself. Matthew 27:42 
**Let Christ the King of Israel descend 
now from the cross so that we may see 
and believe. And those who were cruci- 
fied with Him reviled Him. 

33When twelve o’clock* noon came, 
there was darkness over the whole land 
until three in the afternoon. 

Αι three o’clockt in the afternoon, 
Jesus cried our with a loud voice saying: 
Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani. That means*: 
My God, my God. Why have you 
forsaken me? 

5Some of those who stood by, when they 
heard this, said: Behold He calls Elijah.

39 When the centurion who stood near* Him 
saw that He cried out and expired,* he said:

“There were also women looking on 
from a distance.t Among them were 
Mary Magdalene, Mary the mother of 
James the less and of Joses, and Salome. 
“This Salome was the one who, when 
He was in Galilee, followed Him and 
ministered to Him, along with many 
other women who came up with Him 
to Jerusalem.

' Having observed* that many others 
have taken it upon themselves* to set 
forth a declaration of those things that 
are most surely believed among us,

diligently* sought understanding of 
everything* from the very first, to 
write to you an orderly* account, 
most excellent Theophilus, 

* so that you might know the certainty of 
those things in which you have been 
instructed. 

» Now there was, in the days of Herod 
the king of Judea, a certain priest named 
Zacharias of the course of Abijah. His 
wife was of the daughters of Aaron and 
her name was Elisabeth. 

6 They were both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments and 
ordinances of the Lord, blameless. 

7 They had no child because Elisabeth 
was barren, andnow they were both well 
advanced* in years. 

ὃ Now?* it came to pass, that while 
Zacharias executed the priest’s office 
before God in the order of his course, 
9 according to the custom of the priest’s 
office, his lot was to burn incense when 
he went into the temple of the Lord. 
The whole multitude of the people 
were praying outside* at the time of 
incense. 

'' Then an angel of the Lord appeared to 
him standing on the right side of the altar 
of incense. 

When Zacharias saw this, he was 
troubled and fear fell upon him. 

But the angel said to him: Do not be 
afraid Zacharias, for your prayer is heard. 
Your wife Elisabeth will bear a son to 
you and you shall call his name John.

*°And behold now you shall be speech- 
less* and not able to speak until the day 
that these things shall be performed, 
because you did not believe my words 
that surely will be fulfilled in their season. 
*'Meanwhile the people waited for 
Zacharias and marveled that he stayed* 
so long in the temple. 

--Then when he came out he could not 
speak to them. They perceived that he had 
seen a vision in the temple, for he sig- 
naled* to them, but remained speechless.

"to a virgin espoused to a man whose 
name was Joseph of the house of David. 
The virgin’s name was Mary. 

*®The angel came to her and said: Hail, 
O highly favored, the Lord is with you. 
Blessed are you among women. 
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29When Mary saw him, she was troubled 
by what he said and wondered* in her 
mind what kind* of greetingt this 
might* be. 

The angel said to her: Do not be afraid 
Mary, for you have found favor with God. 
“Behold you will conceive in your 
womb and bring forth a son, and shall 
call His name Jesus. Isaiah 7:14 

“He will be great and will be called 
the Son of the Highest and the Lord 
God will give to Him the throne of His

40She entered the house of Zacharias and 
greeted* Elisabeth. 

41 And it came to pass that when Elisabeth 
heard Mary’s greeting, the babe in her 
womb leaped and Elisabeth was filled 
with the Holy Spirit. 

“Then she spoke out with a loud voice 
and said: Blessed are you among women 
and blessed is the fruit of your womb. 

43Whyhas this honor come to me, that the 
mother of my Lord should come to me? 
“For behold, as soon as the voice of 
your greeting * sounded in my ears, the 
babe in my womb leaped for joy.

20Then He closed the book, gave it back 
to the attendant, t and sat down. And the 
eyes of all who were in the synagogue 
were fastened on Him. 

*!He began to say to them: This day this 
Scripture is fulfilled in your ears. 

72 All bore witnessto Him and wondered 
at the gracious words that came out of 
His mouth. And they said: Is this not 
Joseph’s son? 

-3He said to them: You will surely say to 
me this proverb: Physician, heal your- 
self. Whatever we have heard done in 
Capemaum, doalso here in your country. 
*4He said: Truly* I say to you: No 
prophet is accepted in his own country.

might cast Him down headlong. 

But passing through the midst of them, 
Jesus went away* 

j1and came,down to Capernaum, a city 
of Galilee, and taught them on the 
Sabbath days. 
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They were astonished at His doctrine, 
for His Word was with authority* and 
power.

of Alphaeus and Simon called Zelotes, 
6Jude the brother of James, and Judas 
Iscariot, who also became* the traitor. 
'7 Jesus came down with them and stood 
in the plain with a multitudet of His 
disciples and also a great multitude of 
people out of all Judea and Jerusalem 
and from the sea coast of Tyre and 
Sidon, who came to hear Him and to be 
healed of their diseases, 

'8including those who were oppressedt 
with unclean spirits, and they were healed. 
'9The whole multitude sought to touch 
Him, for virtue went out of Him and 
healed them all. 

°He lifted up His eyes to His disciples 
and said: Blessed are you who are poor 
for the kingdom of God is yours.

3°But the Pharisees and lawyers rejected 
the counsel of God against themselves, 
not being baptized by him.

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2They are like children sitting in the 
marketplace, calling to one another, 
and saying: We have piped to you and 
you have not danced.

4 There was a certain creditor who had 
two debtors. One owed nearly two year’s 
wages* and the other wo month’s wages* . 
* When they had nothing with which to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. Tell 
me therefore: Which of them will love 
him most? 

Simon answered and said: I suppose that 
the one to whom he forgave most. Jesus 
said to him: You have judged cortectly*. 
“4 Then He turned to the woman and said 
to Simon: See this woman? I entered 
your house and you gave me no water 
for my feet, but she has washed my feet 
with tears and wiped them with the hair 
of her head. 


45You gave me no kiss, but since the 
time I came in, this woman has not 
stopped* kissing my feet. 

“You did not anoint my head with oil, 
but this woman has anointed my feet 
with ointment. 

‘7Therefore I say to you: Her sins, 
which are many, are forgiven. For she 
loved much. But those to whom little ts 
forgiven, love bur little. 

8Then Jesus said to her: Your sins are 
forgiven. 

“Those who sat down to eat* with Him 
began to say within themselves: Who is 
this that forgives sins also? 

°He said to the woman: Your faith has 
saved you. Go in peace. 
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' Now? after this, it came to pass that 
Jesus went throughout every city and 
village, proclaiming* the Word and 
showing the glad tidings of the kingdom 
of God. And the twelve disciples went 
with Him. 

2 Also, certain women who had been 
healed of evil spirits and infirmities, 
Mary called Magdalene out of whom 
went seven demons, * 

3 Joanna the wife of Chuza, Herod’s 
steward, Susanna, and many others 
ministered to Him from their substance. 
4 When many people had gathered 
together, having come to Him out of 
every city, He spoke to them by a 
parable: 

> A sower went out to sow his seed. As 


- he sowed, some fell by the wayside and 


it was trampled* down and the birds* of 
the air devoured it. 

6 Some fell upon a rock and as soon as 
it had sprung up, it withered away 
because it lacked moisture. ‘ 
” Some fell among thorns and the thorns 
sprang up with it and choked it. 

8 Other seed fell on good ground and 
sprang up and bore fruit a hundredfold. 
And whep He had said these things, He 
cried out: Those who have ears to hear, 
let them hear. 
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9 Then His disciples asked Him saying: 
What might this parable be? 

10 Jesus Said: Unto you it is given to know 
the mysteries of the kingdom of God. 
But to others 1 speak in parables, that 
seeing they might not see and hearing 
they might not understand. 

''Now the parable is this: The seed is the 
Word of God. 

'2Those by the wayside are rhose who 
hear,and then the devil comes and takes 
away the Word out of their hearts, lest 
they should believe and be saved. 
'3Those on the rock represent those who, 
when they hear, receive the Word with 
joy bur they have no root and so they 
believe only for a time,* and in a time 
of trials* they fall away. 

'4The seed that fell among thorns are 
those who, when they have heard, go 
forth and are choked with the cares and 
riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. 

'SBut that on the good ground are those 
who, in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the Word, keep it and 
bring forth fruit with patience. 

'8No one, having lit a candle, covers it 
with a vessel or puts it under a bed, but 
sets if on a candlestick so that those who 
enter in may see the light. 

"For nothing is secret, that will not be 
made manifest. Nor is anything hid, that 
will not come to light* and become 
known. 

'8Therefore, take heed how you hear, 
for whoever has, to them more will be 
given, and whoever has nothing, from 
them will be taken even what they seem 
to have. 

'°Then His mother and brothers came to 
Him, but were not able to get close to 
Him because of the crowd.+ 
0Someone told Him about this, saying: 
‘Your mother and your brothers are 
standing outside* desiring to see you. 
?'He answered and said to them: My 
mother and my brothers and sisters 
are these who hear the Word of God 
and do it. 

?2Now it came to pass on a certain day 
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that Jesus got into a boat with His 
disciples, and He said to them: Let us go 
over to the other side of the lake. And 
they launched forth. 

*sBut as they sailed, Jesus fell asleep. 
Then a windstormt came down on the 
lake and they were filled with water and 
were in jeopardy. 

*4His disciples came to Him and awoke 
Him saying: Master, master, we are 
perishing. Then He arose and rebuked 
the wind and the raging of the water, 
and they stopped* and there was acalm.

47When the woman saw that she was not 
hidden,* she came trembling. Falling 
down before Him, she declared to Him, 
before all the people, the reason* she 
had touched Him and how she was 
immediately healed. 

48 Jesus Said to her: Daughter, be of good 
comfort. Your faith has made you whole. 
Go in peace. 

47While He spoke, one came from the 
house of the ruler of the synagogue, 
saying to him: Your daughter is dead. 
Do not trouble the Master. 

s°But when Jesus heard this, He an- 
swered him saying: Do not be afraid. 
Only believe and she will be made 
whole. 

5! When Jesus went* into the house, He 
allowed* no one to go in except* Peter,

‘When the apostles returned, they 
told Jesus all that they had done. Then 
He took them away* privately to a 
deserted* place belonging to the city 
called Bethsaida. 

''When the people knew about this, they 
followed Him and He received them 
and spoke to them about* the kingdom 
of God, and He healed those who had 
need of healing. 

!2When the day began to wear away, the 
twelve came and said to Him: Send the 
multitude away so that they may go into 
the towns and country al! around* to 
lodge and get food,* for we are in a 
deserted* place.

They said: We have no more than 
five loaves and two fish, unless+ we go 
and buy food* for all these people. 
'4Now there were about five thousand 
men. Jesus said to His disciples: Make 
them sit down in groups* of fifty.

‘Then He took the five loaves and the 
two fish, and looking up to heaven, He 
blessed them and broke and gave to the 
disciples to set before the multitude. 
'7They all ate and were filled, and of the 
fragments that remained, they took up 
twelve baskets.

7But in truth I say to you: There are 
some standing here who will not taste 
death until they see the kingdom of 
God. 

8 Then it came to pass about eight days 
after these sayings, Jesus took Peter, 
John, and James, and went up into a 
mountain to pray. 

°As He prayed, the appearance of His 
face changed* and His clothing * became 
white and radiant. + 

30 And behold two men talked with Him, 
+ Moses and Elijah, 

3! who appeared in glory and spoke of His 
exodus* that would soon be accomplished 
in Jerusalem. 

32But Peter and those who were with him 
were heavy with sleep. When they were 
awake, they saw His glory and the two 
men who stood with Him.

Jesus rebuked the unclean spirit 
and healed the child and gave* him to 
his father.

‘They asked Him saying: Master, we 
know that you say and teach rightly and 
you do not accept any other person’s 
authority, but teach the way of God truly. 
“Ts it lawful for us to give tribute to 
Caesar, or not? 

?3But He perceived their craftiness and 
said to them: Why are you testing* me? 
24Show me a coin.* Whose image and 
title+ does it have? They answered and 
said: Caesar’s. 

25 Then He said to them: Therefore, render 
to Caesar the things that are Caesar’s 
and to God the things that are God’s. 
*6 Sothey could not catch* Him in His words 
before the people, but instead they marveled 
at His answer and remained silent. Ὁ 

7 Then some of the Sadducees who deny 
that there is any resurrection came and 
asked Him, 

ἐδ saying: Master, Moses wrote to us: If 
any man’s brother die having a wife and 
he die without children, that his brother 
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should take his wife and raise up children 
as seed to his brother. 

*°Once there were seven brothers. 
The first took a wife and died without 
children. 

3°The second took her as his wife and he 
died childless. 

3'The third took her and in like manner 
the seven also, and they ail/ left no 
children and died. 

32] αϑί of all the woman died also. 
Therefore, in the resurrection whose 
wife of them is she? For seven had her 
as their wife. 

“Jesus answering said to them: The 
children of this world marty and are 
given in marriage, 

but those who shall be accounted 
worthy to obtain that world and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry nor are given in marriage. 
36Nor can they die any more, for they 
are equal to the angels and are the 
children of God, being the children of 
the resurrection, 

now that the dead are raised, even as 
Moses showed at the bush when he 
called the Lord the God of Abraham and 
the God of Isaac and the God of Jacob. 
38 For He is not a God of the dead, but of 
the living, for all live to Him. 

Then some of the scribes answering 
said: Master, you have well said. 
40After that they did not dare* ask Him 
any more questions. 

4' Then Jesus said to them: How can they 
say that Christ is David’s son? 

42In the book of Psalms, David himself 
said: The Lord said to my Lord: Sit at 
my right hand 

“until I make your enemies your foot- 
stool. 

“Therefore, if David calls Him Lord, 
how is He then his son? 

45Then in the audience of all the people 
He said to His disciples: 

“6Beware of the scribes who desire to 
walk in long robes and love greetings 
in the market places and the highest 
seats in the synagogues and the chief 
room at feasts, 
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“’who devour widows’ houses and for a 
show make long prayers. These shall 
receive greater damnation. 


Luke Chapter 21 


' Then Jesus looked up and saw the rich 
men casting their gifts into the treasury. 
2 And He also saw a certain poor 
widow casting in there two mites, 
worth about a penny. 

3 He said: Truly I say to you, that this 
poor widow has cast in more than all 
of them. 

‘For all these have cast into the 
offerings of God our of their abundance, 
but she, even out of her poverty, * has 
cast in all the means of livelihood* that 
she had. 

> Later as some spoke about the temple, 
how it was adored with fine* stones 
and gifts, Jesus said: 

® As for these things that you behold, the 
days will come in which there will not 
be left stone upon stone that will not be 
thrown down.

9 When you hear about wars and com- 
motions, do not be terrified. For these 
things must come to pass first, but the 
end is not immediately *. 

Then He said to them: Nation will 
rise against nation and kingdom against 
kingdom. 

"Great earthquakes will be in many 
differentt places, and famines and pes- 
tilences. Fearful sights and great signs 
from heaven will occurt . 

'?But before all these, they will lay their 
hands on you and persecute you, de- 
livering you up to the synagogues and 
into prisons, and bringing you before 
kings and rulers for my name’s sake. 
'3But this will tum to you for a testimony. 


\4Therefore, be settled in your hearts to 
not meditate before hand what or how 
you will answer. 

For I will give you a mouth and 
wisdom that all your adversaries will 
not be able to speak against* nor stand 
against*. 

'6Y ou will be betrayed by both parents 
and brothers and close relatives* and 
friends, and they will even put to death 
some from among* you. 

'7Y ou will be hated by all because of my 
name. 

'8But not a hair of your head will perish. 
'9In your patience, possess your souls. 
20When you see Jerusalem surrounded* 
with armies, then know that its deso- 
lation is near. 

*|Then let those who are in Judea flee to 
the mountains. Let those who are in the 
midst of it depart. And do not let those 
who are in other countries enter into 
there. 

*2For these are the days of vengeance so 
that all rhe things that are written may be 
fulfilled. isaiah 61:2 

*3But woe to those who are with child 
and to those who afe nursing* in those 
days. For there will be great distress in 
the land and wrath upon this people. 
4They will fall by the edge of the sword 
and be led away captive into all nations. 
Jerusalem will be trampled* down by 
the Gentiles until the times of the Gen- 
tiles are fulfilled. 

*5There will be signs in the sun and in 
the moon and in the stars. And upon the 
earth, distress of nations, with perplexity. 
The sea and the waves will roar. 
6Men’s hearts will fail them for fear and 
for expectation* of those things that are 
coming upon the world. + For the powers 
of heaven will be shaken. 

27Then they will see the Son of man 
coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory. 

*®When these things begin to come to 
pass, look up and lift up your heads. For 
your redemption draws near. 

*°Then Jesus spoke a parable to them: 
Behold the fig tree and all the trees. 
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When they shoot forth, you see and 
know of yourselves that summer is now 
very near*. 

3! So likewise when you see these things 
come to pass, know that the kingdom of 
God is very near. 

“Truly* I say to you: This generation 
will not pass away until all be fulfilled. 
3 Heaven and earth will pass away, but 
my words will not pass away. 

“Take heed to yourselves, lest at any 
time your hearts be overburdened* with 
excesses* and drunkenness and the cares 
of this life so that judgment day comes 
upon you unexpectedly *. 

For it will come like* a snare upon 
all those who dwell on the face of the 
whole earth. 

Therefore watch and pray always so 
that you may be accounted worthy to 
escape all these things that will come to 
pass and to stand before the Son of man.

9 They said to Him: Where do you want 
us to prepare? 

He said to them: Behold, when you 
have entered the city, there a man will 
meet you bearing a pitcher of water. 
Follow him into the house where he 
enters. 

Say to the head* of the house: The 
Master says to you: Where is the guest 
chamber where I shall eat the Passover 
with my disciples? 

'2He will show you a large, furnished 
upper room. Make ready there. 

350 they went and found ir as Jesus 
had said to them, and they made 
preparations* for the Passover. 
'4When the hour had come, Jesus sat down 
and the twelve apostles sat with Him. 
'SHe said to them: /t is with a burning 
desire that I have desired to eat this 
Passover with you before I suffer. 
'©For I say to you: I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it is fulfilled in the 
kingdom of God. 

'7 Then Jesus took the cup, gave thanks, 
and said: Take this and divide it among 
yourselves. 

'SFor I say to you: I will not drink of the 
fruit of the vine until the kingdom of 
God conies. 

Then Jesus took the bread, gave thanks, 
broke it, and gave ir to them saying: 
This is my body, given for you. Do 
this in remembrance of me. 
Likewise, after supper He took the cup 
and said: This cup represents the new 
covenant* in my blood, shed for you. 
*!But, behold the hand of the one who 
betrays me is with me on the table. 
*2Truly the Son of man goes as it was 
determined. But woe to that man by 
whom He is betrayed. 

23Then they began to inquire among 
themselves who among them it was that 
should do this thing. 

*4And there was also a dispute+ among 
them regarding who among them should 
be considered* the greatest. 
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> But Jesus said to them: The kings of the 
Gentiles exercise lordship over them, 
and those who exercise authority upon 
them are called benefactors. 

*But you shall not be that way.* Let 
those who are to be greatest among you 
be like the younger, and shose who lead* 
be as those who serve. 

-"For who* is greater? Those who sit 
down to eat* or those who serve? Is it not 
those who sit down to eat*? But I am 
among you as one who serves. 

*8 You are the ones who have continued 
with me in my trials*. 

29 And I appoint to you a kingdom, as my 
Father has appointed to me. 

So that you may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom and sit on thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 
'Then the Lord said: Simon, Simon. 
Behold, Satan has desired to have you so 
that he may sift you as wheat. 

32But I have prayed for you, that your 
faith not fail. When you are converted, 
strengthen the family* of God. 

33 Peter said to Him: Lord, I am ready to 
go with you, both into prison and to death. 
“Jesus said: I tell you Peter, the cock 
will not crow this day before you deny 
three times that you know me. 

35He said to them: When I sent you 
without purse and provision bag* and 
sandals,* did you lack anything? They 
said: Nothing. 

Then He said to them: But now, let those 
who have a purse take it, and likewise 
take a provision bag.* Let those who have 
no sword sell their clothes and buy one. 
37For I say to you, that this that is written 
must yet be accomplished in me: He 
was numbered* among the transgres- 
sors. For the things concerning me have 
an end. Isaiah 53:12 

8They said: Lord, behold here are two 
swords. He said to them: It is enough. 
Then going forth, as it was His cus- 
tom,* He went to the Mount of Olives, 
and His disciples also followed Him. 
“When He was at the place, He said to 
them: Pray so that you do not enter into 
temptation. 
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“'Then Jesus withdrew about a stone’s 
throw* away from them and knelt down 
and prayed 

“saying: Father, if you are willing, 
remove this cup from me. Nevertheless 
not my will, but yours be done. 

Then an angel appeared to Him from 
heaven, strengthening Him. 

“Being in agony, Jesus prayed even 
more earnestly, and His sweat became* 
like* great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground. 

45> When He rose up from prayer and had 
come to His disciples, He found them 
sleeping, exhausted from sorrow. 
“Jesus said to them: Why are you 
sleeping? Rise and pray lest you enter 
into temptation. 

47While He spoke, behold a multitude 
came forth, and the one who was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
them. And Judas drew near to Jesus to 
kiss Him. 
“8But Jesus said to him: Judas, are you 
betraying the Son of man with a kiss? 
Matthew 26:48 

49When those who were around* Jesus 
saw what would follow, they said to 
Him: Lord, shall we strike* with the 
sword? 

5° And one of them struck* the servant of 
the high priest and cut off his right ear. 
5! Jesus answered and said: Do you really 
condone* this? And He touched the 
servant's ear and healed him. 

Then Jesus said to the chief priests, 
captains of the temple, and the elders 
who had come to Him: Have you come 
out as against a thief with swords and 
staves? 

3When I was with you daily in the 
temple, you stretched forth no hands 
against me. But this is your hour and the 
power of darkness. 

*Then they took Jesus, led Him away, 
and brought Him to the high priest’s 
house. And Peter followed from a 
distance. * 

55When they had started* a fire in the 
midst of the courtyard* andeveryone sat 
down together, Peter sat among them. 
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56 Then a certain maid saw* Peter as he 
sat by the fire, peered* intently at him, 
and said: This man was also with Jesus. 
57 But Peter denied Jesus saying: Woman, 
I do not know Him. 

58 After a little while another noticed* 
Peter and said: You are also of them. 
And Peter said: Man, I am not. 

59 About one hour later, * another confi- 
dently affirmed saying: Truly this fellow 
also was with Him, for he is a Galilaean. 
“ Peter said: Man, I do not know what 
you say. And immediately, while Peter 
spoke, the cock crowed. * 

δ᾽ Then the Lord turned and looked upon 
Peter, and Peter remembered the word 
of the Lord, how He had said to him: 
Before the cock crows, you will deny 
me three times. 

62 And Peter went out and wept bitterly. 
δ᾽ Then the men who held Jesus mocked 
Him and struckt Him. 

* When they had blindfolded Him, they 
struck Him on the face and asked Him 
saying: Now prophesy. Who is it that 
struck* you? 

** And they spoke many other things to 
Him blasphemously. 

“ As soon as it was day, the elders of the 
people and the chief priests and the 
scribes came together and led Jesus into 
their council chambers, saying: . 

67 Are you the Christ? Tell us. He said to 
them: If I tell you, you will not believe. 
571 also ask you, you will not answer 
me or let me go. 

* Hereafter the Son of man will sit at the 
right hand of the power of God. 
Then they all said: Are you then the 
Son of God? And He said to them: You 
say that I am. 

| And they said: What further witness 
do we need? For we ourselves have 
heard Him from* His own mouth. 


Luke Chapter 23 


' Then the whole multitude of them 
arose and led Jesus to Pilate. 

? And they began to accuse Him saying: 
We found this fellow corrupting* the 
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nation and forbidding to give tribute 
to Caesar, saying that He Himself is 
Christ a King. 

3 Pilate asked Him saying: Are you the 
King of the Jews? Jesus answered Pilate 
and said: You say ir. 

4 Then Pilate said to the chief priests and 
ro the people: I find no fault in this man. 
> But they were more fiercely insistent, * 
saying: He stirred up the people, teaching 
throughout all Judea,* beginning from 
Galilee to this place. 

6 When Pilate heard the name Galilee, 
he asked if the man was a Galilaean. 

7 Assoon as he knew that Jesus belonged to 
Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent Him to Herod, 
who was in Jerusalem at that time. 

§ When Herod saw Jesus, he was exceed- 
ingly glad, for he had desired to see Him 
for a long time because he had heard 
many things about Him and he hoped to 
see some miracle done by Him. 

9 Then Herod questioned with Him in 
many words, but Jesus answered nothing. 
"The chief priests and scribes then 
stood and forcefully* accused Jesus. 
Then Herod, with his soldiers, * 
belittled* Jesus and mocked Him and 
dressed* Him in a gorgeous robe and 
sent Him back* to Pilate. 

"That same day, Pilate and Herod 
were made friends together, for before 
that they had been at enmity between 
themselves. 

'3Then Pilate, when he had called together 
the chief priests and the rulers and the 
people, 

'4said to them: You have brought this 
man to me as one who cortupts* the 
people. But behold, I have examined 
Him before you and I have found no fault 
in this man touching those things of 
which you accuse Him. 

'5No, nor yet Herod. For I sent you to 
him and behold, Herod and I agree that 
nothing worthy of death is done by Him. 
'6Therefore, I will chastise Him and 
release Him. 

'"For tradition had made it necessary that 
Pilate must release one prisoner to them 
at the feast. 
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'8Then they all cried out at once saying: 
Away with this man, and release to us 
Barabbas. 

''7t was for a certain sedition made in the 
city and for murder that Barabbas had 
been cast into prison. 

0Therefore Pilate, being willing to 
release Jesus, spoke again to them. 
7tBut the people cried out saying: 
Crucify Him. Crucify Him. 

Pilate said to them the third time: 
Why? What evil has He done? I have 
found no cause of death in Him. There- 
fore, I will chastise Him and let Him go. 
But they were insistent* with loud 
voices, requiring that Jesus be crucified, 
and their voices, and those of the chief 
priests prevailed. 

4So Pilate gave the sentence that it 
should be as they required, 

and he released to them Barabbas who, 
for sedition and murder was cast into 
prison, whom they had desired. But he 
delivered Jesus according to their will. 
*6As they led Him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon, a Cyrenian coming out 
of the country, and they laid the cross on 
him so that he might carry* it for Jesus. 
2” A great multitude* of people followed 
Jesus, including many women who criedt 
and grieved* for Him. 

*eBut Jesus turning to them said: 
Daughters of Jerusalem, do not weep 
for me but weep for yourselves and for 
your children. 

*For behold the days are coming in 
which they will say: Blessed are the 
barren and the wombs that never gave 
birth* andthe breasts ἡ that never nursed*. 
*Then they will begin to say to the 
mountains: Fall on us. And to the hills: 
Cover us. 

*'For if they do these things in a green 
tree, what will be done in the dry? 
Now there were also two others, 
criminals, + led away with Jesus to be put 
to death. 

33When they had come to the place 
called Calvary, there they crucified Him 
and the criminals,t one on the right 
side* and the other on the left. John 19:18 
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*Then Jesus said: Father, forgive 
them. For they do not know what they 
are doing. The soldiers then divided* 
up His clothing* and cast lots for it. 
Psalm 109:4, Matthew 27:35 

35And the people stood beholding, and 
the rulers also with them ridiculed* Him 
saying: He saved others. Let Him save 
Himself, if He is Christ, the chosen of 
God. Matthew 27:41 

6The soldiers also mocked Him, coming 
to Him and offering Him vinegar, 
37saying: If you are the king of the Jews, 
save yourself. 

38 A title* was also written over Him in 
letters of Greek and Latin and Hebrew 
reading: This is the king of the Jews. 
One of the criminals* who was hung 
there beside Jesus railed at Him saying: 
If you are Christ, save yourself and 
us. 

“But the other answering rebuked him 
saying: Do you not fear God, seeing you 
are in the same condemnation? 

41We indeed justly deserve this, for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds. But 
this man has done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said to Jesus: Lord, remember 
me when you come into your kingdom. 
“Jesus said to him: Truly* I say to you: 
Today you will be with me in paradise. 


“4When it was about twelve o’clockt 


noon, there was a darkness over all the 
earth until three in the afternoon. 

4SThe sun was darkened and the veil of 
the temple was torn* down the middle. * 
46And when Jesus had cried our with a 
loud voice, He said: Father, into your 
hands I commend my spirit. And having 
said that, He expired.t 

“7Now when the centurion saw what 
was done, he glorified God saying: 
Certainly this was a righteous man. 

48 And all the people who came together 
to that sight, beholding the things that 
were done, beat‘ on their breasts, and 
returned. 

49 All those who knew* Jesus, and the 
women who followed Him from Galilee, 
stood at a distancet away, beholding 
these things. 
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Ὁ And behold, there was a man named 
Joseph, a counselor and a good and 
righteous* man, 

51one who had not consented to the 
counsel and deed of the rest of them. 
Joseph was from Arimathaea, a city of 
the Jews and he himself also was wait- 
ing for the kingdom of God. 

> This Joseph went to Pilate and asked* 
for Jesus’ body. 

53He took it down, wrapped it in linen, 
and laid it in a tomb* that was cut* in 
stone, one in which no one before had 
ever been laid. 

**That day was the preparation and the 
Sabbath drew on. 

55The women also who came with Him 
from Galilee, followed after and saw* the 
tomb* and how His body was laid in it. 

* Then they returned and prepared spices 
and ointments and rested the Sabbath 
day according to the commandment. 


Luke Chapter 24

early twilight, * they came to the tomb+ 
bringing the spices they had prepared, 
and certain others came with them. 

? They found the stone rolled away 
from the tomb.*

men in shining garments stood by them.

He was yet in Galilee

and be crucified, and the third day rise 
again. 

δ᾽ Then they remembered His words 

5 and returned from the tomb* and told 
all these things to the eleven and to all 
the rest. 


'lt was Mary Magdalene, Joanna, Mary 
the mother of James, and other women 
who were with them who told these 
things to the apostles. 

'1But their words seemed to the apostles 
like* idle tales and they did not believe them. 
Then Peter got ρ΄ and ran to the 
tomb* and, stooping down, he saw* the 
linen clothes laid by themselves. Then he 
left,+ wondering within himself at what 
had come to pass. 

13 And behold, on that same day, two of 
them went to a village called Emmaus, 
which was about seven miles* from 
Jerusalem. 

And they talked together about all 
these things that had taken place.* 

'5 Now it came to pass that, while they 
conversed and reasoned together, Jesus 
Himself drew near to them and went 
along with them. 

'6But their eyes were held* so that they 
should not know Him. 

'7Then Jesus said to them: What kind of 
conversation* is this that you have with 
one another as you walk and are sad? 
'8One of them, whose name was 
Cleopas, answering said to Him: Are 
you only a stranger in Jerusalem and 
have not known the things that have 
come to pass there in these /ast few days? 
'9Jesus said tu them: What things? 
And they said to Him: Concerming 
Jesus of Nazareth, who was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God 
and all the people. 

20Have you not heard how the chief 
priests and our rulers delivered Him 
to be condemned to death and have 
crucified Him? 

7!We trusted that it was Jesus who 
would have redeemed Israel. But yet 
today is the third day since these 
things were done. 

227Yes, and certain women also of our 
company made us astonished, having 
been to the tomb* early. 

*3When they did not find His body, 
they came saying that they had also 
seen a vision of angels who said that 
Jesus is alive. 
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4Some of those who were with us went to 
the tomb* and found it just as the women 
had said, but they did not see Jesus. 
4Then Jesus said to them: O fools and 
slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken. 

*6Was it not necessary* thas Christ should 
suffer these things and then to enter into 
His glory? 

2’ Then, beginning with Moses and all the 
prophets, Jesus expounded to them in all 
the Scriptures the things concerning 
Himself. 

2845 they drew near to the village, where 
they were going,* Jesus appeared* as 
though He would have gone further. 
*But they constrained Him saying: Stay* 
with us, for it is toward evening and the 
day is far spent. SoJesus went in to stay* 
with them. 

Now it came to pass, as He sat down to 
eat* with them, He took bread and 
blessed, broke it, and gave it to them. 
γ᾽ Then their eyes were opened and they 
knew Him, and He vanished out of 
their sight. 

32) And they said to one another: Did our 
hearts not bum within us while He 
talked with us on the way and while He 
opened the Scriptures to us? 

%3Then they got up* that same hour and 
returned to Jerusalem and found the 
eleven gathered together, and those who 
were with them,

has appeared to Simon. 

They told what things were done in the 
way and how He was known by them in 
the breaking of bread. 

“Then as they spoke of these things, 
Jesus Himself stood in the midst of them 
and said to them: Peace to you.

8Jesus said to them: Why are you 
troubled? And why do thoughts arise in 
your hearts?

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“After* Jesus had said these things, He 
showed them His hands and His feet. 
“'While they yet did not believe, for joy, 
and wondered, He said to them: Do you 
have anything to eat*. 

“They gave Him a piece of a broiled 
fish and a honeycomb. 

43He took it and ate before them. 
“Then He said to them: These are the 
words that I spoke to you while I was yet 
with you: All things must be fulfilled 
that were written in the law of Moses 
and in the prophets and in the psalms, 
conceming me. 

4SThen He opened their understanding 
so that they might understand the 
Scriptures. 

He said to them: Thus it is written and 
thus it was essential * for Christ to suffer 
and to rise from the dead the third day, 
Psalm 22:12-18, Isaiah 50:6 

4750 that repentance and remission of 
sins should be proclaimed* in His 
name among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem. 

“8You are witnesses of these things. 

49 And behold I send the promise of my 
Father upon you. But stay* in the city of 
Jerusalem until you are endowed* with 
power from on high. 

Then He led them out as far as to 
Bethany and He lifted up His hands and 
blessed them. 

51 And it came to pass while He blessed 
them that He was taken* from them and 
carried up to heaven.

' The firstt record* that I made, 
Theophilus, was about all that Jesus

> After He had suffered* death, He also 
showed Himself to them alive by many 
infallible proofs. For forty days, He was 
secn by them and spoke to them about the 
things pertaining to the kingdom of God. 
ὁ Being assembled together with them, 
He commanded them to not depart from 
Jerusalem, but to: Wait for the promise 
of the Father that you have heard me 
proclaim. 
> For John indeed* baptized with water, 
but you shall be baptized with the Holy 
Spirit, not many days from now. 
6 Therefore, when they came together, 
they asked of Him saying: Lord, will 
you at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel?

But 
eventually he was killed*+ and all, as 
many as obeyed him, were scattered 
and brought to nothing. 


“After this a man named Judas of 
Galilee rose up in the days of the taxing 
and drew away many people after him. 
He also perished and all, as many as 
obeyed him, were dispersed. 

38Now I say to you: Refrain from these 
men and let them alone. For if this 
counsel or this work be of men, it will 
come to nothing. . 

But if it be of God, you cannot over- 
throw it lest perhaps* you be found even 
to fight against God. 

So they all agreed with Gamaliel. Then 
they called the apostles, beat them, 
commanded that they should not speak 
in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 

"The apostles then departed from the 
presence of the council, rejoicing that 
they were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name. 

4° After that every day in the temple and 
in every house, they did not stop* 

teaching and proclaiming * Jesus Christ. 
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' In those days, when the number of the 
disciples was multiplied, there arose 
complaints* from the Greeks against 
the Hebrews because their widows were 
neglectcd in the daily distribution. ἡ 

* Therefore the twelve called the multi- 
tude of the disciples together and said: It 
-Is not reasonable* that we should leave 
the Word of God and serve tables. 

* Therefore family, * select* seven men 
of honest report, full of the Holy Spirit 
and wisdom, from among you whom we 
may appoint over these needs, * 

* and we will give ourselves continually 
to prayer and to the ministry of the 
Word. 

> The saying pleased the whole multi- 
tude. They chose Stephen, a man full of 
faith and of the Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, 
and Parmenas, and Nicolas a convert* 
from Antioch. 

6 These they set before the apostles, and 
when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them to commission them. 
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7 The Word of God increased and the 
number of the disciples greatly multiplied 
in Jerusalem, and a great multitude* of 
the priests were obedient to the faith. 

8 Stephen, full of faith and power, did 
great wonders and miracles among the 
people. 

9 Then there arose certain detractors 
from the synagogue of the Libertines, 
and Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and 
of those of Cilicia and of Asia, disputing 
with Stephen. 

They were not able to stand against* 
the wisdom and the Spirit by which he 
spoke. 

So they secretly induced* men to say: 
We have heard Him speak blasphemous 
words against Moses and against God. 
°They stirred up the people and the 
elders and the scribes, and came upon 
him and caught him and brought him to 
the council. 

‘They set up false witnesses who said: 
This man does not stop* speaking 
blasphemous words against this holy 
place and the law. 

'4For we have heard him say that this 
Jesus of Nazareth will destroy this place 
and will change the customs that Moses 
delivered to us. 

'SAll who sat in the council looked 
steadfastly at him and saw his face be- 
come radiant as though it had becomet* 
the face of an angel. 
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' Then the high priest said: Are these 
things so? 

? In reply, Stephen said: Men, family,* 
and fathers, listen carefully.* The God 
of glory appeared to our father Abraham 
when he was in Mesopotamia, before he 
lived* in Haran, 

3 and said to him: Get out of your 
country and from your family* and 
come into the land that I will show you. 
Genesis 12:1 

4 Then Abraham came out of the land of 
the Chaldeans and lived* in Haran. 
From there, + when his father was dead, 
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he moved into this land in which you 
now dwell. 

5 God gave Abraham no inheritance in it. 
No, not so much as to set his foot on. Yet 
He promised that He would give it to 
him for a possession, and to his seed 
after him, even when he did not yer have 
a child. 

6 God spoke in this way Anowing that 
Abraham’s seed would journey* into a 
strange land that would bring them into 
bondage and mistreat* them with evil for 
four hundred years. 

7 The nation to whom they shall be in 
bondage I will judge, said God. After 
that, they shall come forth and serve me 
in this place. Genesis 15:14 

8 Then God gave the covenant of circum- 
cision fo Abraham and he fathered* Isaac 
and circumcised him on the eighth day. 
Then \saac fathered Jacob and Jacob 
fathered the twelve patriarchs. 

° The patriarchs, moved with envy, 
sold Joseph into Egypt. But God was 
with him. 

God delivered Joseph out of all his 
afflictions and gave him favor and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh, king of 
Egypt, who made Joseph governor Over 
Egypt and all his house. 

11Now a famine + came over all the land 
of Egypt and Canaan, a great affliction, 
and our fathers found no sustenance. 
'2But when Jacob heard that there was 
corn in Egypt, ar first, he sent out our 
fathers. 

'3At a second time, Joseph was made 
known to his family* and Joseph’s 
family+ was made known to Pharaoh. 
'*Then Joseph summoned and sent for 
his father Jacob and all his family,* 
seventy five souls. 

Ι550 Jacob went down into Egypt and 
died. He and our fathers 

'6were carried into Sychem and laid in 
the tomb* that Abraham bought for a 
sum of money from the sons of Emmor 
the father of Sychem. 

But when the time of the promise that 
God had sworn to Abraham drew near, 
the people grew and multiplied in Egypt, 
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'8until another king arose who did not 
know Joseph. 

'9That king oppressed* our ancestors*t 
and treated our fathers wickedly so that 
they cast out their young children, tothe 
end they might not live. 

0 During this time, Moses was bom and 
he was very fair to God. He was nurtured* 
in his father’s house for three months. 

21When he was cast out, Pharaoh’s 
daughter took him and nurtured* him as 
her own son. 

2 Moses was educated’ in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians and he was mighty in 
words and deeds. 

**When he was forty years old, it came 
into his heart to visit his family,* the 
children of Israel. 

*4Seeing one of them suffer wrong, he 
defended and avenged the one who was 
oppressed and struck*t down an Egyptian. 
Ὁ Moses thought* that his brothers would 
have understood that God, by his hand, 
would deliver them. But they did not 
understand. 

>The next day, he appeared* to them 
as they argued* and he tried to set 
them at peace* saying: Sirs, you are 
brothers. Why do you do wrong to one 
another? 

7But the one who did his neighbor 
wrong, pushed* Moses away saying: 
Who made you a ruler and a judge over 
US? Exodus 2:14 

?®Will you kill me as you did the Egyp- 
tian yesterday? Exodus 2:14 

29 At this saying, Moses fled and became 
a stranger in the land of Midian where 
he fathered* two sons. 

“After forty years passed,* an angel 
of the Lord appeared to him in the 
wilderness of Mount Sinai in a flame 
of fire in a bush. 

3! When Moses saw this, he wondered at 
the sight. As he drew near to behold it, 
the voice of the Lord came to him 

ἐξ saying: | am the God of your fathers, 
the God of Abraham and the God of 
Isaac and the God of Jacob. Then Moses 
trembled and did not dare* to behold. 
Exodus 3:6 
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Then the Lord said to him: Take 
your sandals* off of your feet, for the 
place where you stand is holy ground. 
Exodus 3:5 

341 have seen the suffering’ of my 
people in Egypt and I have heard their 
groaning and / have come down to 
deliver them. Now come, I will send 
you into Egypt. Exodus 2:24 

‘This Moses whom they refused say- 
ing: Who made you a ruler and a judge? 
The same did God send to be a ruler and 
a deliverer by the hand of the angel who 
appeared to him in the bush. 

**He brought them out after he had 
shown wonders and signs in the land of 
Egypt, and in the Red sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years. 

This is that Moses who said to the 
children of Israel: The Lord your God 
will raise up for you a prophet from 
among your brothers, like me. You shall 
hear Him. Deuteronomy 18:15 

38This is the man who was in the 
assembly* in the wilderness with the 
angel who spoke to him on Mount Sinai, 
and with our fathers. /t was he who 
received the living* oracles to give to us. 
But our fathers would not obey him. 
Instead, they thrust him away from them 
and in their hearts turned back again to 
Egypt. 

“They said to Aaron: Make gods for us 
to go before us. For as for this Moses 
who brought us out of the land of Egypt, 
we do not know* what has become of 
him. Exodus 32:23 

“1They made a calf in those days and 
offered sacrifice to the idol and rejoiced 
in the works of their own hands. 

“But God tumed and gave them up to 
worship the host of heaven. As it is 
written in the book of the prophets: O 
house of Israel, did you offer to me slain 
beasts and sacrifices for forty years in 
the wilderness? Amos 5:25 

“3 And you also took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch and the star of your god 
Remphan, with figures that you made to 
worship. I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. Amos 5:26,27 
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“Our fathers had the tabernacle of wit- 
ness in the wilderness, as God who spoke 
to Moses instructed,+ so he would make 
it according to the pattern* he had seen. 
Our fathers who came after brought 
this in with Joshua* into the possession 
of the Gentiles whom God drove out 
before the face of our fathers, until the 
days of David. 

*© But then David found favor before God 
and desired to find a tabernacle for the 
God of Jacob. 

“But then it was Solomon who built a 
house for God. 

48 However the most High does not dwell 
in temples made with hands. As the 
prophet said: 

Heaven is my throne and earth is my 
footstool. What house will you build for 
me? says the Lord. Or what place of my 
rest? Isaiah 66:1 

°°Has not my hand made all these things? 
Isaiah 66:2 

You stiff necked and uncircumcised 
in heart and ears. You always resist 
the Holy Spirit. As your fathers did, 
so you do. 

‘“Which of the prophets have your 
fathers not persecuted? And they have 
slain those who foretold* of the coming 
of the Just One of whom you have now 
been the betrayers and murderers. 
>You have received the law by the 
disposition of angels but have not kept it. 
*4When they heard these things, they 
were cut to the heart and gnashed their 
teeth at him. 

But Stephen, being full of the Holy 
Spirit, looked up steadfastly into heaven 
and saw the glory of God and Jesus 
standing at the right hand of God. 
He said: Behold I see the heavens 
opened and the Son of man standing at 
the right hand of God. 

°7Then they cried out with a loud voice 
and stopped their ears and ran upon him 
with one accord. 

They cast Stephen out of the city and 
stoned him and the witnesses laid down 
their clothes at the feet of a young man 
whose name was Saul. 
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*They stoned Stephen as he called upon 
God saying: Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. 
“Then he knelt down and cried our with 
aloud voice: Lord, do not lay this sin to 
their charge. When he had said this, he 
fell asleep. 


Acts Chapter 8 


' Saul consented to Stephen’s death. At 
that time there was a great persecution 
against the assembly* at Jerusalem and 
all except the apostles were scattered 
throughout the regions of Judea and 
Samaria. 

2 Devout men carried Stephen to his 
burial and grieved* greatly over him. 
3 As for Saul, he made havoc of the 
assembly,* entering every house and 
dragging* away men and women, com- 
mitting them to prison. 

4 Those who were scattered went every- 
where proclaimingt the Word. 

> Then Philip went down to the city of 
Samaria, and proclaimed* Christ to 
them. 

6 With one accord, the people gave heed 
to the things that Philip spoke, hearing 
and seeing the miracles that he did. 

7 For unclean spirits crying our with 
loud voices came out of many who were 
possessed with them and many afflictedt 
with palsies and many who had been 
lame were healed. 

8 There was great joy in that city. 

9 But there was a man called Simon who 
in the past* in the same city used 
sorcery and bewitched the people of 
Samaria, suggesting* that he himself 
was great. 

'0 All from the least to the greatest gave 
heed to him, saying: This man is the 
great power of God. 

They highly regarded this Simon be- 
cause for a long time he had bewitched 
them with sorceries. 

'?But now they believed Philip who was 
proclaiming* the things concerning the 
kingdom of God and the name of Jesus 
Christ, and both men and women were 
baptized. 
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''Then Simon himself also believed 
and when he was baptized, he continued 
with Philip and was amazed* as he 
saw the miracles and signs that were 
done. 

'4Now when the apostles in Jerusalem 
heard that Samaria had received the 
Word of God, they sent Peter and John 
to them. 

550 they came down and prayed for 
them, so that they might receive the 
Holy Spirit. 
'6For as yet, the Holy Spirit had not come 
upon any of them but only upon those 
who had been baptized in the name of 
the Lord Jesus. 

'’ So Peter and John \aid their hands upon 
the new believers and then they received 
the Holy Spirit. 

'’When Simon saw that it was through 
the laying on of the apostles’ hands that 
the Holy Spirit was given, he offered 
them money, 

' saying: Give me also this authority* so 
that on whomever I lay hands, they may 
receive the Holy Spirit. 

“But Peter said to him: May your 
money perish with you, because you 
have thought that the gift of God could 
be purchased with money. 

21 You have no part or share* in this, for 
your heart is not right in the sight of 
God. 

*? Therefore, repent of your wickedness 
and pray to God that the thoughts in 
your heart may be forgiven. 

*3For I perceive that you are in the gall 
of bitterness andin the bond of iniquity. 
“Then Simon answered and said: Pray 
to the Lord for me, that none of these 
things that you have spoken will come 
upon me. 

*> After Peter and John had testified and 
proclaimed* the Word of the Lord, they 
returned to Jerusalem and proclaimed* 
the Gospel in many villages of the 
Samaritans. 

6Then the angel of the Lord spoke to 
Philip saying: Arise and go toward the 
south on the desert road* that goes from 
Jerusalem to Gaza. 
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27 So Philip arose and went and behold he met 
a man from Ethiopia, a eunuch with great 
authority under Candace queen of the Ethiop- 
ians who had the charge of all her treasure. 
He had come to Jerusalem to worship. 

28 Now, he was retumming and sitting in his 
chariot reading the prophet Isaiah. 
*°Then the Spirit said to Philip: Go near 
and join yourself to this chariot. 

So Philip ran to the eunuch, heard him 
reading the prophet Isaiah, and said: Do 
you understand what you are reading? 
3'The eunuch said: How can I, unless 
someone should guide me? And he asked 
Philip to come up and sit with him. 
>The place in the Scripture that he read was 
this: He was led like a sheep to the slaughter 
and like a lamb silent* before its shearer, 
He did not open His mouth. Jsaiah 53:7 
3In Jesus’ humiliation, justice+ was 
taken away and denied to Him. Who then 
shall declare His generation? Who can 
count how long it will last? For His life has 
been taken from the earth. tsaiah 53:8 
44The eunuch answered Philip and said: 
I beg* you: About whom is the prophet 
speaking in this? About himself? Or 
about some other man? 

Then Philip opened his mouth and 
began at the same Scripture and pro- 
claimed* Jesus to him. 

36 As they went on their way, they came 
toa certain body of water and the eunuch 
said: See, here is water. What hinders 
me from being baptized? 

37Philip said: If you believe with all your 
heart, you may. The eunuch answered 
and said: I believe that Jesus Christ is 
the Son of God. 

38 Then the eunuch commanded the chariot 
to stop* and Philip and the eunuch both 
went down into the water and Philip 
baptized him. 

39When they came up out of the water, 
the Spirit of the Lord caught Philip away 
so that the eunuch no longer* saw him, 
but he went-on his way rejoicing. 
“Philip was later found at Azotus. 
Passing through there he proclaimed* 
the Gospel in all the cities until he came 
to Caesarea. 
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Acts Chapter 9 


' While Saul was still breathing out 
threatenings and slaughter against the 
disciples of the Lord, he went to the high 
priest 

* and requested * letters from him to the 
synagogues in Damascus so that if he 
found any of this way, followers of Christ, 
whether they were men or women, he 
might bring them bound to Jerusalem. 
7 As he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus and suddenly a light from 
heaven shined down on* him. 
* He fell to the ground and heard a voice 
saying to him: Saul, Saul, why do you 
persecute me? 
> He said: Who are you, Lord? The 
Lord said: I am Jesus whom you 
persecute. /t is hard for you to kick 
against the pricks. 
6 Trembling and astonished, Saul said: 
Lord. what will you have me to do? 
The Lord said to him: Arise and go 
into the city and it will be told ro you 
what you must do. 
7 The men who traveled with him stood 
speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing 
no one. 
§ Saul arose from the ground and when 
he opened his eyes he saw no one, for he 
was blind but they led him by the hand 
and took him to Damascus. 
° He was three days without sight and 
neither ate nor drank. 
‘oThere was a certain disciple at 
Damascus named Ananias. In a vision, 
the Lord said to him: Ananias. And he 
said: Behold I am here, Lord. 
''The Lordsaid to him: Arise, and go to 
the street called Straight and inquire in 
the house of Judas for one called Saul of 
Tarsus. For behold, he is praying there. 
In a vision, he has seen a man nam 
Ananias coming in and putting his hand 
on him so that he might receive his sight. 
'3Then Ananias answered: Lord, I have 
heard from many people about this man, 
how much evil he has done to your 
saints at Jerusalem. 
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'4Here he has authority from the chief 
priests to bind all who call on your 
name. 

'SBut the Lord said to him: Go to him, 
for he is a chosen vessel to me, to bear 
my name before the Gentiles and kings 
and the children of Israel. 

'6For I will show him what great things 
he must suffer for my name’s sake. 
'7So, Ananias went away* and entered 
the house. Putting his hands on Saul, he 
said: Brother Saul, the Lord Jesus who 
appeared to you on the way as you came 
has sent me so that you might receive 
your sight and be filled with the Holy 
Spirit. 

'8]mmediately something like scales fell 
from Saul’s eyes and he received sight 
immediately* and arose and was baptized. 
‘Then he received some food* and was 
strengthened and he remained a few days 
with the disciples at Damascus. 
“Immediately * he proclaimed* Christ 
in the synagogues, confidently declaring 
that surely Jesus is the Son of God.

When the brothers knew about this, 
they brought Saui down to Caesarea and 
sent him forth to Tarsus. 

4!Then the assemblies* throughout all 
Judea and Galilee and Samaria were at 
rest and edified. Walking in the fear of 
the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy 
Spirit, were multiplied. 

32 Now it came to pass, as Peter passed 
throughout all quarters, he came to the 
saints who lived* at Lydda. 

33There he found a certain man named 
Aeneas who had stayed in bed for eight 
years and was sick with paralysis. * 

+ Peter said tohim: Aeneas, Jesus Christ 
makes you whole. Arise and make your 
bed. And he arose immediately. 

35 All who lived* at Lydda and Saron 
saw him, and turned to the Lord. 
**Now at Joppa, there was a certain 
disciple named Tabitha who was also 
known* as Dorcas. This woman was 
full of good works and alms deeds 
that she did. 

*7 But it came to pass in those days that 
she became sick and died. After they 
washed her, they laid her in an upper 
chamber. 

38Since* Lydda was near to Joppa, and 
the disciples had heard that Peter was 
there, they sent two men to him to ask 
that he come to them without delay. 
Then Peter arose and went with them. 
When he arrived, they took him into the 
upper chamber. All the widows stood 
by him weeping and showing the coats 
and garments that Dorcas made while 
she was with them.

He gave her his hand and lifted her up, 
and when he had called the saints and 
widows, he presented her alive. 


42 All this was made known throughout all 
Joppa and many believed in the Lord. 
“3 Then it came to pass that he stayed many 
days in Joppa with Simon, a tanner. 


Acts Chapter 10 


' There was a certain man in Caesarea 
called Cornelius, a centurion of the 
company* of soldiers called the Italian 
company. 

2 Cornelius was a devout man who 
revered* God, with all his house. He 
gave many alms tothe people and prayed 
to God always. 

3 About three o’clock* in the afternoon, 
in a vision he clearly* saw an angel of 
God coming in to him and saying to him: 
Cornelius. 

4 When Cornelius looked at the angel, he 
was afraid and said: What is it, Lord? 
The angel said to him: Your prayers and 
your alms have come up for a memorial 
before God. 

> Now send men to Joppa and call for 
Simon whose surname is Peter. 

6 He is staying* with Simon the tanner 
whose house is by the seaside. He will 
tell you what you ought to do. 

7 After the angel who spoke to Comelius 
departed, he called two of his household 
servants and a devout soldier who 
faithfully served him. 

8 After he explained all these things to 
them, he sent them to Joppa. 

9 On the next day as they went on their 
journey and drew near to the city, Peter 
went up on the housetop to pray about 
twelve o’clock* noon. 

'\0He became very hungry and would 
have eaten, but while they made ready, 
he fell into a trance. 

ΠΗ saw heaven opened and a vessel 
like a large sheet knit at the four corners 
descending to him and let down to the 
ground. 

'2In this skeet were all kinds* of four 
footed beasts of the earth and wild beasts 
and creeping things and birds* of the air. 
'3Then a voice came to him saying: Rise, 
Peter. Kill and eat. 
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'4But Peter said: Surety not, Lord, for 
I have never eaten anything that is 
common or unclean. 

'SThe voice spoke to him again a second 
time, saying: What God has cleansed, 
you must not call common. 

‘6This was done three times and the 
vessel was received up again into heaven. 
'7Now while Peter pondered* what this 
vision that he had seen should mean, 
behold the men who were sent from 
Cornelius had made inquiry for Simon’s 
house and stood before the gate. 
'8They called and asked if Simon who 
was surnamed Peter was staying* there. 
'°While Peter thought about this vision, 
the Spirit said to him: Behold three men 
seek you. 

*°Therefore arise. Get down and go 
with them, doubting nothing. For I have 
sent them. 

*!'Then Peter went down to the men who 
were sent to him from Cornelius and 
said: Behold I am he whom you seek. 
Whatis the reason‘ that you have come? 
They said: Cornelius the centurion, a 
righteous* man, one who fears God and 
is of good report among all the nation of 
the Jews, was warned from God by a 
holy angel to send for you and ask you to 
come to his house and to hear words 
from you. 

3Then Peterinvited* them in and lodged 
them. On the next day, Peter went away 
with them and certain brothers from 
Joppa accompanied him. 

*4The next day. * they entered Caesarea. 
Comelius was waiting for them and he 
had called together his relatives* and 
close friends. 

25As Peter was coming in, Cornelius 
met him and fell down at his feet and 
worshiped him. 

6But Peter lifted* him up saying: Stand 
up. I myself am also a man. 

“7As Peter talked with Cornelius, he 
went in and found many who had 
come together. 

*8He said to them: You know that it is an 
unlawful thing for a man who is a Jew 
to keep company or come to one of 
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another nation. But God has shown me 
that I should not call anyone common or 
unclean. 

Therefore I came to you without 
dispute* as soon as I was sent for. I ask 
therefore, for what intent have you sent 
for me? 

Cornelius said: Four days ago, I was 
fasting until this hour. At three o’clock* 
in the afternoon, I prayed inmy house and 
behold, a man stood before me in bright 
clothing. 

3'He said: Cornelius, your prayer is 
heard and your alms are remembered in 
the sight of God. 

*Therefore, send to Joppa and call 
Simon whose surname is Peter to come 
here. He is staying at the house of Simon 
the tanner by the seaside. When he 
comes, he will speak to you. 
3Therefore, I immediately sent for you. 
You have done well to have come. 
Therefore we are now all here, present 
before God, to hear all things that are 
commanded to you by God. 

Then Peter opened his mouth and said: 
Truly I perceive that God is not a 
discriminating respecter of persons. 
5But in every nation, those who fear Him 
and work righteousness are accepted 
by Him. 

%The Word that God sent to the children 
of Israel proclaiming* peace by Jesus 
Christ who is Lord of all, 

37that Word you know. It was published 
throughout all Judea, beginning in 
Galilee after the baptism that John 
proclaimed*: 

*8God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with 
the Holy Spirit and with power. He went 
about doing good and healing all who 
were oppressed by the devil. For God 
was with Him. Mathew 3:16 

We are witnesses of everything* thar 
He did, both in the land of the Jews and 
in Jerusalem. /t was this Jesus they killed* 
and hung on a tree. 

“But God raised Him up the third day 
and showed Him openly. 

“1Not to all the people, but to witnesses 
chosen before by God, even to those of us 
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who ate and drank with Him after He 
rose from the dead. ~ 

“2He commanded us to proclaim* the 
Word to the people and to testify that it 
is He who was ordained by God to be the 
Judge of the quick and the dead. 

3 All the prophets gave witness to Him, 
that through His name, whoever believes 
in Him shall receive remission of sins. 
“While Peter spoke these words, the 
Holy Spirit fell on all who heard the 
Word. 

45 Those of the circumcision who believed 
were astonished, including 411} who 
came with Peter, because the gift of 
the Holy Spirit was poured out on the 
Gentiles also. 

46 For they heard them speak with tongues 
and magnify God. Then Peter answered: 
47Can anyone forbid water, so that these 
who have received the Holy Spirit as 
well as we have should not be baptized? 
4 And he commanded them ail to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. Then 
they asked* him to stay* with them fora 
few days. 


Acts Chapter 11 


' The apostles and family* in Judea soon 
heard that the Gentiles had also received 
the Word of God. 
* So when Peter came up to Jerusalem, 
those of the circumcision contended with 
him,

men and ate with them. 
* But Peter reviewed the matter with them 
from the beginning and explained? it to 
them in detail* saying:

And behold immediately there were 
three men who had already come to the 
house where I was staying, sent from 
Caesarea to me. 

12The Spirit told meso go with them, not 
doubting anything. These six brothers 
also accompanied me and we entered 
the man’s house. 

'43He told* us how he had seen an angel 
in his house, who stood and said to him: 
Send men to Joppa and call for Simon 
whose surname is Peter. 

\4 Peter will tell you words by which you 
and all your house will be saved. 

'SAs I began to speak, the Holy Spirit 
fell upon them, as if did upon us at the 
beginning. 

‘6Then I remembered the Word of the 
Lord, that He said: John indeed baptized 
with water, but you shall be baptized 
with the Holy Spirit. 

'7Since* God gave them the same* gift 
as He didto us who believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who was I that I could 
withstand God? 

'8When they heard these things, they - 
remained silentt and glorified God 
saying: Then God has also granted re- 
pentance to eternal lite to the Gentiles. 
IN ow those who were scattered because 
of the persecution that arose about 
Stephen traveled as far as Phoenicia, 
Cyprus, and Antioch, proclaiming’ the - 
Word, but only to the Jews and to no 
one else. 

*°Some of them were men of Cyprus 
and Cyrene, who, when they had 
come to Antioch, spoke to the Greeks, 
proclaimingt the Lord Jesus. 

*!The hand of the Lord was with them 
and a great number believed and turned 
to the Lord. 
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Then news* of ail this came to the 
assembly* in Jerusalem and they sent 
forth Barnabas to go as far as Antioch. 
23When he came and saw the grace of 
God , he was glad and exhorted them all, 
that with purpose of heart they should be 
joined* close to the Lord. 

ἜΡΓ Barnabas was a good man, full of 
the Holy Spint and faith and many 
people were added to the Lord. 
+4Then Barnabas went to Tarsus to look 
for Sau). 

*6When he found him, he brought him 
back to Antioch, and it came to pass that 
for a whole year they joined* with the 
assembly* of believers there and taught 
many people. And the disciples were 
called Christians first there in Antioch. 
*"In these days, prophets came from 
Jerusalem to Antioch. 

“One of them named Agabus stood up 
and signified by the Spirit that there 
would bea great famine* throughout all 
the world. This soon came to pass in the 
days of Claudius Caesar. 

*°Therefore, the disciples determined 
that everyone, according to their ability, 
should send relief to the familyt who 
lived* in Judea. 

“So they did this and sent it to the elders 
by the hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


Acts Chapter 12 


' Now about that time, Herod the king 
stretched ‘forth Ais hands to harasst 
some of the assemblies* of believers. 

? He killed James the brother of John 
with the sword. 

3 When he saw thar this pleased the Jews, 
he proceeded further to take Peter also. 
This occurred during the days known as the 
Feast of Unleavened Bread. Exodus 12:18 

4 After Herod apprehended Peter, he put 
him in prison and sent four squads* of 
soldiers to keep him there, intending to 
bring him forth to the people after 
Passover.* 

5 While Peter was kept in prison, the 
assembly* of believers prayed to God 
without ceasing for him. 
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6 On the night when Herod had intended 
to bring him forth, Peter was sleeping 
between two soldiers, bound with two 
chains and keepers by the door kept the 
prison secure. 

7 But then behold, the angel of the Lord 
came upon Perer and a light shined in the 
prison. The angel touched* Peter on the 
side and raised him up saying: Arise up 
quickly. Instantly, Peter’s chains fell 
from his hands. 

8 The angel said to him: Prepare* your- 
self and put* on your sandals. And so he 
did. Then the angel said to Peter: Put* on 
your garment and follow me. 

9 Peter followed the angel, buthe did not 
understand* that what was done by the 
angel was real.+ He thought that he had 
seen a vision. 

l\0After they went past the first and the 
second ward, they came to the iron gate 
that leads to the city. It opened for them 
of its own accord and they went out and 
passed by one street. Then* the angel 
departed from him. 

1!When Peter came to himself, he said: 
Now I know with certainty* that the 
Lord sent His angel and delivered me 
out of the hand of Herod and from all the 
expectations of the Jews. 

'2A fter he had considered this, he went 
to the house of Mary the mother of John, 
whose surname was Mark where many 
believers had gathered together praying. 
'3As Peter knocked at the door of the 
gate, a girlt named Rhoda came to 
listen carefully* to see who was there. 
'4When she recognized* Peter’s voice, 
she did not open the gate but in her 
excitement* she ran in and told the others 
that Peter was standing at the gate. 

15 They said to her: You must be mistaken.* 
But she constantly affirmed that it was 
true.* Then they said: It is his angel. 
'6But Peter continued knocking and 
when they opened the door and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

'? Peter signaled* to them with his hand 
to remain silent* and he described* to 
them how the Lord had brought him out 
of the prison. Then he said: Go and 
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report* these things to James and to the 
family.+ And he departed and went to 
another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there was no 
small stir among the soldiers, wondering 
what had become of Peter. 

'7When Herod sought Peter and did not 
find him, he questioned* the keepers 
and then commanded thatthey should be 
put to death. Then he went from Judea 
down to Caesarea and stayed there. 
20Now, during this time Herod was highly 
displeased with the people of Tyre and 
Sidon. But they came to him with one 
accord and sought* peace with him. They 
had already made Blastus the king’s 
chamberlain their friend because their 
country was supplied* with food by the 
king’S country. 

"! Therefore on the appointed* day, Herod 
dressed* in his royal apparel, sat upon 
his throne, and made an oration to them. 
*2The people gave a shout, saying: It is 
the voice of a god and not of a man. 
3Immediately, the angel of the Lord 
struck* Herod down because he did not 
give God the glory, and he died* and 
was eaten by worms. 

But the Word of God grew and 
multiplied. 

25 Meanwhile, when Barnabas and Saul 
had fulfilled their ministry, they returned 
from Jerusalem and they took John, 
whose surname was Mark, with them. 


Acts Chapter 13 


' Inthe assembly* of believers at Antioch, 
there were certain prophets and teachers 
including Barnabas, Simeon who was 
called Niger, Lucius of Cyrene, Manaen, 
who had been brought up with Herod the 
tetrarch, and Saul. 

As they ministered to the Lord and 
tasted, the Holy Spirit said: Separate 
Barnabas and Saul for the work to which 
I have called them. 

ὁ Therefore, after they fasted and prayed, 
they laid hands on them and sent them on 
their way. 

Ἢ Being thus sent forth by the Holy 


163 


Spirit, they departed to Seleucia, and 
from there* they sailed to Cyprus. 

> While they were in Salamis, they 
proclaimed* the Word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews. They also had 
John as their minister there. 

© As they went through the island* of 
Paphos, they encountered* sorcerer and 
a false prophet, a Jew whose name 
was Barjesus. 

7 He was with the deputy of the country, 
Sergius Paulus, a prudent man who 
called for Barnabas and Saul and desired 
to hear the Word of God. 

§ But Elymas the sorcerer as his name is 
interpreted, opposed* them, seeking to 
turn the deputy away from the faith. 

5 Then Saul, who is now also called 
Paul, filled with the Holy Spirit, set 
his eyes on him, 

0and said: You child of the devil, you 
enemy of righteousness, you are full of 
deceit* and mischief. Will you not stopt 
perverting the right ways of the Lord? 
"Now behold, the hand of the Lord is 
upon you and you shall be blind and 
you will not see the sun for a season. 
Immediately a mist and a darkness fell 
on him and he went around seeking 
some to lead him by the hand. 

'2When the deputy saw what was done, 
he believed and was astonished at the 
doctrine of the Lord. 

'3Now when Paul and his company left* — 
Paphos, they went to Pergain Pamphylia 
and John left* them and returned to 
Jerusalem. 

'4When they left+ Perga, they went to 
Antioch in Pisidia, and went into the 
synagogue on the Sabbath day and sat 
down. 

‘5 After the reading of the law and the " 
prophets, the rulers of the synagogue 
said to them: Men and family,*+ if you 
have any word of exhortation for the 
people, speak freely. 

‘6Then Paui stood up and, signaling* 
with his hand, he said: Men of Israel and 
you who fear God, please listen. 

'7The God of this people of Israel chose 
our fathers and exalted the people when 
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they lived* as strangers in the land of 
Egypt, and with a high arm He brought 
them out of it. 

'8For forty years, He endured* their 
behavior* in the wilderness. 

'9After He destroyed seven nations in 
the land of Canaan, He divided that land 
to them by lot. 

20After that He gave them judges for 
four hundred and fifty years, until Samuel 
the prophet. 

2!Then they wanted a king, so God gave 
God gave to them Saul the son of Kish, 
aman of the tribe of Benjamin, for forty 
years. 1 Samuel 9:17 

2When God removed Saul, He then 
raised up David for them to be their 
king. And to David He gave this testi- 
mony and said: I have found David the 
son of Jesse to be a man after my own 
heart, someone who will fulfill all of my 
will. 1 Samuel 13:14 

3From this man’s seed, God has raised 
up to Israel a Savior, Jesus Christ ac- 
cording to His promise. Psatm 132:11 
*4Before Christ came, John first pro- 
claimed* the baptism of repentance to 
all the people of Israel. Marthew 3:2 

?5 As John fulfilled his course, he said: 
Who do you think that Iam? I am not the 
Messiah. But behold, one is coming after 
me the sandals* of whose feet I am not 
worthy to loosen. Masthew 3:11 

”6Men and family,* children of the stock 
of Abraham, and whoever among you 
fears God: The Word of this salvation is 
now sent to you. 

27But those who live in Jerusalem and 
their rulers, because they did not know 
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read every Sabbath day, they fulfilled 
those prophets’ words by condemning Him. 
78 Although they found no cause in Him 
for death, yet even so they wanted Pilate 
to execute* Him. 

29Then when they had fulfilled all that was 
written about Him, they took Him down 
from the tree and laid Him in a tomb.*+ 
*But God raised Him from the dead. 
31He was seen for many days by those 
who came up with Him from Galilee to 
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Jerusalem and they are His witnesses to 
the people. 

νον we declare to you the glad 
tidings, that the promise that was 
made to the fathers, 

33God has fulfilled to us, their children, 
in that He has raised up Jesus again, as 
it is also written in the second psalm: 
You are my Son. This day I have 
begotten you. Psaim 2:7 

44Now conceming the fact that God raised 
Jesus up from the dead, no longer* to 
return to the decay and corruption of this 
world, God said this: I will give you the 
sure mercies of David. Isaiah 55:3 
35And, in another psalm He also said: 
You will not allow* your Holy One to 
see corruption and decay. Psalm 16:10 
36After David had served his own gen- 
eration according* to the will of God, he 
fell asleep and was laid to rest with his 
fathers, and saw corruption and decay. 
37But Jesus whom God raised again saw 
no corruption or decay. 

38Therefore be it known to you, men and 
family, Ὁ that through this man, forgive- 
hess of sins is proclaimed* to you. 
39All who believe in Jesus are justified 
from all things. From allofthis, youcould 
not be justified by the law of Moses. 
“Therefore take heed* so that what was 
spoken by the prophets does not come 
upon you. 

“Behold you despisers and wonder and 
perish. For I will work a work in your 
days, a work that you will not* believe, 
even though a man declare it to you. 
Habakkuk 1:5 

* After the Jews left the synagogue, the 
Gentiles begged* that these words might 
be proclaimed* to them the next Sabbath. 
“When the congregation was con- 
cluded,* many of the Jews and worship- 
ing* convertst followed Paul and 
Barnabas, speaking with them and 
encouraging* them to continue in the 
grace of God. 

“On the next Sabbath day almost the 
whole city came together to hear the 
Word of God. 

45But when the Jews saw the multitudes, 
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they were filled with envy and spoke 
against those things that were spoken by 
Paul, contradicting and blaspheming. 
“Then Paul and Bamabas grew* bold 
and said: It was necessary that the Word 
of God should first have been spoken to 
you, but since you put itaway from you 
and judge yourselves unworthy ofeter- 
nal* life, behold, we turn to the Gentiles. 
“For the Lord has commanded us, 
saying: I have set you to be a light to the 
Gentiles, so that you should be proclaim- 
ing salvation to the ends of the earth. 
Isaiah 49:6 

**When the Gentiles heard this, they 
were glad and glorified the Word of the 
Lord. And many believed and were 
ordained to eternal life. 

“°The Word of the Lord was then pub- 
lished throughout all the region. 

‘But the Jews stirred up the prominentt 
religioust women and chief men of the 
city and inflamed* persecution against 
Paul and Barnabas and expelled them 
out of their borders. * 

*' But they shook off the dust from their 
feet against them and went to Iconium. 
*? And the disciples were filled with joy 
and with the Holy Spirit. 
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' While in Iconium, Paul and Barnabas 
went into the synagogue of the Jews and 
spoke so that a great multitude of both 
Jews and Greeks believed. 

ὁ But the unbelieving Jews stirred up the 
Gentiles and caused them to have evil 
thoughts* against Paul and Barnabas. 

ὁ Yet they stayed* there for a long time, 
speaking boldly in the Lord. This 
testified to the Word of God’s grace 
and He granted signs and wonders to 
be done by their hands. 

* But the multitude of the city was 
divided. Part held with the Jews and part 
with the apostles. 

* Then an assault was planned by both 
the Gentiles and the Jews and their 
rulers, to mistreat* them and stone them. 
δ Paul and Barnabas were aware of this 
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and so they fled to Lystra and Derbe, cities 
of Lycaonia, and to the surrounding* 
region 

7 and proclaimed * the Gospel there. 

8 In Lystra, a disabled* man sat by the 
way. His feet had been crippled from his 
mother’s womb and he had never walked. 
9 As this man heard Paul speak, Paul 
looked at him steadfastly and perceived 
that he had faith to be healed. 

'0So Paul said with a loud voice: Stand 
upright on your feet. And the crippled 
man leaped up and walked. 

''When the people saw what Paul had 
done, they raised* their voices, saying 
in the speech of Lycaonia: The gods 
have come down to us in the likeness of 
men. 

'2They called Barnabas, Jupiter and 
Paul, Mercurius, because he was the 
chief speaker. 

'3Then the priest of Jupiter, whose temple 
was near* their city, brought oxen and 
garlands to the gates, and wanted* to 
make* a sacrifice with the people. 
'4When the apostles Barnabas and Paul, 
heard this, they toret their clothes and 
ran in among the people, crying out, 
'Ssaying: Sirs, why do you do these 
things? We also are men of like passions 
with you, and we proclaim* to you to 
turn away from these vain things to the 
living God who made heaven and earth 
and the sea and everything that is therein. 
'6In times past, God allowed * all nations : 
to walk in their own ways. 
Nevertheless He did not leave Himself 
without a witness in that He did good 
and gave us rain from heaven and fruit- 
ful.seasons, filling our hearts with food 
and gladness. 

'8But saying these things scarcely re-.. 
strained the multitudes* to not make a 
sacrifice to them. 

'°Thencertain Jews from Antioch and 
Iconium came and persuaded the 
people, apd after they stoned Paul, 
they dragged* him out of the city, 
supposing that he was dead. 
20However, as the disciples stood 
around* Paul, he rose up and went back 
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into the city. The next day he departed 
with Barnabas to Derbe. 

*| After they had proclaimed* the Gospel 
to that city and taught many, they re- 
turned again to Lystra and ro Iconium 
and Antioch. 

“They reassured* the souls of the 
disciples and exhorted them to continue 
in the faith, telling them that often we 
must go through much tmibulation in 
order to enter into the kingdom of God. 
*3After they had ordained elders in 
every assembly* of believers and prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord in whom they believed. 

*4 And then, after they had passed through- 
out Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 
~“When they had proclaimed * the Word 
in Perga, they went down into Attalia. 
“6From there* they sailed back to Antioch, 
from where they had been recommended 
to the grace of God for the work that 
they fulfilled. 

2”When they returned,* they gathered 
the assembly* together and reviewed* 
all that God had done through* them and 
how He had opened the door of faith to 
the Gentiles. 

28 And they stayed* with the disciples 
there for a long time. 
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' Certain men then came down from 
Judea and taught the family* saying: 
Unless* you are circumcised after the 
manner of Moses, you cannot be saved. 
2 This brought great dissension and there- 
fore Paul and Barnabas had no small 
dispute with them. So, they decided* 
that Paul and Barnabas and certain oth- 


ers of them should go to Jerusalem to the ° 


apostles and elders about this question. 
5. So0, the assembly* of believers sent 
them on. As they passed through 
Phoenicia and Samaria, they described 
the conversion of the Gentiles and this 
caused great joy to all the family.* 

4 When they arrived+ at Jerusalem, 
they were received by the assembly* 
and by the apostles and elders, and they 
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reported* all the things that God had 
done through* them. 

> But some of the Pharisees who had 
become believers stood* up and said that 
they believed that it was necessary* to 
circumcise them and to instruct* them to 
keep the law of Moses. 

® So the apostles and elders came together 
to consider this matter. 

7? After there had been much disputing, 
Peter rose up and said to them: Men and 
family,* you know that a good while 
ago God made a choice among us, that 
from my mouth, the Gentiles should hear 
the Word of the Gospel and believe. 

8 God, who knows the hearts, bore wit- 
ness of them by giving them the Holy 
Spirit, even as He did to us. 

9 He made no difference between them 
and us, purifying their hearts by faith. 
Therefore, why do you now test* 
God, by putting a yoke upon the neck of 
the disciples, which neither our fathers 
nor we were able to bear? 

"But we believe that it is through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ rhat we will 
be saved, even as they surely have been. 
'2Then all the multitude kept silent and 
gave their attention* to Barnabas and 
Paul who described* the many miracles 
and wonders that God had worked* 
among the Gentiles through them. 

3A fter they stopped* speaking, * James 
answered saying: Men and family,* 
listen carefully* to me. 

l4Simon Peter has declared how God 
first visited the Gentiles to take from 
among them a people for His name. 
To this the words of the prophets 
agree. As it is written: 

'6After this I will return and will build 
again the tabernacle of David, which is 
fallen down. I will build again from 
those ruins and I will set it up. Amos 9:11 
"Thereby ail the restt of mankind* 
might also seek the Lord, including all 
the Gentiles who are called by my 
name. Thus spoke the Lord Himself who 
does all these things. mos 9:12 

18 Surety God knows about all His works 
from the beginning of the world. 
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''Therefore my judgment* is that we 
should not trouble those who have tuned 
to God from among the Gentiles. 
20But we should write to instruct them 
that they must abstain fromshe pollutions 
of idols and from fornication and from 
things strangled and from blood. 

21For many long generations, Moses 
has had in every city those who pro- 
claim* his writings as they are read in the 
synagogues every Sabbath day. 

22°Then it seemed good* to the apostles 
and elders and with the whole assem- 
bly* to send chosen men of their own 
company to Antioch with Paul and 
Barnabas, namely Jude surnamed 
Barsabas and Silas, who were leading * 
men in the family. ἡ 

*3They wrote this letter to send with them: 
The apostles, elders, and family* here send 
greetings to the family* of Gentiles in 
Antioch, Syria, and Cilicia. 

24Since+ we have heard, that certain 
ones who came to you from us have 
troubled you with their words, subvert- 
ing your souls by saying thar you must be 
circumcised and keep the law, we want 
to inform you that we gave no such com- 
mandment. 

51t seemed good to us, being assembled 
with one accord, to send these chosen 
men to you along with our beloved 
Barnabas and Paul. 

6 These men have risked* their lives for 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

7 Therefore we have sent Jude and Silas 


who will also tellyou the same things by. 


their own mouths. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy Spirit 
and to us to lay upon you no greater 
burden than these necessary things: 

59 Abstain from meats offered to idols and 
from blood and from things strangled and 
from fornication. If you keep yourselves 
from these, you will do well. Fare well. 
*0So when they were dismissed, they 
went to Antioch and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle. 


3('When it was read, they all rejoiced for. 


the consolation. 
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Jude and Silas, also being prophets, 
exhorted the family* with many words, 
and confirmed them. 

33After they stayed there for a while, 
they returned* in peace to the apostles. 
4 But Silas decided* to remain there. 
Paul and Barnabas also continued 
teaching and proclaiming* the Word of 
the Lord in Antioch, along with many 
others. 

36Some days later, Paul said to Barmabas: 
Let us go again and visit our family* in 
every city where we have proclaimed* 
the Word of the Lord, and see how they 
are doing. 

37 Barnabas decided * to take John, whose 
surname was Mark, with them. 

But Paul thought it would not be good 
to take Mark with them, because he had 
left*+ them in Pamphylia and did not go 
with them to finish the work. 

The disagreement* between them was 
so sharp that they parted* from one 
another. So Barnabas took Mark and 
sailed fo Cyprus. 

“Paul chose Silas and left,*+ being 
recommended by the family* to the 
grace of God. 

“1He went through Syria and Cilicia, 
confirming the assemblies* of believers. 


Acts Chapter 16 


' Then Pau! went to Derbe and Lystra. 
And behold a certain disciple named 
Timothy was there. Timothy was the son 


.of a Jewish woman who was a believer 


and a Greek father 

2 who was well thought* of by the 
family* at Lystra and Iconium. 

3 Paul wanted* Timothy to go with him, so 
he took himzo be circumcised because of 
the Jews who were in that area, * for they 
all knew that his father was a Greek. 

“ As they went through the cities, they 
delivered to them the decrees to be kept 
that had been ordained by the apostles 
and elders in Jerusalem. 

5 In this way the assemblies* of believers 
were established in the faith, and they 
increased in number daily. 
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6 When they went throughout Phrygia 
and the region of Galatia, tey were 
forbidden by the Holy Spirit to proclaim* 
the Word in Asia. 

’ After they came to Mysia, they tried* 
to go into Bithynia, but the Spirit did not 
allow* them to go. 

8 So they passed by Mysia and went to 
Troas. : 

9 Then a vision appeared to Paul in the 
night in which a man of Macedonia 
begged* him saying: Come over to 
Macedonia and help us. 

10 After seeing the vision, we immediately 
endeavored to go to Macedonia, assur- 
edly gathering that the Lord had called 
us to proclaim* the Gospel to them. 
"Therefore sailing* from Troas, we 
went with a straight course to 
Samothracia and the next day to Neapolis. 
2From there* we went to Philippi, which 
is the chief city in that part of Macedonia 
anda colony. We stayed* in that city for 
several* days. . 

'3QOn the Sabbath, we went out of the 
city by a river side and prayed, as was 
our custom,* and we sat down and 
spoke to the women there. 

'‘A certain woman named Lydia, a 
seller of purple from the city of Thyatira, 
who worshiped God, heard us. The Lord 
opened her heart so that she was very 
attentive* ro the things that Paul said. 

'S Therefore she and all of her household 
were baptized and she begged* us say- 
ing: If you have judged me to be faithful 
to the Lord, come to my house and stay* 
there. And so she convinced? us. 
'6Now, it came to pass, as we went to 
prayer, that a certain girl* possessed 
with a spirit of divination met us. This 
girl brought her masters much gain by 
Soothsaying. 

'’ The gir! followed Paul and us and cried 
our Saying: These men are servants of the 
most high God who show the way of 
salvation to us. 

'8She did this for many days. But Paul, 
being grieved, turned and said to the 
spirit: I command you in the name of 
Jesus Christ to come out of her. And the 
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spirit Came out of the girl that same hour. 
'°When the girl’s masters saw that their 
hope of gains was gone, they caught 
Paul and Silas and took* them to the 
marketplace to the rulers. 

2° They took* them to the highest officials* 
saying: These men, being Jews, ex- 
ceedingly trouble our city. 

2| They teach customs that are not lawful 
for us to receive or observe since we are 
Romans. 

22 Therefore the crowd* rose up against 
them and the highest officials* tore * off 
their clothes and commanded that they be 
beaten. 

After they laid many whippings* on 
them, they cast them into prison, and 
charged the jailer to keep them secured.* 
Having received this charge, he threw* 
them into the inner prison and fastened 
their feet in the stocks. 

25 At midnight Paul and Silas prayed and 
sang praises to God so that all the other 
prisoners heard them. 

46Suddenly there was a great earthquake 
so that the foundations of the prison 
were shaken. Immediately all the doors 
were opened, and everyone’s chains* 
were loosed. 

27When the keeper of the prison awoke 
out of his sleep and saw the prison doors 
open, he drew out his sword and would 
have killed himself, supposing that the 
prisoners had fled. 

*8But Paul cried out with a loud voice 
saying: Do yourself no harm, for we are 
all here. 

29 So the jailer called for a light, got up, * 
came trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas. 

Then he brought them out and said: 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved? 
*'They said: Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and you will be saved, you and 
your entire household. * 

*?They spoke the Word of the Lord to 
him and to all who were in his house. 
Then the jailer took them, at that same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
wounds* and he and all his family were 
baptized immediately. * 
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*Then he took them into his house, 
sat food* before them, and rejoiced, 
believing in God along with all the rest 
of his household. 

35 When it was day, the highest officials * 
sent the sergeants saying: Let those men go. 
6 The keeper of the prison then reported* 
this to Paul, saying: The highest 
officials* have sent instructions to let 
you go. Therefore, you may now leavet 
and go in peace. 

37But Paul said to them: They have 
beaten us openly uncondemned, being 
Romans, and have cast us into prison. 
Now do they thrust us out privately *? 
No truly,* but let them come them- 
selves and fetch us out. 

The sergeants reported* these words 
to the highest officials* and they became 
very fearful when they heard that Paul 
and Silas were Roman citizens. 

"9 So the officials then personally came and 
begged* them and brought them out and 
asked* them to leave* their city. 
“Then Paul and Silas left the prison and 
went* to Lydia’s house. When they saw 
the family,* they comforted them, and 
then departed. 
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' After Paul and Silas passed through 
Amphipolis and Apollonia, they came 
to Thessalonica where was a synagogue 
of the Jews. 

2 Keeping his usualcustom, * Paul went in 
to them and for three Sabbath days he 
reasoned with them from the Scriptures. 
3 He opened the Scripture and showed* 
them that it was necessary* for Christ 
to suffer and rise again from the dead. 
And he said: This Jesus I proclaim* to 
you, is Christ. 

* Some of them believed and joined* 
with Paul and Silas, including a large * 
number* of the devout Greeks and not 
a few of the prominent* women. 

> But the Jews who did not believe were 
moved with envy. So they took some 
evil* fellows who could be bought* and 
gathered a mob‘ and setall the city in an 
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uproar. Then they assaulted the house of 
Jason and sought to bring out Paul and 
Silas to the people. 

6 When the mob did not find them, they 
dragged* Jason and certain brothers to 
the rulers of the city, crying out: Those 
who have turned the world upside down 
have now come here also. 

7 And Jason has received them. They all 
do things that are contrary to the decrees 
of Caesar by saying that there is another 
king, one called Jesus. 

8 This troubled the people and the rulers 
of the city, when they heard these things. 
9 So when they had taken security from 
Jason and from the others, they let 
them go. 

The family* immediately sent Paul 
and Silas away by night to Berea. Upon 
arriving,* they went into the synagogue 
of the Jews. 

'!'These Jews were more noble than those 
in Thessalonica, in that they received the 
Word with all readiness of mind and 
they searched the Scriptures daily to see 
if those things claimed were so. 
Therefore many of these Jews be- 
lieved as well as many prominent * Greek 
women and not a few Greek men. 
But when the Jews of Thessalonica 
learned* that the Word of God was 
proclaimed*+ by Paul at Berea, they 
came there also and stirred up the people. 
'4Then immediately the family* urged*. 
Paul to go on his way by sea. But Silas 


and Timothy stayed at Berea. 


'SThose who escorted* Paul tookt him 
to Athens. And then, after receiving in- 
structions for Silas and Timothy to come 
to Paul with all speed, they departed. 
'6While Paul waited for them in Athens, 
his spirit was stirred in him when he saw’ ‘ 
the city wholly given to idolatry. 
'7Therefore he contended* with the Jews 
and religious* people in the synagogue 
and in the market daily with those who 
met with him. 

'8Then certain Epicurean and Stoick 
philosophers confronted* him and said: 
What is this babbler saying? Others 
said: He seems to be a proposer* of 
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strange gods, because he proclaimed* 
Jesus and the resurrection to them. 
950 they took him to the Areopagus 
saying: We would like to know what this 
new doctrine is of which you speak? 
°For you bring certain strange things to 
our ears. Therefore, we would like to 
know what these things mean. 
*!For all the Athenians and strangers 
there spent their time doing nothing else 
but to tell or hear about some new thing. 
~So Paul stood in the midst of Mars’ hill 
and said: You men of Athens, I perceive 
that in all things you are too superstitious. 
*3For as I passed by and saw * the objects 
of your worship,* I saw* an altar with 
this inscription: To the Unknown God. 
Therefore, I now declare to you the God 
whom you worship as unknown. 
“4God who made the world and every- 
thing * in it, since He is Lord of heaven 
and earth, does not dwell in temples 
made by Awman hands. 
*Neitheris any worship or service needed 
from human‘ hands. For God gives all 
life and breath fo all things. 
*6God has made all nations of mankind 
to dwell on all the face of the earth from 
one blood, and He has determined long 
ago* the times appointed and the bound- 
aries* of their habitation. 
°’God desires that all mankind should seek 
the Lord. Even hoping perhaps* that 
some will feel His presence and find Him, 
although He is not far from each of us. 
**For in Him we live and move and have 
our being. And as some of your own poets 
have said: For we also are His offspring. 
*9Since* we are the offspring of God, 
we should not to think that the Godhead 
is like gold or silver or stone, engraved 
like art by man’s devices. 
The times of ignorance in the past God 
overlooked,+ but now He commands 
everyone* everywhere to repent. 
3'Because He has appointed a day in 
which He will judge the world in 
righteousness by she man whom He 
has ordained. He has given assurance 
to everyone* in that He raised Jesus 
from the dead. 
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32 When they heard of the resurrection of 
the dead, some mocked. Others said: 
We will hear you again on this maner. 

3530 Paul departed from among them. 

4 However certain men joined* to him, 
and believed. Among them were 
Dionysius the Areopagite and a woman 
named Damaris and others with them. 
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! After these things Paul leftt Athens 
and went to Corinth. 

* There, he found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, born in Pontus and recently* 
come from Italy with his wife Priscilla, 
because Claudius had commanded all 
Jews to leave Rome. Paul went to them 
3 because he was of the same craft. He 
stayed* and worked* with them for in 
their occupation they were tent makers. 
4 Every Sabbath, Paul reasoned in the 
synagogue, persuading the Jews and the 
Greeks. 

5 When Silas and Timothy came from 
Macedonia, Paul was pressed in the 
spirit to testify to the Jews that Jesus was 
indeed the Christ. 

6 When they opposed this and blas- 
phemed, Pau! shook his clothingt and 
said to them: Your blood be upon your 
own heads. Iam clean. From now on, I 
will go to the Gentiles. 

7 So he departed from there* and entered 
a certain man’s house, one named Justus 
who worshiped God and whose house 
adjoined* the synagogue. 

§ Crispus, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue along with all his household also 
believed on the Lord. And many other 
Corinthians who heard also believed and 
were baptized. 

9 Then the Lord spoke to Paul by a 
vision at night, saying: Do not be afraid, 
but speak out. Do not keep silent*. 
For ] am with you and no one shall set 
upon you to hurt you, for I have many 
people in this city. 

Ραμ continued there for a year and six 
months, teaching the Word of God 
among them. 
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'2Then when Gallio was the deputy of 
Achaia, the Jews, with one accord, 
made insurrection against Paul and 
brought him to the judgment seat. 

13 They said: This man persuades people + 
to worship God contrary to the law. 
'4When Paul was about to open his 
mouth, Gallio said to the Jews: If it were 
a matter of wrong or wicked lewdness, 
O Jews, it would be reasonable that I 
bear with you. 

15 However, if it is merely a question of 
words and names and of your law, then 
you look after it. For I will not judge 
such matters. 

'6And he drove them away from the 
judgment seat. 

'7Then all the Greeks took Sosthenes, 
the chief ruler of the synagogue, and 
beat him before the judgment seat. But 
Gallio did not care about these things. 
'8 After this, Paul stayed there for many 
days* but then he left the family' and 
sailed to Syria with Priscilla and Aquila 
with him. Paul shaved* his head in 
Cenchrea, for he had made a vow. 
ΝῊΡ then went to Ephesus and left 
Priscilla and Aquila there while he 
himself entered the synagogue and 
reasoned with the Jews. 

20 When they asked * him to stay * a longer 
time with them, he did not consent, 
*!but bid them farewell saying: I must 
by all means keep this feast that comes 
in Jerusalem. But I will return to you 
again, if it isGod’s will. Then he sailed 
from Ephesus. 

2 After he landed at Caesarea, he went 
up and greeted* the assembly, * and then 
he went down to Antioch. 

23 After he had spent some time there, he 
departed and went over ail the country 
of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
strengthening all the disciples. 

*4*Then a certain Jew named Apollos 
who was born at Alexandria and who 
was an eloquent man and mighty in the 
Scriptures, came to Ephesus. 

*5 Apollos was well instructed in the way 
of the Lord. He was fervent in the spirit 
and he spoke and taught diligently the 
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things of the Lord. But he only knew the 
baptism of John. 

764s he began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue, when Aquila and Priscilla 
heard him, they took him aside and 
expounded the way of God to him more 
perfectly. 

27 After that when Apallos was disposed to 
pass into Achaia, the family* wrote a 
letter, exhorting the disciples to receive 
him. When he came, he helped those 
who had believed through grace. 

8For he mightily refuted * the Jews, and 
that publicly, showing by the Scriptures 
that Jesus was the Christ. 
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! It came to pass that while Apollos was 
in Corinth, Paul passed through the 
upper region* and came to Ephesus. 

Finding certain disciples there, 

2 he said to them: Have you received the 
Holy Spirit since you believed? And 
they said to him: We have not even 
heard that there is a Holy Spirit. 

3 Paul said to them: Into what then were 
you baptized? They said: Into John’s 
baptism. 

4 Then Paul said: John truly* baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, saying 

to the people that they should believe in 
the One who would come after him, that 

is, in Christ Jesus. 
>-‘When they heard this, they were 

haptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul laid Ais hands on them, 

the Holy Spirit came upon them and they 

spoke with tongues and prophesied. 

7 All the men there numbered* about 

twelve. 

8 Then Paul went into the synagogue "ἡ 
and spoke boldly for three months, 
advocating* and persuading those who 
heard him about the things concerning 
the kingdom of God. 

9 But wheh many of differentt persua- 
sions were hardened against him and did 
not believe, but spoke evil about the way 
of Christ before the multitude, Paul left 
them and separated the disciples away 
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from them, now reasoning* daily in the 
school of Tyrannus. 
'OThis continued for two years, so that 
all who lived* in Asia heard the Word 
of the Lord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 
'tAnd God worked* special miracles 
through Paul’s hands. 
1280 much so that handkerchiefs and 
aprons were taken* from Paul’s body to 
the sick and diseases left* them and evil 
spirits went out of them. 
"Then some vagabond Jews who were 
exorcists took it upon themselves to call 
our the name of the Lord Jesus over those 
who had evil spirits, saying: We beg* 
you by Jesus whom Paul proclaims. * 
'’There were seven sons of Sceva, aJew 
and chief of the priests, who did this. 
'SBut the evil spirit answered and said: 
Jesus ] know and Paul J know, but who 
are you? 
'6Then the man who had the evil spirit 
leaped on them and overcame them and 
prevailed against them so that they fled 
out of that house naked and wounded. 
'7 All the Jews and Greeks who lived* in 
Ephesus knew about this so that fear fell 
on them all and the name of the Lord 
Jesus was magnified. 
'8Many who believed came and confessed 
and reported* their deeds. 
'9Many of those who used curious arts 
also brought their books together and 
burned them before all people. They 
counted the value* of those books and 
found it to be fifty thousand pieces of 
silver. 
°Therefore, the Word of God grew 
mightily and prevailed. 
“1 After these things were fulfilled,*+ in 
his spirit, Paul decided to pass through 
, Macedonia and Achaia and go to 
Jerusalem, saying: After I have been 
there, 1 must also see Rome. 
280 he sent word to Macedonia to two 
of those who had ministered to him, 
Timothy and Erastus, but he himself 
stayed in Asia for a season. 
2341 the same time, there arose no small 
stir about this faith called the Way mean- 
ing believing in Christ and His resurrection. 
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*4For ἃ certain man named Demetrius, ἃ 
silversmith, made silver shrines for 
Diana, and this brought no small gain to 
the craftsmen. 

$0, Demetrius called the workmen of 
this occupation together and said: Sirs, 
you know that by this craft we have our 
wealth. 

26Moreover you see and hear that not 
only* at Ephesus, but almost throughout 
all Asia, this Paul has persuaded and 
turned many people away, saying that 
there are no gods that are made with 
hands. 

27Therefore, not only is our craft in 
danger of being rejected,* but also the 
temple of the great goddess whom all of 
Asia and the world worships could be 
despised and her magnificence destroyed. 
28When they heard this, they were full of 
anger* and cried out saying: Great is 
Diana of the Ephesians. 

2950 the whole city was filled with 
confusion. But with one accord the mob 
ran into the theater and caught Gaius and 
Aristarchus of Macedonia who were 
Paul’s companions. 

3°When Paul wanted* to go in to the 
people, the disciples did not allow* him 
to do so. 

3!Some of the chiefs of Asia who were 
Paul’s friends, sent word to him asking* 
him to not venture* into the theater. 
32Some therefore cried out one thing and 
some another for the assembly was 
confused. Most* did not even under- 
stand* whyt they had come together. 
They pulled* Alexander out of the 
crowd* and the Jews put him forward. 
Alexander signaled* with the hand 
and would have made his defense to 
the people, 

34But when they knew that he was aJew, 
all with one voice cried out for two 
hours: Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 
35Then the town clerk appeased the people 
when he said: You men of Ephesus, what 
man is there that does not understand* 
that the city of the Ephesians is a wor- 
shiper of the great goddess Diana and of 
the image that fell down from Jupiter? 


%Since these things cannot be success- 
fully spoken against, you ought to be 
quiet and to do nothing rashly. 

For you have brought these men here 
who are neither robbers of assembliest 
nor blasphemers of your goddess. 

38 Therefore if Demetrius and the craftsmen 
who are with him have a matter against 
anyone, the law is open and there are 
deputies. Let them accuse* one another. 
And if you have any other inquiry 
concerning other matters, it should*t be 
determined in a lawful assembly. 

© For we are in danger of being called in 
question for this day’s uproar. For there 
is no justifiable cause that we can give to 
account for this unruly concourse. 
4'When he had thus spoken, he dis- 
missed the assembly. 
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' After the uproar was stopped,* Paul 
called the disciples to embrace them and 
then he left* to go to Macedonia. 

2 Then after he had gone through those 
regions * and given then much exhorta- 
tion, he went on to Greece. 

3 He stayed* there for three months. 
When the Jews were plotting’ against 
him as he was about to sail to Syria, he 
decided’ to return through Macedonia. 
+ Accompanying him to Asia were 
Sopater from Berea, Aristarchus and 
Secundus from Thessalonica, Gaius from 
Derbe, Tychicus and Trophimus from 
Asia, and Timothy. 

> Allthese going before, waited for us 
at Troas. 

6 After celebrating the days of unleav- 
ened bread, we sailed from Philippi and 
met* them in Troas in five days and 
stayed* with them there for seven days. 
7 On the first day of the week, when the 
disciples came together to break bread, 
Paul proclaimed* the Word to them. 
ready to depart on the next day, and he 
continued his speech until midnight. 

® There were many lights in the upper 
chamber where they were gathered 
together. 
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9 In a window sill, a certain young man 
named Eutychus sat and began to fall 
into a deep sleep as Paul continued 
speaking* fora long time. The young man 
slumped* down in sleep, fell from the 
third loft, and was taken as dead. 
Paul went downstairs and fell upon 
him to embrace himand said: Do not be 
troubled, for his life is sti// in him. 
‘'Therefore, after Paul came back 
upstairs again and broke bread and ate 
and talked a long while, even until the 
break of day, he shen departed. 

2They took* the young man with them, 
very much alive, and they were nota little 
comforted by this. 

350 we went to the ship and sailed to 
Assos. There we had intended to take 
Paul onto the ship. For he had appointed 
himself to go his far on foot. 

‘4 Therefore, when he met us in Assos, 
we took him in and went on to Mitylene. 
'5From Assos, we Sailed on and the next 
day came near* Chios. The next day we 
arrived at Samos and stayed at 
Trogyllium. And the next day we came 
to Miletus. 

'SPaul had determined to sail by 
Ephesus because he would not spend 
the time in Asia. For he hurried.* so 
that if it were possible, he wanted to be 
in Jerusalem for the day of Pentecost. 
'7From Miletus, he sent word to Ephesus 
to call together the elders of the assem-. 
blies.+ 


/8When they came to him, he said to 


them: You know, from the first day that 
I came to Asia, how* I have been with 
you.at all times.* 

'97 have served the Lord with all humility 
of mind and with many tears ard | 
trials* that befell me from the plotting* 
of the Jews. 

201 have kept back nothing that would be 
beneficial ro you. But 1 have shown 
you and taughi you -oth publicly and 
from house to house. 

217 have testified to both the Jews and 
also to the Grecks. proclaiming repen- 
tance to God and faith in our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
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24nd now behold, I am going bound in 
the spirit to Jerusalem, not knowing 
what things will befall me there. 
3Exceptt J know that the Holy Spirit 
testifies* ro me in every city saying that 
chains* and afflictions will stay * with me. 
*4But none of these things deter* me. 
Nor do I count my life dear to myself, 
so that I might finish my course with 
joy, andcomplete the ministry that I have 
received from the Lord Jesus: To testify 
to the Gospel of the grace of God. 
5Now, behold I know that you all, among 
whom I have gone proclaiming* the king- 
dom of God, will see my face no longer.* 
“*6Therefore I ask* you to record this day, 
that I am pure from the blood of all people. 
7For I have not shunned the responsibility 
to declare the counsel of God to all of you. 
*’Therefore, take heed to yourselves 
and to all the flock over which the Holy 
Spirit has made you overseers. Feed the 
assembly* of God that He purchased 
with His own blood. 
*°For I know this, that after I leave,* 
grievous wolves will enter in among 
you and will not spare the flock.

¥Yes, you yourselves know that these 
hands have ministered to my own needs* 
and fo the needs of those who were with me. 
35] have shown you everything * so that, 
laboring in this way,+ you ought to 
support the weak and remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how He said: 
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It is more blessed to give 


than to receive. 
ee, 
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When he had thus spoken, he knelt 
down and prayed with them all. 
They all wept greatly* and fell on 
Paul’s neck and kissed him. 

38Of all the words that Paul spoke, what 
caused them the most sorrow was that 
they would see his face no longer.* But 
then they accompanied him to the ship. 
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' It came to pass, that after we left* them 
and launched, we came with a straight 
course to Coos and the day following to 
Rhodes and from there’ to Patara. 

2 Finding a ship that was sailing to 
Phoenicia, we went aboard and set forth. 
3 When we sighted* Cyprus, we passed 
by it on the left and sailed to Syria and 
landed at Tyre, for the ship was to 
unload its cargo* there. 

4 Finding disciples there, we stayed with 
them for seven days. Through the Spirit, 
they said to Paul that he should not go to 
Jerusalem. 

5 When we completedt those days, 
we departed and went on our way. 
They all accompanied* us with their 
wives and children until we were out 
of the city. Then we knelt down on the 
shore and prayed. 

6 After we left* each other, we boardedt 
the ship and they returned home again. 
7 When we finished our course from 
Tyre, we came to Ptolemais and greeted* 
the familyt there and stayed* with them 
for one day. 

5 The next day, we who were in Paul’s 
company left* and went on to Caesarea. 
There, we entered the house of Philip the 
evangelist who was one of the seven and 
stayed* with him. 

° Philip had four daughters who were 
virgins and who prophesied. 

OAs we continued* there for many 
days, a prophet named Agabus came 
from Judea. 

''When he arrived,* he took Paul’s 
belt* and bound his own hands and 
feet and said: The Holy Spirit has said 
this to me: In this same way, the Jews in 
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Jerusalem will bind the man who owns 
this belt* and deliver him into the hands 
of the Gentiles. 

'2When we heard these things, both we 
and those in that place begged* Paul to 
not go to Jerusalem. 

'3But Paul answered: Why do you weep 
and break my heart? For I am ready not 
only to be bound, but also to die in 
Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Jesus. 
'4When he would not be persuaded, we 
stopped* protesting and said: May the 
Lord’s will be done. 

'S After those days we took our baggage* 
and went to Jerusalem. 

'6 Some of the disciples in Caesarea also 
went with us and they brought Mnason 
from Cyprus, an old disciple with whom 
we had lodged. 

'7When we arrived* in Jerusalem, the 
family* received us gladly. 

''The next’ day, Paul and the rest of us 
went to James, and all the elders were 
present. 

'?After we greeted* them, Paul de- 
scribed* in detail* what great things 
God had worked* among the Gentiles 
through his ministry. 

20When they heard this, they glorified 
the Lord and said to Paul: You see, 
brother, how many thousands of Jews 
there are who believe, but they are all 
zealous for this law of substance. 

*! They have been told* about you, that 
you teach all the Jews who are among 
the Gentiles to forsake Moses saying 
that they should not circumcise their 
children or follow* the traditional Jewish 
customs. 

*2What should we do? Surely a crowd 
will come together, for they will hear 
that you have come. 

>Therefore do this that we say to you. 
We have four men who have taken a vow. 
4Take them and purify yourself with 
them and pay* the costs* for them so 
that they can shave their heads. Then all 
may know that those things that have 
been told* about* you are nothing, but 
that you yourself also walk orderly and 
keep the law. 
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Concerning the Gentile believers, we 
have written and concluded that they 
observe no such things, except* that they 
keep themselves from things offered to 
idols and from blood and from things 
strangled and from fornication. 

26So Paul took the men and the next 
day after purifying himself with them 
he entered the temple to signify the 
accomplishment of the days of purifica- 
tion until an offering could be offered 
for everyone of them. 

27When the seven days were almost 
ended, the Jews from Asia saw Paul in 
the temple and they stirred up all the 
people and laid hands on him. 

*8They cried out: Men of Israel help us. 
This is the man who teaches all people 
everywhere things that are against the 
people and the law and this place. Fur- 
thermore, he also took Greeks into the 
temple and polluted this holy place. 
2°For in the city Trophimus, they had 
seen an Ephesian with Paul and they 
assumed? that he had taken the Ephesian 
into the temple. 

Therefore all the city was riled* up and 
the people ran together and took Paul 
and dragged* him out of the temple and 
immediately* shut the doors. 

31As the mob was about to kill Paul, a 
message* came to the chief captain of 
the company* of soldiers saying that all 
Jerusalem was in an uproar. , 
32 So the captain immediately took soldiers 
and centurions and ran down to them. 
When they saw the chief captain and the 
soldiers, they stopped* beating Paul. 
33Then the chief captain came near and 
took him and commanded him to be 
bound with two chains. The captain 
demanded to know who Paul was and ᾿΄᾿ 
what he had done. 

4Somepeople in the crowd* cried ourone 
thing and some another. When the captain 
could not know with certainty what the 
cause was for the tumult, he commanded 
that Paul be carried into the castle. 
35When they came to the stairs, Paul was 
carried* by the soldiers because of the 
violence of the people. 
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*The crowd+ followed after them, 
crying out: Away with him. 

37As Paul was about to be led into the 
castle, he said to the chief captain: May 
I speak to you? The captain said: Can you 
speak Greek? 

34 Are you not that Egyptian who before 
these days made an uproar and led four 
thousand men who were murderers out 
into the wilderness? 

But Paul said: I am a Jew from Tarsus, a 
city in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city. I 
urge you, allow me to speak to the people. 
“When the captain gave Paul permission, * 
he stood on the stairs and signaled* to 
the people with his hand. When there 
was silence, he spoke to them in the 
Hebrew tongue. 
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| Men, family,* and fathers: Now hear 
my defense to you. 

2 When they heard that he spoke to them 
in the Hebrew tongue, they kept all the 
more silent. Then he said: 

351 am truly* a Jew, born in Tarsus, a 
city in Cilicia. J was brought in this city 
at the feet of Gamaliel, taught according 
to the strict* letter of the law of the 
fathers, and zealous toward God as you 
all are this day. 

4 Therefore, | persecuted this faith known 
as The Way even to the death, binding 
and delivering both men and women 
into prisons. 

5 The high priest and all of the council* 
of elders testify* to this fact. And from 
them, I received letters to the family* 
and J went to Damascus to bring those 
who were bound there to Jerusalem to 
be punished. 

6 It came to pass that, as I made my 
journey and came near Damascus 
about noon, suddenly there shone from 
heaven a great light around* me. 

7] fell to the ground and heard a voice 
saying to me: Saul, Saul, why do you 
persecute me? 

51 answered: Who are you Lord? He 
said to me: I am Jesus of Nazareth 
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whom you persecute. 

9 Those who were with me also saw the 
light and were afraid but they did not 
hear the voice of Him who spoke to me. 
10} said: What shall I do, Lord? And the 
Lord said to me, Arise, and go into 
Damascus. There you will be told 
about all the things that are appointed 
for you to do. 

''When I could not see because of the 
brightness* of that light, J was led by the 
hand of those who were with me and I 
came to Damascus. 

2 After Larrived there, amannamed Ananias, 
who was a devout man according to the 
law, and who had a good report from all 
the Jews who lived* there, 

'3came to me and stood by me and said 
to me: Brother Saul, receive your 
sight. And the same hour I looked up 
and saw him. 

4He said: The God of our fathers has 
chosen you, that you should know His 
will and see that Just One and hear the 
voice of His mouth.

\6Therefore why do you delayt now? 
Arise and be baptized and wash away 
your sins, calling on the name of the 
Lord. 

'7Now it came to pass, that when I had 
come again to Jerusalem, as I prayed in 
the temple, I went into a trance. 

184nd I saw Him and heard Him say to 
me: Hurry and quickly get out of 
Jerusalem, for they will not receive 
your testimony concerning me. 

[5] said: Lord, they know that I impris- 
oned and beat some in every synagogue 
who believe in you. 

20When the blood of your martyr Stephen 
was shed, I also was standing by and 
consenting to his death and held* the 
coats* of those who killed* him. 

21He said to me: Leavet now, for I will 
send you far from here to the Gentiles. 
2They listened* to Paul’s words and 
then raised* their voices and said: 
Away with such a fellow from the earth, 
for it is not proper‘ that he should live. 
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23 As they cried out, they tore* off their 5 Then Paul said: 1 did not understand, ἡ 


clothes and threw dust into the air. 

4 Then the chief captain commanded that 
Paul be brought into the castle and 
ordered* that he should be examined by 
scourging so that he might know why* 
they cried out so against him. 

25As they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said to the centurion who stood by: 
Is it lawful for you to flog* a man who 
is a Roman and has not been convicted* 
of anything? 

76When the centurion heard that, he 
went away and told the chief captain 
saying: Take heed what you do, for this 
man is a Roman. 

”7Then the chief captain came and said 
to Paul: Tell me: Are you a Roman? 
He said: Yes. 

** The chief captain answered: I obtained 
this freedom at a great cost. " And Paul 
said: But [ was born free. 

*’Then immediately* he who had been 
about to examine Paul left.* The chief 
captain was also afraid after he knew 
that Paul was a Roman, because he was 
the one who had bound him. 

On the next day, because he wanted to 
know for certain why Pau! had been 
accused by the Jews, he released* him 
from his chainst and commanded the 
chief priests and all their council to 
appear, and then he brought Paul down 
and stood* him before them. 
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' Paul looked* earnestly αἱ the council 
and said: Men and family,*+ I have 
lived in all good conscience before 
God to this day. 

* Ananias the high priest Ananias then 
commanded those who stood by Paul to 
strike* him on the mouth. 

Then Paul said to him: God will 
strike* you, you whitewashed* wall. 
For you sit to judge me by the law but 
then command me to be struck* contrary 
to the law? 

* Those who stood by said: Do you 
revile God's high priest? 


family,*+ that he was the high priest. 
For it is written: You shall not speak 
evil about the ruler of your people. 
Exodus 22:28 

6 But when Paul perceived that one part 
of the audience were Sadducees and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the 
council: Men and ἴδιαν," I am a 
Pharisee, the son of a Pharisee. Am I 
being judged* because of the hope and 
resurrection of the dead? 

7 When he said this, dissension arose 
between the Pharisees and the Sadducees 
and the crowd* was divided. 

8 For the Sadducees say that there is no 
resurrection, neither angel nor spirit, 
but the Pharisees confess both. 

9 And so a great cry arose. The scribes 
who were Pharisees rose up and argued* 
saying: We find no evil in this man, but 
if a spirit or an angel has spoken to him, 
let us not fight against God. 

‘When this great dissension arose, the 
chief captain, fearing lest Paul might be 
pulled to pieces by them, commanded the 
soldiers to go down and take him by force 
from them and take him into the castle. 
"The following night, the Lord stoodby 
Paul and said: Be of good cheer, Paul. 
For as you have testified about me in 
Jerusalem, so also, you must testify* in 
Rome. 

'2When it was day, some of the Jews, 
banded together and bound themselves 
under a curse saying that they would 
neither eat nor drink until they had 
killed Paul. 

More than forty of them made this 
conspiracy. 

'4They came to the chief priests and 
elders and said: We have bound our- ‘* 
selves under a great curse that we will 
eat nothing until we have killed* Paul. 
15Now therefore you and the council 
signal* to the chief captain to bring 
Paul dowrfto you tomorrow as though 
you want to question* him further.* 
And before* he comes near, we are 
ready to kill him. 

'6When Paul’s sister’s son heard about 
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their plot,* he entered the castle and 
told Paul. 

'7Then Paul called one of the centurions 
and said: Take this young man to the 
chief captain, for he has something to 
tell him. 

'8So the centurion took the young man to 
the chief captain and said: Paul the 
prisoner called me and asked* me to 
bring this young man to you. He has 
something to say to you. 

''Then the chief captain took him by the 
hand and went with him aside privately 
and asked him: What is that you have to 
tell me? 

0He said: The Jews have agreed to ask* 
that you bring Paul down to the council 
tomorrow, as though they would 
question* him further. ἡ 

>!But do not yield to them, for they are 
plotting* against him. More than forty 
men have bound themselves with an 
oath, that they will neither eat nor drink 
until they have killed him. Now are they 
ready, looking for a promise from you. 
22So the chief captain let the young man 
leave* and charged him: Tell no one that 
you have shown these things to me. 
Then the captain called two centurions 
saying: Make ready two hundred soldiers 
and seventy horsemen and two hundred 
spearmen to go to Caesarea at nine 
o’clock* at night. 

4Provide a beast for Paul to ride to take 
him safely to Felix the governor. 
?5Then he wrote a letter in this manner. 
28From Claudius Lysias to the most 
excellent governor Felix. Greetings. 


.?7This man Paul was taken by the Jews 
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and would have been killed by them. But 
I came with an army and rescued him, 
having understood that he was a Roman. 
*8When I wanted to know the reason*+ 
why* they accused him, I brought him 
forth into their council. 

29] perceived him to be accused regarding* 
questions in their law, but to have 
nothing laid to his charge worthy of 
death or of chains. +t 

When I was told that the Jews were 
plotting* against this man, I immedi- 
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ately* sent him to you and gave 
instructions* to his accusers also to 
say before you what they had against 
him. Farewell. 

3!Then as it was commanded fo them, 
the soldiers took Paul by night to 
Antipatris. 

The next day, the soldiers left the 
horsemen to go with Paul and they 
returned to the castle. 

33When the horsemen came to Caesarea, 
they delivered the epistle to the governor 
and presented Paul to him. 

When the governor read the letter, he 
asked what province Paul was from. 
When he understood that. he was from 
Cilicia, 

he said: I will hear your case when 
your accusers have also come. Then he 
commanded thar Paul be kept in Herod’s 
judgment hall. 
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| After five days, Ananias the high 
priest arrived* with the elders and with 
a certain orator named Tertullus, who 
informed the governor of the charges 
against Paul. 

2 When he was called forth, Tertullus 
began to accuse Paul saying: Since: it is 
by you, governor, that we enjoy great 
quietness, and that very worthy deeds are 
done to this nation by your providence, 

3 we accept this always and in all places 
with all thankfulness most noble Felix. 
4 Nevertheless, hoping that I may not 
be tedious to you, I ask* that by your 
patience* you might hear a few words 
from us. 

5 For we have found this man Pau! to be 
a pestilent fellow, a mover of sedition 
among all the Jews throughout the world, 
and a ringleader of the sect of the 
Nazafenes. 

6 He has gone about profaning the 
temple. So we took him and would have 
judged him according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came and 
with great violence took him away out of 
our hands. 
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8. He commanded us, Paul’s accusers, to 
come to you. By examining him your- 
self, you will know about all the things 
about which we accuse him. 

’ The Jews all agreed* by saying that 
these things were so. 

‘Then, the governor signaled* for Paul 
to speak, and he answered: Since* I know 
that you have been a judge in this nation 
for many years, I gladly answer for myself. 
''So you may understand, it has been 
twelve days since I went to Jerusalem to 
worship. 

'2They did not find me in the temple 
disputing with anyone. Nor did anyone 
find me stitring* up people in the syna- 
gogues or in the city. 

'SNeither can they prove the things 
about which they now accuse me. 
'4But I confess this to you: That in 
following* The Way, which they calla 
heresy, I also worship the God of my 
fathers and I believe everything * that is 
written in the law and in the prophets. 
'5] have hope in God, as do all who 
accept* this, that there will be a 
resurrection of the dead, both of the 
righteous* and unrighteous. * 

'6Tn this hope I strive* to always have a 
conscience void of offense toward God 
and foward men. 

'7Now after many years I came to bring 
alms to my nation and offerings. 

'8 At that time,* certain Jews from Asia 
found me purified in the temple and not 
with a mob* or tumult. 

'9 Those people ought to have been here 
before you to object if they had some- 
thing against me. 

0Or else let these accusers say so if they 
found any evil doing in me while I stood 
before the council. 

*\ It is for this one sound? that I cried our 
while standing among them, touching on 
the resurrection of the dead, shat I am 
called in for questioning by you this day. 
22When Felix heard these things, having 
straighter* knowledge about the way from 
Paul, he deferred the matter and said: When 
Lysias the chief captain comes down, I 
will further consider* your matter. 
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23Then Felix commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul and to let him have liberty and 
that he should not forbid any of his 
acquaintances to minister or come to him. 
4 After several* days, Felix came with 
his wife Drusilla, who was a Jew,* and 
he sent for Paul and wanted to hear from 
him concerning faith in Christ. 

25As Paul spoke* about righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to come, 
Felix trembled and answered: Go away 
for this time. When 1 have a convenient 
season, I will call for you. 

*6Felix also hoped that Paul might give 
him money so that he could release him. 
Therefore he sent for Paul more often 
and conversed* with him. 

27But after two years, Porcius Festus 
came into Felix’ office* and Felix, 
wanting* to show the Jews a favor, * left 
Paul bound. 
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' Now when Festus came to the prov- 

ince, after three days he went up* from 

Caesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief of 

the Jews informed Festus about Paul and 

begged* him 

3 for u favor, asking Festus to send Paul to 

Jerusalem so they could wait along the 

way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered that Paul should 

be kept at Caesarea and that he himself ’ 
would soon* got there. 

‘Therefore Festus said: Let those 

among you who are able go with me 

and accuse this man [0 see if there is 

any wickedness in him. 

6 After he stayed * there among them for 

ten days, he went down to Caesarea. "' 
The next day sitting on the judgment 
seat, he commanded Paul to be brought. 
7 When Paul came in, the Jews who came 
down from Jerusalem stood around* and 
made many grievous complaints against 
Paul that they could not prove. 

8 ‘When Paul answered for himself, he said: 
[have not offended anyone in anything at 
all, not against the law of the Jews or 
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against the temple or against Caesar. 

9 But Festus, wanting* to do the Jews a 
favor,* answered Paul and said: Will 
you go up to Jerusalem and be judged by 
me there about these things? 

‘Then Paul said: I stand at Caesar’s 
judgment seat where I ought to be 
judged. I have done no wrong to the 
Jews, aS you very well know. 

"For if ] am an offender or have commit- 
ted anything worthy of death, I do not 
refuse to die. But if none of these things 
are true of which these Jews accuse me, 
no one should be able to deliver me to 
them. I appeal to Caesar. - 

Then Festus, when he had conferred 
with the council, answered: Since you 
have appealed to Caesar, to Caesar you 
shall go. 

'3After several* days, King Agrippa and 
Bernice came to Caesarea to greet* Festus. 
'4When they had been there many days, 
Festus described* Paul’s case* to the 
king saying: There is a certain man who 
was left in prison* by Felix. 

'SWhen I was in Jerusalem, the chief 
priests and the elders of the Jews in- 
formed me about him and wanted* a 
judgment against him. 

6] answered them, by saying: It is not the 
Roman way* to deliver anyone to die 
before the one who is accused has the 
accusers face to face with license to 
answer for himself concerning the crime 
laid against him. 

'7Therefore when they came here, with- 
out any delay, on the very next day I sat 
on the judgment seat and commanded 
the man to be brought forth. 

'8When the accusers stood up, they 
brought no accusation of such things as 
I supposed. 

'9But from their own superstition they 
had certain questions against him and 
about one called Jesus, who was dead, 
but whom Paul affirmed to be alive. 
*°Because 1 was doubtful about such 
questions, I asked Paul if he would go to 
Jerusalem and be judged there about 
these matters. 

21But when Paul appealed to be heard by 
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Augustus, I commanded him to be kept 
until I might send him to Caesar. 
*2Then Agrippa said to Festus: I would 
also like to hear the man myself. To- 
morrow, Festus said, you shall hear him. 
*3The next day, when Agrippa and 
Bernice came with great pomp and 
entered the place of hearing along with 
the chief captains and principal men of 
the city, at Festus’ commandment Paul 
was brought forth. 

4Festus said: King Agrippa and every- 
one* here present with us: You see this 
man about whom all the multitude of Jews 
have petitioned* me, both at Jerusalem 
and also here, crying out that he should 
not live any longer. 

*5But when I found that he had commit- 
ted nothing worthy of death and that he 
himself appealed to Augustus, I decided* 
to send him there. 

26However, | have no certain thing to 
write about him to my lord Caesar. There- 
fore I have brought him forth before 
you, and especially before you, O king 
Agrippa, so that after you have examined 
him, | might have something to write. 
*7For it seems unreasonable to me to 
send a prisoner and not send with him a 
significant* description of the crimes laid 
against him. 
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' Then Agrippa said to Paul: You are 
permitted to speak for yourself. Then 
Paul stretched forth his hand and 
answered for himself. 

2 I think myself blessed, * king Agrippa, 
because I shall answer for myself this day 
before you, touching upon all the things 
about which 1 am accused by the Jews. 
3 Especially because I know you to be 
expert in all of the customs and questions 
that are debated among the Jews. There- 
fore I urge you to hear me patiently. 

4 From my youth, my life from the 
very beginning was formed* among 
my own nation in Jerusalem. The 
Jews all know this. 

5 They ali knew me from the beginning. 
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If they would testify, they would say that 
I lived following* the strictest* sect of 
our religion as a Pharisee. 

6 Yer now I stand and am judged for the hope 
of the promise made to our fathers by God. 
7 For this promise our twelve tribes 
earnestly*+ served God day and night, 
hoping to attain* it. It is because* of this 
hope, King Agrippa, that I am accused 
by the Jews. 

5" Why should it be thought incredible 
that God could raise the dead? 

9 I myself truly* thought that I ought to 
do many things contrary to the name of 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

And I actually did these things in 
Jerusalem. Having received authority 
from the chief priests, I shut up many of 
the saints in prison. When they were put 
to death, I gave my voice against them. 
''T often punished them in all the syna- 
gogues and compelled them to blas- 
pheme. Being exceedingly furious* 
against them, I persecuted them even to 
outlying* cities. 

'2But then, as I went to Damascus with 
authority and commission from the chief 
priests, 

3 At midday, O king, I saw a light from 
heaven on the way. Jt was brighter than 
the sun and shining al! around* me. 
Those traveling* with me also saw it. 
'4When we all fell to the ground,* | 
heard ἃ voice speaking to me and saying 
in the Hebrew tongue: Saul, Saul, why 
do you persecute me? /t is hard for you 
to kick against the pricks. 

151 said: Who are you, Lord? He said: I 
am Jesus whom you persecute. 

'¢But rise and stand up on your feet. For 
I have appeared to you for this purpose, 
to make you a minister and a witness 
both of these- things that you have seen 
and of those things in which I will 
appear to you. 

'77 will deliver you from the people 
and from the Gentiles, to whom now I 
send you, 

810 open their eyes and to tum them 
from darkness to light and from the 
authority* of Satan to God so that they 
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may receive forgiveness of sins and 
inheritance among those who are sanc- 
tified by faith that is in me. 
'°Therefore, O King Agrippa, I was not 
disobedient to the heavenly vision. 
2°But 1 declared* it first to those in 
Damascus and in Jerusalem and through- 


out all the borders* af Judea, and then to 


the Gentiles so that they could repent 
and tum to God and do works worthy* 
of repentance. 

21For these causes the Jews caught me in 
the temple and went about to kill me. 
?2Therefore, having obtained help from 
God, I continue to this day, witnessing 
both to small and great saying no other 
things than what the prophets and Moses 
said would come: 

3That Christ would suffer and that He 
would be the first who would rise from 
the dead and show light to the people 
and to the Gentiles. 

24As he thus spoke for himself, Festus 
said with a loud voice: Paul, you are 
beside yourself. Too much learning has 
made you mad. 

*5But Paul said: I am not mad, most 
noble Festus, but / speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness. 

*6For the king knows all about these 
things. Before him, I can speak freely. 
For I am persuaded that none of these 
things are hidden from him. For this 
thing was not done hidden in a comer. . 
77King Agrippa, do you believe the 
prophets? I know that you believe. 
7®Then Agrippa said to Paul: You 
almost persuade me to be a Christian. 
2°Then Paul said: I wish* to God that not 
only you, but also all who hear me this 
day, were both almost and entirely* as 

Ι am, except these chains. ἡ 
39When he had thus spoken, the king 
rose up, and the governor and Bernice 
and those who sat with them. 

3 After they had gone aside, they talked 
among themselves saying: This man does 
nothing worthy of death or of chains.* 
®Then Agrippa said to Festus: This 
man might have been released* if he had 
not appealed to Caesar.

| When they decided* that we would sail 
to Italy, they delivered Paul and certain 
other prisoners to one named Julius, 
a centurion of Augustus’ company* 
of soldiers. 

2 After entering a ship from Adram- 
yttium, we launched, intending* to 
sail passed* the borders* of Asia. 
Aristarchus, a Macedonian from 
Thessalonica was with us. 

3 The next day we stopped* briefly at 
Sidon. Julius treated Paul courteously 
and gave him liberty to go to his friends 
to refresh himself. 

4 When we launched from there,+ we 
sailed under Cyprus because the winds 
were against* us. 

5 After we sailed over the sea near 
Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 There, the centurion found a ship 
from Alexandria sailing to Italy and he 
put us on it. 

7 When we had sailed slowly for many 
days and barely* came near* to Cnidus 
because the wind did not allow* us 
closer, we then sailed under Crete near* 
Salmone. 

8 Barely* passing by it, we came to a 
place called The Fair Havens near the 
city of Lasea. 

9 After+ much time had passed and 
sailing was now dangerous because 
the fast conditions had past, Paul 
cautioned them. 


, '°He said to them: Sirs, I perceive that 
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this voyage will be with much injury* 
and damage, not only to the ship and 
cargo,* but also to our lives. 
Nevertheless, the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship 
more than the things that Paul said. 
'2And, because the harbor+ was not 
well suited* to winter in, most* advised 
them to leave* from there* if they could 
by any means make? it to Phoenix to 
winter there. The harbor* in Crete faces* 
to both the southwest and northwest. 
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'3Therefore when the south wind blew 
softly, they supposed that this suited* 
their purpose so they left* there and 
sailed close by Crete. 

'4But not long after, a tempestuous wind 
called Euroclydon arose like a hurricane 
against the ship. 

'5When the ship was caught and could 
not bear up into the wind, we let it run 
adrift.* 

'64s we ran under an island called Clauda, 
we had much work to do by the lifeboat 
that was used to help undergird the 
ship. But, fearing lest they might fall 
into the quicksands, they struck sail and 
thus were driven along. 

'8Being exceedingly tossed by the 
storm,* the next day they lightened the 
ship. 

'9On the third day, we cast out the ship’s 
tackle with our own hands. 

2°0For many days, neither sun nor stars 
appeared and as no small storm* lay on 
us, all hope that we might be saved was 
taken away. 

1Then, after long abstinence, Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them and 
said: Sirs, you should have listened* 
to me and not sailed* from Crete and 
you would not have received* this harm 
and loss. 

22But now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer, for there will be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but only the ship 
will be lost. 

43For an angel of God, whose I am and 
whom I serve, stood by me this night 
saying: Do not be afraid Paul. You 
must be brought before Caesar. And 
behold, God is giving to you all who are 
sailing with you. 

+5Therefore sirs, be of good cheer, for 
I believe God, that it will indeed be as it 
was told to me. 

26 However, we must first be cast onto a 
certain island. 

*1Therefore, when the fourteenth night 
came, as we were driven up and down 
in the Adriatic sea, about midnight the 
ship’s men thought*t that they were 
drawing near to some country. 
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28 So they sounded the depth and found it 
to be twenty fathoms. After they went a 
little further, they sounded again and 
found it to be fifteen fathoms. 

°Then fearing lest we might fall upon 
rocks, they cast four anchors out of the 
stern, and wished for daylight. 

30 As the ship’s men were about to flee 
out of the ship, they let down the lifeboat 
under the pretense* that they were cast- 
ing anchors out of the bow* of the ship. 
3!Paul said to the centurion and to the 
soldiers, Unless* these men stay* in the 
ship, you cannot be saved. 

2 Then the soldiers cut the ropes to the 
lifeboat and let it fall. 

33 Then as day was coming, Paul begged* 
them all to take some food* saying: This 
is the fourteenth day that you have 
expectantly* continued fasting and taken 
nothing to eat. 

“Therefore 1 begt you to take some 
food. For this is so that you can be 
saved.* For not one hair shall fall from 
the head of any of you. 

> After Paul had spoken this, he took 
bread and gave thanks to God in presence 
of them all. When he had broken ir, he 
began to eat. 

6Then they were all of good cheer and 
they also took some food.* 

73n all, there were two hundred and 
seventy six souls on the ship. 

8When they had eaten enough, they 
lightened the ship by casting out the 
wheat that was left into the sea. 
*When it was daylight, they did not 
recognize* the land, but they discovered 
a certain creek with a shore into which 
they were of a mind* to drive* in the 
ship, if possible. 

“After they had taken away* the 
anchors, they committed themselves to 
the sea. Then they loosened the rudder 
ropes,* hoisted* up the mainsail to the 
wind, and headed* toward shore. 

*! They fell into a place where two seas 
met and ran the ship aground. The fore 
part stuck fast and remained immovable 
but the stern*+ was broken by the 
violence of the waves. 
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“The soldiers’ counsel was to kill the 
prisoners, lest any of them should swim 
out and escape. 

“But the centurion wanted to save Paul 
so he kept them from their purpose. He 
commanded that those who could swim 
should cast themselves first into the sea 
and get to land. 

“The rest followed, some on boards 
and some on broken pieces of the ship. 
And so it came to pass that they all 
escaped safely to land. 
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' After they escaped, they learned* that 
the island was called Malta. 

2 The natives* showed us no little kind- 
hess. They started* a fire and accepted* 
everyone because of the rain and cold. 
3 When Paul gathered a bundle of sticks 
and laid them on the fire, a came viper 
out of the heat and fastened on his hand. 
4 When the natives* saw the venomous 
beast hang on his hand, they said among 
themselves: No doubt this man is a 
murderer and though he has escaped 
the sea, yet vengeance does not allow* 
him to live. 

> But Paul shook the beast off and into 
the fire and felt no harm. 

6 When they looked at the place where he 
should have swollen, if not suddenly 
fallen down dead, after they had looked . 
for a great while and saw no harm had 
come to him, they changed their minds 
and said that he was a god. 

7 In that same area* was the home* of 
the chief man of the island whose name 
was Publius. He received us courteously 
and lodged us for three days. 
8 Now it came to pass that the father of 
Publius lay sick with a fever and 
dysentery. Paul went to him, prayed, 
laid his hands on him, and healed him. 
5 After this, others on the island who 
had diseases also came tv Paul and 
were healed. 

Therefore they honored us with many 
honors and when we departed, they pro- 
vided* for us such things as were necessary. 
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"After three months we left* in a ship 
from Alexandria that had wintered there 
on that island.*+ That ship’s sign was 
Castor and Pollux. 

'2Upon landing at Syracuse, we stayed* 
there for three days. 

"From there* we fetched a compass 
and came to Rhegium. After one day 
there, the south wind blew, and the next 
day we went to Puteoli. 

There, we found family* who invited* 
us to stay * with them seven days. Then, 
we went toward Rome. 

'SWhen the family* there heard about 
us, they came from as far away as the 
Appii Forum and the Three Taverns to 
meetus. When Paul saw them, he thanked 
God and was encouraged. 

‘6When we came to Rome, the centurion 
delivered the prisoners to the captain of 
the guard. But Paul was allowed * to live* 
by himself with a soldier to guard* him. 
'?Now it came to pass that after three 
days, Paul called the chief of the Jews 
together. When they had come together, 
he said to them: Men and family,* 
though I have committed no wrong against 
the people or customs of our fathers, yet 
I was delivered as a prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans. 
'8After they examined me, they would 
have let me go because there was no just 
cause fo put me to death. 

'9But when the Jews spoke against me, 
I was compelled* to appeal to Caesar, 
because my nation did not have any* just 
accusation against me. 

20For this reason* therefore I have called 
for you to see you and to speak with you. 
It is because of the hope of Israel that 1 
am bound with this chain. 

?IThey said to him: We did not receive 
any letters from Judea concemming you, 
nor did any of the fainily* who came here 
report* or speak of any harm by you.

Seeing it is one God who will justify

6 Even as David also described the

7 he said: Blessed are those whose 
iMiquities are forgiven and whose sins 
are covered.

8 Blessed are those+ whom the Lord 
does not make accountable* for their 
SiN. Psalm 32:2 

® Is this blessedness, then, only upon the 
circumcision, or upon the uncircumcision 
also? For we say that faith was credited* 
to Abraham as righteousness. 

'OHow was it then credited+? When he 
was in circumcision or in uncircum- 
cision? Not in circumcision, but in 
uncircumcision. 

"He received the sign of circumcision, a 
seal of the righteousness of the faith he had 
while stilluncircumcised so that he might 
be the father of all who believe, even the 
uncircumcised, so that righteousness 
might be credited* to them also, 
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'2and the father of circumcision to those 
who are not of the circumcision only, 
but also fo those who walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, which 
he had while he was still uncircumcised.

'SFor sin will not have dominion over 
you, for you are not under the law, but 
under grace. 

'5What then? Shall we sin because we 
are not under the law but under grace? 
That cannot be.*

* But sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, produced* in me all kinds * 
of abnormal appetites. * For without the 
law, sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law once. 
But when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died.

Therefore the law is holy and the 
commandment holy and just and good. 
'3Then was what is good a cause of 
death to me?

'4 For we know that the law is spiritual, 
but I am worldly,* sold under sin. 

'S For what I do, I allow not. For what I 
would do, that I do not.

'7Now then it is no longer* I myself 
doing it, but sin that dwells in me.

To the assembly* of God at 
Corinth with all the saints who are in all 
of Achaia. as 
* Grace to you and peace from God our 
Father and Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed is the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies 
and the God of all comfort. 

4 He comforts us in all our tribulationso 
that we may be able to comfort those 
who are in any trouble with the same 
comfort with which we ourselves are 
comforted by God. 
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5 For just as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so also our consolation 
abounds through Christ. 

®If we are afflicted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation. which is 
effective in enduring the same suffer- 
ings that we also suffer.

16We desire to proclaim* the Gospel in 
the regions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man’s line of things made 
ready to our hand. 

'7But whoever rejoices,* let them 
rejoice* in the Lord.

'0 As the truth of Christ is in me, no one 
in the regions of Achaia shall stop me 
from boastful* rejoicing.

'2But I will continue to do what I do so 
that I may cut off the occasion from 
those who desire occasion to glory in that 
in which they may be found even as we. 
'For such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves into 
the apostles-of Christ.

But I certify to you, family,* that the’ 
Gospel that was proclaimed* by me is 

not from man. 

2For I did not receive it from man, nor 

was 1 taught it by man. But it came to me 

by the revelation of Jesus Christ. 

'3For you have heard about my con- 

versation and conduct in the past, in‘: 
Judaism. * You know that I excessively * 
persecuted the assembly* of God beyond 
measure, and ravaged? it. 

14 And / advanced? in the Jews’ religion 
beyond* many of my peerst in my own 
nation, being more exceedingly zealous 
of the traditions of my fathers. 

'SBut when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my mother’s womb 
and called me by His grace, 
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Ἰόξο reveal His Son in meso that I might 
proclaim*+ Him among the heathen, 
immediately I conferred, not with flesh 
and blood, 

nor did I go up to Jerusalem to those 
who were apostles before me, but ] went 
to Arabia. Then, 1 returned again to 
Damascus. 

'8Then after three years, I went to 
Jerusalem to see Peter and stayed* with 
him fifteen days. 

'9But I did not see the other apostles, 
except*t James the brother of the Lord. 
?°Now behold what I write to you. 
Before God, I do not lie. 

*|Then, I went into the regions of Syria 
and Cilicia. : 
52] was unknown, in person,+ to the 
assemblies* of Judea that were in Christ. 
*3But they had heard only this: That he 
who once * persecuted us, now proclaims* 
the faith that he once ravaged.* 

24 And they glorified God in me. 
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' Fourteen years later,*+ I again went to 
Jerusalem with Barnabas and also took 
Titus with me. 

2] went according to the revelation 1 
received and communicated to them the 
Gospel that I proclaim* among the 
Gentiles. But / spoke privately to those 
of lofty reputation, lest by any means I 
should be running or had run, in vain. 
3 But even Titus who was with me, 
being Greek, was not compelled to be 
circumcised. 


4 Even though false brothers came* in

secretly* to spy out our liberty that we 
have in Christ Jesus so that they might 
bring us into bondage. 

5 We did not yield* in subjection to 
them, even for an hour, so that the truth 
of the Gospel might continue with you. 
© But from those thought* to be some- 
body* important, what they were makes 
no difference+ to me. God does not 
receive one person above another. To me 
also, those of lofty reputation* conveyed* 
nothing special. 


7 On the contrary, they saw that the 
Gospel to the uncircumcision was 
committed to me just as the Gospel to 
the circumcision was to Peter. 

® For He who worked* in Peter for 
apostleship so the circumcision also 
worked* in me for the Gentiles. 

9 When James, Cephas, and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived 
the grace that was given to me, they 
gave to me and fo Barnabas the right 
hand of fellowship so that we might 
go to the Gentiles* and they to the 
circumcision. 

'Only they urged that we remember the 
poor, which I also was diligent* to do. 
'! However, when Petercame to Antioch, 
1 challenged* him to his face, because 
he was to be blamed. 

'2Because, before certain ones came 
from James, Peter ate with the Gentiles. 
But when they came, he withdrew and 
separated himself, fearing those of the 
circumcision. 

\3The other Jews alsojoined in putting on 
a false pretense* with Peter so that 
Barnabas was also carried away with 
their hypocrisy. * 

'4When I saw that they did not walk 
uprightly according to the truth of the 
Gospel, I said to Peter before them all: 
If you, being a Jew, live after the 
manner of Gentiles and not like the Jews, 
then why do you compel the Gentiles to 
live like the Jews? 

‘5By nature, we are Jews and not sinners 
from the Gentiles. 

16 We know that a man is not justified by 
the works of the law, but by faith in 
Jesus Christ. We have believed in Jesus 
Christ so that we might be justified by 
faith in Christ and not by the works of 
the law. For no flesh will be justified by 
the works of the law. 

'7But if, while we seek to be justified by 
Christ, we ourselves are also found 
sinners is Christ therefore a minister of 
sin? That cannot be.* 

'8For if I build again the things that I 
had destroyed, then I make myself a 
transgressor. 
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'9For through the law, I died to the law 
so that I might live for God.

He did not 
say: And to seeds, as of many, but as of 
one. And specifically to your seed, who 
is Christ. 

"1 say this: The covenant pertaining to 
Christ was confirmed before by God.

ΣΤΉΘΗ is the law against the promises of 
God? Thar cannot be.* For if a law had 
been given that was able to give life, 
then truly* righteousness could have 
been achieved by law. ᾿ 
22But the Scripture established * all things 
under sin so that the promise of Jesus 
Christ might be given by faith to those 
who believe. 

But before faith came, under law we 
were guarded* while closed* to the faith 
that was about to be revealed. 
*4Therefore the law was our tutor*t ro 
bring us to Christ so that we might be 
justified by faith. 
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5But after faith has come, we are no 
longer under an instructor. *

?1Tell me, you who desire to be under 
the law: Do you not hear the law?

3But one was born of the servantt 
woman by the flesh. And one of the free 
woman through the promise. 

*4This is an allegory. For these are 
representative of the two covenants: One 
from Mount Sinai that brings forth* 
bondage is Hagar. 

5 Hagar is representative of Mount Sinai 
in Arabia and corresponds* to

6But the Jerusalem that is above is free 
and this is the mother of us all. 

7For it is written: Rejoice, you barren 
who do not bear. Break forth and cry 
out, you who do not labor* in childbirth. 
For the desolate has many imore children 
than she who has a husband. Jsaiah 54:1 
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28Now we, family,* are children of the 
promise just as Isaac was. 

**But just as one born by the flesh 
persecuted one born by the Spirit, so 
also is it now. 

Nevertheless, what does the Scripture 
say? Cast out the servant* woman and 
her son. For the son of the servant* 
woman will not be the heir with the son 
of the free woman. Genesis 21:10, John 8:35 
51 50 then, family,* we are not children 
of the servant* woman, but of the free. 
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' Stand fast therefore in the liberty with 
which Christ has made us free, and do 
not become entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage. 

> Behold I Paul say to you, that if you 
become* circumcised out of obedience to 
the law, Christ will bring you no benefit. +

be justified within the law are deprived* 
of any benefit* from Christ. Rather, such 
as these have fallen from grace. 

5 For we, through the Spirit, by faith, 
wait for the hope of righteousness. 

6 For in Christ Jesus, neither circumci- 
sion nor uncircumcision avails anything, 
but only faith working through love. 

7 You have run well. Who hindered you 
and caused you to not obey the truth? 

® This persuasion does not come from 
Him who calls you. 

9 A little leaven leavens the whole lump. 
'©T have confidence in you through the 
Lord, that you will not be otherwise 
minded. But whoever has troubled 
you will bear the judgment, whoever 
it may be.

The second epistle to the Thessalonians 
was written at Athens. 
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1 Timothy Chapter 1

by the commandment of God our Savior 
and Lord Jesus Christ who is our hope. 
2 To Timothy, my own son in the faith: 
Grace, mercy, and peace from God our 
Father and Jesus Christ our Lord. 

3 Turged* you to remain* at Ephesus when 
I went to Macedonia so that you might 
charge them to teach no other doctrine 
4 and to not give heed to fables and 
endless genealogies that bring* questions 
rather than godly edifying in faith.

211 charge you before our God and Lord 
Jesus Christ and the elect angels, that 
you observe these things without 
preferring one before another, doing 
nothing by partiality.

5 For this reason, + I left you in Crete so 
that you should set in order the things 
that are wanting and ordain elders in 
every city as I had appointed you to do, 
6 if any are blameless, the husband of 
one wife, and have faithful children 
who are not accused of excesses* or 
unruly rebellion.

No 
striker. Not given to filthy gain.+t 

8 But a lover of hospitality. A lover of 
good people.* Sober, just, holy, and 
temperate. 

9 They must hold fast the faithful Word as 
they have been taught so that they may 
be able, by sound doctrine, both to

7 Now without any* contradiction, the 
lesser was blessed by the greater.* 

8 Here, men who die as mere mortals 
receive tithes. But there, one received 
tithes of whom it is witnessed that he 
lives. 

° And, if I may say so, Levi who 
receives tithes, also paid tithes in 
Abraham. 
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l0For Levi was still in the loins of his 
father Abraham when Melchisedec met 
him. 

'' Therefore if perfection were attained 
through the Levitical priesthood under 
which the people received the law, then 
what further need was there that another 
priest should rise up after the order of 
Melchisedec and not be called after the 
order of Aaron? 

For the priesthood being changed, 
makes* it necessary alsofor a change in 
the law. 

'3For He about whom these things are 
spoken belongs* to another tribe from 
which no man has given attention* at the 
altar. 

'4For it is evident that our Lord arose* 
out of Judah, and Moses spoke nothing 
about that tribe concerning priesthood. 
‘STt is yet far more evident, because 
after the likeness* of Melchisedec there 
arises another priest 

‘who is made, not after the law of a 
worldly* commandment, but after the 
power of an endless life. 

'7For He testifies: You are a priest 


forever after the order of Melchisedec. . 


Psalm 10:4 

'8For there is truly* a nullifying* of the 
commandment going before for the 
weakness and unprofitableness of it. 
'?For the law made nothing perfect. But 
the bringing in of a better hope did. By 
this, we draw near to God. 

20 It was not without an oath that He was 
made priest. 

*|For those priests were made without 
an oath. But this priest was made with an 
oath by God who said to Him: The Lord 
swore and will not repent: You are a 
priest forever after the order of 
Melchisedec. Psatm 110:4 

*2By so much was Jesus made a guar- 
antee* of a better covenant. ἡ 
*’Truly, there had been many priests, 
because they were not allowed* to 
continue because of death. 

4But this one continues forever because 
He has an unchangeable priesthood. 
**Therefore, He is able also to save 
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them to the uttermost who come to God 
through Him sincet He lives continu- 
ally* to make intercession for them. 
6For such a high priest came to us who 
is holy, harmless, undefiled, separate 
from sinners, and made higher than the 
heavens. 

27 Jesus does not need to offer sacrifices 
daily as the high priests, first for His own 
sins and then for the people’s. For this He 
did once, when He offered up Himself. 
*8For the law makes men high priests 
who have weaknesses. * But the word of 
the oath, which came after* the law, 
made the Son consecrated forever. 


Hebrews Chapter 8 


' Now, here is a summary of the things 
being spoken: We have such a high 
priest, who is set at the right hand of the 
throne of the Majesty in the Heavens. 
2 He isa minister of the sanctuary and of 
the true tabernacle that the Lord built, * 
and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices. Therefore ir is 
necessary that this man have something 
to offer, also. 

4 For if He were on earth, He would not 
be a priest, since there are priests who 
offer gifts according to the law, 

5 who serve the example and shadow of 
heavenly things, as Moses was admon- 
ished by God when he was about to 


‘make the tabernacle. For He said: See

6 But now He has obtained a more 
excellent ministry, as He is also the. 
mediator of a better covenant estab- 
lished upon better promises. 

7 For if that first were faultless, then no 
place would have been sought for the 
second. - 

8 Because in finding faultwith them, He 
says: Behold the days are coming, says 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Israel and 
with the house of Judah, Jeremiah 31:31 
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9 not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers in the day when 
I took them by the hand to lead them out 
of the land of Egypt. Because they did 
not continue in my covenant, I ignored* 
them, says the Lord. Jeremiah 31:32 

'OFor this is the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after those 
days, says the Lord: I will put my laws 
into their mind and write them in their 
hearts. I will be to them God. And they 
shall be my people. Jeremiah 31:33 
They shall not teach every* neighbor 
and every* brother saying: Know the 
Lord. For everyone will know me, from 
the least to the greatest. Jeremiah 31:34 
For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness and their sins and their 
iniquities 1 will remember no longer.* 
Jeremiah 31:34 

'3In that He said: A new, He has made 
the first old. Now what is decaying and 
growing* old is ready to vanish away. 


Hebrews Chapter 9 


' Truly * then, the first covenant also had 
ordinances of divine service and ἃ 
worldly sanctuary. 

2 In the first tabernacle, there was a table 
prepared with a candlestick and show- 
bread in an area called the sanctuary. 

3 Then, after the second veil, was the 
tabernacle called the Holiest of all. 

4 It had the golden censer and the ark of 
the covenant overlaid αἱ! around* with 
gold. In it was the golden pot that had 
manna and Aaron’s rod that budded and 
the tables of the covenant. 

> Over it were the cherubims of glory 
shadowing the mercy seat. About this, 
we Cannot now speak in detail. ὁ 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests always went into 
the first tabernacle to accomplish the 
service of God. 

7 But into the second, the high priest 
went alone once every year, and not 
without blood that he offered for him- 
self and for the errors of the people. 

8 This signified, by the Holy Spirit, that 
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the way into the holiest ofall was not yet 
revealed* while the first tabernacle was 
yet standing. 

9 This was symbolic* for the time then 
present in which both gifts and sacrifices 
were offered that could not make those 
who did the service perfect, as pertain- 
ing to the conscience. 

'0For it concerned only food* and drink 
and many different* washings and 
worldly* ordinances imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

But Christ cameas a high priest of good 
things to come, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle not made with hands. 
That is to say, not of this building. 
'27tis not by the blood of goats and calves, 
but by His own blood that He entered 
once for all into the holy place, thereby 
obtaining eternal redemption for us. 
For if the blood of bulls and goats 
and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling 
the unclean sanctifies to the purifying 
of the flesh, 

4how much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who, through the eternal Spirit 
offered Himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God? 

'SFor this reason, * Christ is the mediator 
of the new covenant* so that, by means 
of death for the redemption of the 
transgressions that were under the first 
covenant,*+ those who are called might 
receive the promise of eternal inherit- 
ance. 

'6For where a testament is, there must, 
of necessity, also be the death of the 
testator. 

'7For a testament is of force after one* 
is dead. Otherwise, it is of no strength 


-at all while the testator lives. 


18Therefore, the first covenant was not 
dedicated without blood. 

For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves and 
goats with water and scarlet wool and a 
hyssop branch and sprinkled both the 
book and all the people, 

*saying: This is the blood of the 
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covenant* that God commanded* to 
YOU. Exodus 24:7-8, Matthew 26:28 
2'Moreover he sprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle and all the vessels of 
the ministry. 

22 Almost all things are, by the law, 
purged with blood. Without the shed- 
ding of blood, there is no remission. 
Therefore it was necessary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these, but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. 

*4For Christ has not entered the holy 
places made with hands, that are sym- 
bolic* of the true. But into heaven itself 
He now appears in the presence of God 
for us. 

?5Nor was it that He should offer Him- 
self often, as the high priest enters into 
the holy place every year with blood of 
others. 

*6 For then He must often have suffered 
since the foundation of the world. But 
now once in the end of the world He has 
appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice 
of Himself. 

71 As it is appointed to a// humans* once 
to die and after that judgment, 

28 so also Christ was offered once to bear 
the sins of many, and to appear second, 
without bearing sins, to those who wait 
for Him for salvation.

'©But these ungodly men speak evil about 
things that they do not understand,* but 
what they understand* in a natural sense, 
as brute beasts, in those things they 
corrupt themselves. 

Woe to them. For they have gone in 
the way of Cain and run greedily after 
the error of Balaam for reward and 
perished in the rebellion* of Korah.

The Revelation Chapter 9 


' The fifth angel sounded and I saw a 
star fall from heaven to the earth, and 
the key to the bottomless pit was given 
to him.

''They had a king over them, the angel 
of the bottomless pit, whose name in 
Hebrew is Abaddon and in Greek is 
Apollyon. 

'2 After all this, one woe is past and behold, 
there are two more woes to come. 
'3The sixth angel sounded and I heard a 
voice from the four horns of the golden 
altar that is before God. 

'4God said to the sixth angel with a 
trumpet: Ler loose the four angels who 
are bound in the great river Euphrates. 
'5So the four angels were released.* 
They had been prepared for this hour and 
day and month and year to slay one third

2 He had a little book open in his hand, 
and he placed* his right foot on the sea 
and his left foor on the earth.

3 | will give power to my two witnesses 
and they shall prophesy for a thousand 
two hundred and sixty days, clothed in 
sackcloth. 

4 These two witnesses are the two olive 
trees and two candlesticks standing be- 
fore the God of the earth.

7 When they have finished their testi- 
mony, the beast will ascend out of the 
bottomless pit to make war against them 
and overcome them and kill them. 

8 Their dead bodies will lie in the street 
of the great city that is spiritually called 
Sodom and Egypt, where our Lord was 
also in essence crucified. 

9 Allthe people and families* and tongues 
and nations will see their dead bodies for 
three and a half days but will not allow+ 
their bodies to be put into graves. 
'OThen those who live on the earth will 
rejoice and make merry and send gifts to 
each other because these two prophets 
tormented those who lived: on the earth. 
'l After three and a half days, the spirit 
of life from God entered them and they 
stood up on their feet, and great fear fell 
upon all who saw them. 
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'2Then they all they heard a great voice 
from heaven say to the two witnesses: 
Come up here. And their enemies saw*t 
them as they ascended up to heaven in a 
cloud. 
'3Jn that same hour, there was a great 
earthquake and a tenth part of the city 
fell and seven thousand people* were 
killed.+ Those who remained* were 
frightened* and gave glory to the God of 
heaven. ;

People often ask: “Why are there so many different versions of the Bible, 
and which one is the best and most trustworthy?” 


There are four basic answers to the first part of this question — two good 
reasons and two reasons that can be a cause for concern. 


Reason #1: Totranslate the Bible into common languages. Since the Bible 
was originally written in Hebrew and Greek, it has been necessary to 
translate it into contemporary languages that people understand. The 
Bible has been translated into more languages than any other book. 


Reason #2: To update obsolete and archaic language. The English 
language has undergone significant changes over centuries of time, and 
50 it is beneficial to replace outdated words, grammar, and phrasing with 
literally accurate, direct equivalent words and grammatically correct 
phrasing in order to make the Bible easier to read and understand. 


Reason #3: To promote private interpretations. Regrettably, some ver- 
sions of the Bible have been compiled to promote the private interpreta- 
tions and doctrines of various groups. 


Reason #4: For commercial objectives. Some proprietary versions of the 
Bible have been sponsored and published by various commercial firms. 


Since there can never be more than one version of the truth, ideally there 
should be only one version of the Bible in any given language. And yet, 
non-literal-translation paraphrases of the Bible can sometimes be helpful 
to first time readers. Any version of the Bible that helps people to know 
God and encourages them to learn and understand more about God’s 


_ purpose and plan for their lives, serves a useful purpose. 


ςς 


However, it is important to make a very clear distinction between literal 
truth and subjective interpretation. Everyone who would like to under- 
stand God’s Word better and grow in faith will do well to compare 
whatever version they consider using to an accurate literal translation. 


Just as a ship or airplane that is only a fraction of a degree off course can 
end up hundreds of miles away from its intended destination, so also 
following interpretations that are not literally accurate can lead to serious 
error. The following explanation includes a few examples: 
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First, it is important to note that AV7 is not a new version of the Bible. 
Rather, AV7 is a new presentation of the traditional English translation 
that has stood the test of time for nearly 400 years. 


The first English translation of the Bible began with work done by William 
Wycliffe in 1385 A.D. and by William Tyndale in 1536 A.D. Between 
1603 and 1611 A.D., a team of 50 scholars compiled a further developed 
English text based largely on Wycliffe and Tyndale’s work. But even after 
that, the English text first published in 1611 was further revised and 
improved many times between 1611 and 1769 A.D. That text became 
almost universally recognized as the most trustworthy English translation. 


Even so, while there are few significant errors in this traditional English 
text, there are some renderings that are curious and not literally accurate. 
For example, in Acts 12:4, the Greek word πασχα, which is correctly 
translated as “passover” in 26 other places, is incorrectly translated as 
“Easter” in this verse. Another translation error is the colloquial 
expression “God forbid” that appears, incorrectly, 15 times in the 
traditional English text. The correct translation of the Greek source, un 
YEVOLTO, is “not be” or “may itnot be.” So, these are a just a few examples 
of errors in the traditional English translation that are corrected in A V7. 


More serious problems occur when paraphrases take great liberty in 
changing the literal Word of God to say something quite different than an 
accurate literal translation. Compare the Greek, literal, 1611, AV7, and 
three currently popular versions below for the verse Luke 21:19:

As you can see, the AV7 rendering exactly follows the literal word-for- 
word and the traditional 1611 English translation. Version “x” is a 
radically different interpretation. One must ask, is it really possible for 
anyone to “save themselves”? Versions “y” and “z” are paraphrases that 
suggest a very different interpretation and understanding than the literal. 
These same versions (x, y, and z) all translate vnopovn as “patience” in 
dozens of other places, but here change the meaning to “endurance” or 
“standing firm.” One must question why.
